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GOVERNOR'S  MESSAGE. 


Oentlemen  of  tJie  Senats  and  Housa   of  lie^resentativea  : 

Having  again  been  called  to  the  head  of  affairs,  after  a 
term  of  two  years'  service  as  the  representative  of  the  ex- 
ecutive power  of  tlie  State,  and  by  so  emphatic  an  cxpres- 
eion  of  public  confidence,  it  is  a  pleasnrable  duty  to  return 
my  profound  thanks  to  those  whose  suffrages  I  have  re- 
ceived, while  I  renew  my  oath  and  pledge  alike  to  all  my 
best  efforts  to  promote  the  public  welfare,  to  jealously  guard 
the  rights  of  every  citizen  and  faithfully  strive  to  promote 
the  growth,  advancement  and  general  prosperity  of  our 
young  commonwealth,  which  is  so  rapidly  taking  rank  as  ' 
one  of  the  foremost  States  of  the  Union.  Brief  as  has 
been  the  period  of  my  administration  of  state  affairs — a 
period  80  short  that  passing  events  hardly  seem  to  mark  the 
march  of  time  in  older  States — yet  here  how  conspicuous ! 

But  two  years  since,  we  had.apopulationof  only  420,000; 
now  half  a  million  people  make  their  homes  with  us  and 
lay  deep  the  foundation  of  future  empire.  Then  wo  had 
but  780  miles  of  railway — now  1550  miles ;  an  increase  of 
80,000  souls,  and  of  770  miles  of  completed  railway  in  twen- 
fonr  months,  while  the  growth  of  cities,  the  advance  of 
agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts  and  the  development  of 
all  our  material  resources  have  kept  pace  with  these  more 
conepicnous  events. 

While  other  seasons  have  given  us  more  fruitful  harvests 
and  better  markets  therefor,  still  a  kind  Providence  has 
blessed  the  land  with  encouraging  returns  fof  our  labor, 
with  the  fruits  of  peace  and  general  prosperity.

Trne  it  is  thattliG  soDahine  of  good  fortune  has  not  cot- 
ered  the  entire  face  of  the  land  for  these  two  eventful  years. 

The  yenr  1871  mnat  long  be  noted,  not  only  in  the  annals 
of  our  own  country,  but  of  the  ■world,  as  a  year  of  great  and 
fearful  calamities.  The  destruction  of  nearly  half  of  the 
'  people  of  Persia  by  famine,  the  Buhmergence  of  thickly  pop- 
ulated portions  of  the  Chinese  Empire,  a  visitation  of  pesti- 
lence to  one  of  the  most  important  of  the  South  American 
dties,  which  equally  divided  its  citizens  between  the  living 
and  the  dead,  are  some  of  the  great  catostrophies  to  which 
foreign  parts  have  been  subjected. 

First  in  tlie  list  at  home,  at  least  from  a  finandal  stand- 
point, is  the  destruction  of  the  business  portion  of  the  city  of 
Chicago,  heretofore  the  commercial  and  financial  centre  of 
the  Northwest.  But  much  more  destructive  to  human  life 
were  the  extensive  fires  in  Northern  Wisconsin  and  Michi- 
gan, where  hundreds  of  people  were  bathed  in  a  sea  of 
flame,  from  which  human  life  had  no  possible  escape. 

While  the  people  of  our  own  State  have  ■  not  suf- 
fered to  the  same  extent,  our  western  frontier  has 
been  devastated  with  Are  and  hail.  Fortunately  but 
very  few  lives  have  been  lost  and  but  few  dwellings  de- 
stroyed. Yet  onr  losses  have  been  sufficiently  severe  to 
^ve  OS  an  appreciative  sympathy  for  our  more  afflicted  neigh- 
bors. The  misfortunes  and  sufferings  of  the  people  of  the 
northwest  opened  at  once  the  hearts  of  the  nation — every 
one  seeming  to  realize  that  to  the  wants  of  humanity  the 
wealth  of  the  world  belonged,  no  longer  a  thing  to  be  wor- 
shiped and  treasured,  but  only  to  be  given  away. 

The  great  compensation  for  these  overwhelming  disasters 
is  that  they  destroy  our  idols  and  as  effectually  dissolve 
human  selfishness  as  the  waters  of  the  hot  southern  seas 
devour  the  venturesome  iceberg  from  the  frozen  north.  To- 
day men  think  better  of  each'%ther,  human  nature  has  ap- 
preciated in  its  own  estimation,  and  all  the  world  is  akin. 
It  would  not  be  simply  an  error,  but  positively  criminal 
for  the  State  to  assume  the  guardianship  and  maintenance 
of  all  the  sufferers  from  these  great  catastrophies — they  are 
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intended  to  edueate  the  people  and  to  call  forth  active  per- 
soDal  benevolence.  The  State  ahoold  organize  and  aesiat 
personal  effort,  and  snppljr  'whatever  deficiency  there  m«j 
be  in  order  to  aecure  the  fullest  poesible  relief. 

Believing  that  mnch  suffering  must  result  to  the  frontier, 
if  not  relieved  at  once,  I  appealed  by  proclamation  to  the 
more  fortunate  of  our  own  people  to  give  of  their  plenty  to 
relieve  the  wants  of  their  neighbors,  and  right-generoos  has 
been  the  response,  not  only  from  our  own  people,  but  from 
those  of  other  States.  At  the  time  of  publishing  the  appeal^ 
it  was  not  expected  that  the  donations  to  bo  obtained  would 
enable  me  to  aid  more  than  those  who  had  lost'  their  hooses 
and  whose  wants  wonld  not  permit  of  delay,  but  so  liberal 
was  the  response  that  it  has  enabled  me  to  help  all  sufferers 
by  fire  who  did  not  seem  able  to  help  themselves,  and  no 
case  has  come  to  my  knowledge  or  been  credibly  reported 
to  mo  as  deserving  help  that  has  not  been  promptly  relieved. 

In  June  and  July  last  some  sections  of  the  State  were  vis- 
ited by  severe  hail  storms  which  aa  completely  destroyed  the 
crops  as  did  the  fire  king  in  othei*  localities.  Much  destitn- 
tion  came  of  this  cause,  and  finding  the  contributions  more 
than  adeqnate  to  the  relief  of  cases  of  destitution  from  fire, 
I  felt  authorized  to  enlarge  the  circle  of  beneficiaries  to  em- 
brace those  brought  to  need  by  these  storms,  and  they  have 
been  put  on  an  equal  footing  with  the  former  class. 

The  contributions  have  been  of  money,  clothing,  bedding 
and  provisions.  Tbecash  contributions  amount  to  $14,0?6.8£>, 
of  which  sum  $11, 131. 37  have  already  been  distributed,  not  to 
exceed  $100.00  to  any  one  family.  The  sum  of  $3000.00  is 
on  deposit  at  the  First  National  Bank  of  St.  Paul,  on  which 
the  fund  is  receiving  interest. 

The  clothing,  bedding,  hoots,  sltoca.  etc.,  are  believed  to 
have  been  fairly  worth  $10,000,  the  provisions,  $1,000. 
They  have  carried  joy  and  comfort  to  many  homes.  There 
is  not  a  large  proportion  of  these  articles  remaining  on  hand 
and  new  applications  for  relief  are  every  day  placed  on  the 
books.     A  large  number  of  the  families  thus  far  wded  have 
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no  means  of  cmning  &  subsistence  and  must  receive  occas- 
iou&I  help  until  the  next  harvest. 

Some  cases  of  imposition  there  maj  have  been,  and  some 
perhaps  of  omission.  To  relieve  present  want,  as  well  as  to 
prevent  much  that  is  impending,  it  becomes  necessarj  to  act 
with  that  dispatch  not  well  calculated  to  prevent  all  mistake. 
A  fuller  and  more  detailed  statement  of  this  fund  and  the 
mode  of  iti  distribution  will  be  laid  before  you  ^at  an  enrl; 
day. 

The  great  destruction  of  the  crops  by  Itsil  and  fire,  to- 
gether with  the  prevailing  scarcity,  not  to  say  poverty,  that 
always  exists  on  the  frontier,  will  render  it  nccessaryforyou 
to  make  some  provision  whereby  those  settlers  may  be  sup- 
plied with  seed  grain,  or  thousands  ot  acres  now  prepared 
for  next  year's  crops  must  remain  idle  and  tlieir  proprietors 
and  families  be  dependent  upon  charity  for  support  during 
another  year.  I  think  you  will  be  able  to  adopt  some  plan 
that  will  supply  the  necessary  seed,  and  at  the  same  time 
ensure  the  ultimate  return  to  the  treasury  of  the  greater 
part  of  its  cost  to  the  State,  if  an  unconditional  donation 
should  be  tliougbt  not  to  best  promote  the  welfare  and  in- 
terests of  all  concerned.

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These  bonds  were  pnrcbased  by  the  permaneat  scbool 
fund,  and  are  held  bj  it  at  the  present  time. 

The  couBtitntion  requires  that  all  bonds  iasned  by  the  State 
shall  be  redeemed  within  ten  years  from  the  date  thereof; 
therefore  the  war  loan  bonds  must  be  redeemed  on  or  before 
the  first  of  November,  1872.  The  sinking  fund  for  their 
redemption  at  the  commencement  ot  the  year  amonnted  to 
$64,496.86,  making  the  debt,  virtually,  about  $285,503.14 
at  that  time.  At  the  close  of  Uie  year  the  fund  amounted 
to  $86, 778. 89,  reducing  the  debt  to  $263, 321. 11,  and  mak- 
ing adecreaao  of  $22,383.03  during  the  year.  The  fmid 
will  be  sufficient  to  redeem  all  the  bonds  at  maturity.

Leaving  a  balance  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  of  $66,944, 
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from  whicli  the  succeeding  legislattire  and  the  Slate  Inetito- 
tations  must  draw  their  corrent  expenses  daring  the  earl; 
part  of  the  next  fiscal  year,  and  until  other  provisions  can 
be  made  tor  them.  After  these  demands  are  answered, 
nothing  will  be  left. 

The  question  will  licre  naturally  occur  to  every  mind, 
how  are  wo  to  raise  tho  necessary  means  for  finishing  the 
partially  completed  work  on  some  of  our  State  biuldings, 
and  for  making  such  additions  to  others  as  seem  indispen- 
sable.    In  my  last  annual  message  I  had  occasion  to  remark : 

"A  State  of  less  than  half  a  million  people  is  attempting 
to  erect  and  furnish  a  full  complement  of  costly  public 
institutions  in  a  single  decade,  a  work  that  older  States  have 
been  scores  of  years  in  doing — and  we  are  doing  it  from 
revenues  derived  from  taxation  alone.  There  is  but  one  of 
three  courses  open  to  us.  We  must  stop  the  extension  of 
our  public  buildings  and  thus  limit  their  uselulness  to  their 
present  capacities ;  or  add  to  our  taxation  a  sum  sufficient  to 
extend  and  complete  them,  (though  the  burden  all  fall  upmi 
us  within  a  few  years  ;)  or  extend  the  constitutional  limit  of 
State  indebtedness,  and  borrwf  the  necessary  funds  to  a«- 
coniplieh  the  work." 

The  legislature  to  whom  these  words  were  addressed  sub- 
mitted an  amendment  of  the  constitution  to  the  people  witli 
a  view  of  adopting  the  last  of  these  three  conditions,  as  most 
likely  to  prove  satisfactory.  It  was  voted  down  by  a  very 
decided  majority.  The  recognized  debt  of  the  State  is  but 
a  trifle — less  by  many  thousand  dollars  than  some  of  our 
cities  are  carrying  and  yet  maintaining  their  credit — and  I  can 
hut  regard  the  decision  of  the  people  as  a  mistake  when 
they  detennined,  instead  of  paying  interest  on  the  increased 
indebtedness  until  'such  time  as  the  State  should  bo  better 
able  to  discharge  the  debt,  that  our  public  institutions  should 
be  restricted  in  their  usefulness  and  greatly  embarrassed,  or 
that  the  whole  amount  required  for  their  completion  should 
be  raised  by  taxation  and  added  at  once  to  the  burdens  of 
the  present.  Yet  so  the  people  have  decided  and  it  now 
lies  with  yon  which  of  these  alternatives  shall  be  followed. 
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The  authorities  of  these  inBtitntiooa  ask  the  following 
appropriations  for  bnllding  purposes :

THE  AUDrroB's  akd  tbeabukicb's  bcposts. 

The  accounts  and  estimates  of  the  Auditor  and  Treasurer 
seem  to  be  in  strict  accord  and  make  a  clear,  comprehensive 
and  accurate  presentation  of  the  various  funds  and  compli- 
cated relations  which  their  duties  involve.  While  tliey  show 
the  necessity  for  continued  economy  in  evMy  branch  of  the 
administration  of  public  afiairs,  they  also  show  that  every 
fund  is  preserved  in  its  inte^ity,  that  every  department  is 
solvent,  with  a  prosperous  financial  outlook  for  the  future. 
To  these  officers  mucli  credit  is  dnc  for  the  sound  finandal 
condition  of  the  State. 

They  join  in  recommending  some  chaof^  in  our  tax  laws, 
or  in  their  application,  which  will  secure  greater  equality  in 
our  assessments.  Appraisements  now  vary  from  25  to  50 
per  cent,  of  the  actual  value  of  the  property.  Two-thirds  ot 
the  property  in  the  State  pays  all  the  taxes,  while  less  than 
half  the  property  pays  two  thirds  of  all  the  taxes — working 
a  penalty  on  honesty  and  conscienciousness  and  offering  a 
bounty  to  covetousness  and  rascality.  If  tliese  evils  cannot 
'  be  wholly  avoided,  the  conditions  can  be  much  improved  in 
one  of  two  methods. 

First. — Abolish  tlie  elective  system  of  assessors  and  let 
all  assessments  be  made  by  the  deputies  of  the  State  Auditor, 
the  limits  of  assesors'  districts  to  be  established  with  refer- 
ence to  convenience  and  amount  of  work  to  be  done.  Uni- 
formity will  not  be  attained  until  assessments  are  made  by 
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State  officers,  freed  aa  far  as  poBsiblo  from  local  obligations 
and  inducements  for  partiality  or  favoritism,  and  amenabte 
to  the  instructions  of  a  single  head. 

Second. — Make  it  the  duty  of  the  town  board  to  take  up 
and  act  npon  every  assessment,  with  power  to  increase  or 
diminish  its  amoont  on  their  own  motion  as  the  judgment  of 
the  board  may  dictate,  making  the  assessor  a  member  of  the 
board  for  this  purpose,  that  the  reasons  for  his  action  in  any 
particular  case  may  be  readily  learned.  An  appeal  should 
be  allowed  from  this  board  to  the  county  commissioners,  but 
their  jurisdiction  should  he  only  an  appellate  one.  Thin 
system  sen-es  to  bring  the  acts  of  the  assessor  under  iinme- 
diato  inspection  and  revision,  and  secures  the  consideration 
and  brings  to  bear  the  united  information  and  intelligence 
of  a  select  body  of  men,  which  must  result,  as  it  seema  to 
me,  in  more  equality  and  thoroughness. 

Perhaps  the  main  feature  of  these  two  Bystems  might  be 
advantageously  united,  the  assessor  representing  the  inter- 
esta  of  the  State  and  tho  town  board  acting  as  a  check  upon 
any  disposition  ho  might  manifest  to  ignore  local  iutereats 
or  the  operation  of  local  causes  that  might  legitimately  ho 
considered. 

Another  change  demanded  is  that  assessments  upon  tlie 
property  of  State  banks  and  brokers  may  be  predicated  upon 
an  average  of  the  taxable  property  owned  by  them  or  used 
in  their  buBincss  during  the  year,  instead  of  upon  that  held 
by  them  on  a  particular  day  of  tho  year,  a  conversion  oS 
which  into  non-taxable  bonds  for  that  day  enabling  them 
wholly  to  escape  taxation,  however  much  they  may  own  or 
possess  during  the  other  361  days  of  the  year. 

There  should  be  required  by  law  a  sworn  return  from  the 
officer»of  such  banks,  and  from  brokers,  disclosing  all  facts 
which  would  aid  in  making  a  full  assessment,  under  heavy 
penalties  for  a  failure,  or  false  return. 

For  several  recommendations  of  the  Auditor  and  Treas- 
urer calculated  to  promote  the  public  welfare  and  which 
should  early  find  voice  in  the  forma  of  law,  I  must  refer  yon 
to  their  several  reports.     Especially  would  I  call  your  at-

tention  to  the  recommendationa  of  the  Auditor  coucerning 
the  necessity  of  amendments  to  the  tax  law  in  several  par- 
ticnlarB,  wherein  he  points  out  its  deficiencies  and  the  reme- 
dies. Also  in  reference  to  memorializing  Congrcas  for  a  re- 
adjustment of  onr  swamp  land  grant. 

Tlie  suggestions  of  the  Treasurer  in  relation  to  insurance 
matters  and  the  necessity  of  changes  in  the  law  concerning 
the  returns  made  by  railroads  in  lieu  of  taxes,  deserve  es- 
pecial consideration. 


AGEICULTUBE.  * 

The  commissioner  of  statistics  reports  continued  improve- 
ment in  the  character  of  the  annual  returns  of  agriculture. 
After  a  careful  calculation  for  a  few  deficiencos  the  following 
is  educed  as  a  dose  approximation  to  the   total  results  for 

isro:

The  total  length  of  road  in  operation  at  the  close  of  1870, 
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was  1092^  miles,  and  tlio  termination  of  1S71  leaves  us  a 
comprehensivo  railway  syetetii  extended  to  an  aggregate 
length   of  1,550  miles. 

Besides  the  road  ironed  in  1S71,  the  grading  on  the 
Brainard  Brancb  of  the  !Rorthern  Pttci&Q  has  been  done,  and 
the  Sioux  City  and  St.  Paul  is  graded  to  the  state  lino  and 
beyond. 

The  reports  of  the  various  companies  to  the  Kailroad 
Cbminissioner,  for  the  year  ending  Aug.  31st,  1871,  give  a 
great  many  interesting  facts  and  statistics,  from  which  I 
take  the  following:

The  amendment  proposed  at  the  last  session  to  the  people 
lor  their  action,  which  removes  from  the  Legislature  the 
power  of  ever  disturbing  the  basis  on  which  taxes  are  lev- 
ied on  the  property  of  the  roads,  as  now  fixed  by  law,  haa 
been  adopted  and  the  basis  can  never  be  changed  unless  au- 
thorized by  the  people. 

Tho  law  enacted  last  winter,  prescribing  rates  of  tariff  to 
be  charged  by  the  roada  for  freight  and  passenger  carriage, 
is  crnde  and  ill-constdercd  in  many  of  its  provisions,  af- 
fording but  little  protection  to  our  agricultural  interests, 
nrhich  most  needed  to  be  guarded  from  tho  changeable,  par- 
tial and  too  frequently,  extortionate  demands  of  these  cor- 
porations, and  ehould  receive  a  careful  revision.  But  not- 
withstanding tho  impcrtectiona  of  tho  law,  and  tho  fact  that 
the  companies  have  professed  to  disregard  it,  I  am  con- 
vinced that  it  has,  in  no  small  degree,  modified  their  charges 
and  saved  to  the  people  no  inconsiderable  snm,  in  the  aggre- 
gate. 
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At  tlio  last  session  of  the  Legislature  an  Act  was  passed 
creating  the  office  of  Kailroad  Commissioner,  to  be  filled  by 
appointment,  and  in  June  the  appointment  was  conferred 
upon  Gen.  A.  J.  Edgerton.  Yon  will  find  in  his  report 
conclnsivo  evidence  that  ho  duly  appreciates  the  difBcult 
duties  pertaining  to  the  office  ;  that  he  has  made  thorough 
and  comprehensive  investigation  of  many  of  the  weighty 
and  intricate  questions  involved ;  and  that  the  public  utility 
and  stgoificanco  of  his  recommendations  are  manifest,  all 
of  which  will  vindicate  at  once  the  office  and  tlie  appoint- 
ment. 

So  vast  and  far  reaching,  to  the  corporations  as  well  as 
to  the  public,  are  tlie  interests  growing  out  of  our  widely 
developed  and  rapidly  extending  railway  system,  so  many 
abuses  to  eradicate,  so  many  functions  to  regulate,  that  leg- 
islation is  inevitable.  In  the  light  of  the  results  of  the  well 
directed  labors  of  a  competent  commissioner,  will  be  enacted 
appropriate  and  efi'ective  laws,  while  before  wo  were  grop- 
ing our  way  in  the  dark.  Our  laws  were  experimental  and 
not  always  well  calcidated  to  accomplish  the  desired  results. 
I  bespeak  at  your  hands  a  careful  study  of  tliis  report  and 
trust  the  recommendations  therein  made  may  meet  your 
approval. 

The  bill  providing  for  tins  office  was  among  the  last  en- 
acted, and  by  some  inadvertance,  no  appropriation  was 
made  for  salary,  thongli  the  amount  thereof  was  dcfiticd. 
It  becomes  yonr  duty  to  provide  for  the  deficiency.

imnGRATION. 

The  encouragement  of  immigration  to  the  State  lias  con- 
tinued to  elicit  the  earnest  attention  and  efforts  of  Hie  board 
created  for  that  purpose.  The  restricted  means  at  their 
disposal  during  the  last  year  necessitated,  however,  an 
abandonment  of  some  of  the  instrumentalities  heretofore 
employed.  After  satisfying  the  deficiency  of  the  previous 
year  there  remained  about  $7,400  for  the  year's  operations. 
The  agent  in  Germany  was  recalled  and  the  efforts  of  the 
Board  devoted  cbiefly  to  the  dissemination  of  information 
pertaining  to  the  State  by  newspaper  advertisements  and 
the  extensive  circulation  of  paniplilcts.  To  this  end  the 
State  pamphlet  was  revised  BO  as  to  embody  all  the  latest 
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facta  toucliiiig  tlie  progress  of  the  State,  aud  editions  printed 
in  the  several  languages,  as  follows:

Being  a  total  for  all  editions  of  34:,200,  of  which  23,800 
contained  maps  and  accompanying  descriptions  illnstrative 
of  the  railroad  progress  and  the  location  of  the  nnoccnpied 
lands  of  the  State.  In  addition  to  which  a  large  number  of 
the  reports  of  the  Commissioner  of  Statistics  were  circulated 
to  good  advantage. 

There  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  the  rapid  settlement 
of  the  State  has  been  effoctnally  aided  by  these  systematic 
efforts  to  alTord  information.  A  careful  estimate  founded 
upon  ofBcial  data  places  the  number  of  immigrants  for  1871 
at  about  32,000.  Tlie  transactions  of  the  Board  have  been 
within  the  appropriation  and  they  have,  therefore,  no  defi- 
ciency to  report. 

The  only  agent  employed  by  the  board  during  the  past 
year  is  the  one  for  the  Eastern  States,  located  in  New  York 
city,  E,  Page  Davis,  Esq.,  and  his  services  were  engaged 
only  to  a  limited  extent.  The  Board  are  nnanimously  of 
opinion  that  the  labors  of  this  agency  have  been  worth  to 
the  State  much  more  than  their  cost,  and  that  if  the 
plan  of  Mr.  Davis  (heretofore  published)  for  making  it  a 
depot  for  general  information,  where  maps,  charts,  and  all 
the  publications  concerning  tlie  State  could  be  consulted  ; 
where  specimens  of  our  mineral  and  agricultural  productions 
should  be  kept  on  exhibition ;  pamphlets  distributed,  and 
all  inquiries  about  the  State  promptly  answered  by  letter  or 
otherwise,  were  adopted,  it  would  contribute  much  wealth 
to  the  State  and  send  us  many  businessmen  of  capital  and 
energy  aud  much  valuable  immigration, 
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ISSURAXCE. 


In  Juno  lost  a  convention  of  State  Iiism-auco  ofEcers  and 
the  leading  insurance  men  of  the  country  was  convened  at 
New  York  City  for  tlio  purpoge,  amo:)g  other  tliings,  of  de- 
vising a  more  uniform  aystem  for  conductingtthe  bnsiuesa  of 
insurance  in  the  several  states,  and  cacli  state  was  invited  to 
commission  a  delegate  to  said  convention.  It  held  two  ses- 
sions, one  in  June  and  tlic  other  in  October;  the  Stato  waa 
ably  represented  in  the  first  by  A.  R.  McGill,  Esq.,  my  Pri- 
vate Secretary,  and  iu  the  latter  by  JIaj.  II.  B.  Strait. 

The  convention,  I  judge  from  its  proceedings,  was  com- 
posed of  many  able  men,  and  did  much  to  prepare  the  way 
to  unify  tlie  system  and  clear  it  of  many  of  the  crudities  and 
absurdities  with  which  it  has  been  incumbered.  Their  de- 
liberations resulted  in  the  framing  of  an  act,  the  general  pro- 
visions of  which  are  equally  adapted  to  all  the  States,  and 
which  they  recommend  he  enacted  by  each.  I  will  lay  be- 
fore you  copies  of  tho  proposed  bill  for  your  consideration. 

The  great  fire  of  Chicago,  and  the  consequent  bankruptcy 
of  a  large  number  of  Insurance  Companies  which  had  before 
been  doing  business  iu  this  State,  left  a  great  proportion  of 
our  insurance,  before  that  considered  good,  entirely  worth- 
less, and  parties  thus  insured  have  been  obliged  to  re-insure 
at  largely  increased  rates,  or,  as  in  a  great  proportion  of 
coses,  remain  without  any  responsible  insurance. 

No  legislation  caTi  meet  these  extraordinary  emergencies, 
but  something  farther  is  needed  on  the  general  subject.  A 
very  large  per  cent,  of  the  insurance  business  of  the  Stato 
has  been  done  by  eastern  companies,  whose  charters,  while 
they  authorize  them  to  do  business  abroad,  discriminate 
against  us  by  compelling  them  to  invest  all  their  funds  at 
home.  Thus  our  State  is  perpetually  drained  of  money  by 
these  nou-rcsident  fire  aud  life  insurance  companies  which 
carry  the  fnnds  to  tho  eastern  cities,  already  overstocked 
with  capital,  while  not  a  dollar  of  the  surplus  of  theao  asso- 
ciations goes  to  relieve  the  financial  condition  of  oar  people 
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— even  of  the  policy  holders — nor  can  it  bo  invested  in  tlie 
State. 

I  recommend  retaliatory  legislation  until  the  laws  of  the 
eastern  States  permit,  and  the  companies  adopt,  a  policy 
which  shall  be  reasonable  and  equitable  toivai-ds  ns.  'While 
I  would  like  to  see  the  proposed  law  in  force  in  all  the 
States,  let  us  see  those  States  which  are  enjoying  the  fruita 
of  their  present  exclusive  policy  first  adopt  it  and  then  wo 
can  well  follow. 

ISTEItNAL   IMPROVEMENT   LANDS. 

The  agitation  of  the  question,  "'SVIiat  shall  we  do  witli 
the  Internal  Improvement  Lands?"  was  commenced  witli 
the  assembling  of  the  last  Legislature  and  maintained,  to  the 
detriment  of  other  public  business  demanding  the  attention 
of  either  house,  during  the  entire  session,  terminating  only 
with  the  expiration  of  the  session  by  constitutional  limita- 
tion. 

I  deem  it  a  lit  matter  for  congratulation  that  the  people 
still  own  and  control  these  lands,  trammeled  by  no  grant, 
contract  or  condition,  but  free  to  use  them  to  advaoco  the 
best  interests  of  the  whole  state. 

One  of  the  strongest  reasons  urged  upon  me  as  a  causo 
why  the  act  of  last  winter  should  receive  executive  approval 
was,  that  so  long  as  these  lands  should  remain  undisposed 
of,  they  would  absorb  the  time  of  each  succeeding  Legisla- 
ture— preventing  the  due  consideration  of  otlier  subjects  of 
legislation,  or  entering  as  an  entangling  alliance  into  the 
consideration  of  every  other  question,  however  foreign  to  its 
merits.  Strong  as  was  tiie  argument,  reinforced  as  it  was 
by  the  history  of  several  preceding  legislatures,  I  could  not 
hold  it  sufficient  until  the  people  had  had  an  opportunity  of 
expressing  themselves  more  directly  upon  the  merits  of  the 
question,  whether  this  vast  estate  should  be  disposed  of  on 
the  plan  of  that  bill,  or  should  be  retained  until  some  scheme 
should  be  proposed  and  adopted,  more  just  to  the  several 
sections  of  the  state— better  calculated  to  preserve  its  credit 
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— and  perhaps  to  save  it  from  the  necessity  of  a  future  resort 
Co  oppressive  taxation. 

It  seemed  impossible  that  neitlicr  of  the  political  pai'tiea 
ahoold  have  the  wisdom  to  originate,  and  the  courage  to 
avow,  some  policy  which  would  save  to  the  state  this  mnnifi- 
cent  grant  and  at  the  same  time  make  it  inalienable  by  the 
legislature,  placing  it  in  the  hands  of  the  people  themselves. 
If  once  such  a  policy  should  be  adopted  by  either  party,  I 
doiibted  not  that  it  would  be  pushed  to  n  successful  issue, 
sustained  as  it  must  be  by  the  common  sense  and  tho  com- 
mon honesty  of  the  masses. 

Such  a  policy  found  an  author  and  an  advocate  in  the 
dominant  party,  while  the  other  was  not  committed  in  oppo- 
sition to  the  scheme,  but  on  the  contrary  it  met  the  approval 
and  receivetl  the  support  of  many  of  its  members  and,  of 
course,  was  endorsed  by  a  large  majority  of  tlie  popular 
vote. 

Tliat  such  is  the  verdict  of  the  people,  seems  to  ma  con- 
clusively cstabhslicd  by  the  results  of  tho  late  general  elec- 
tion, and  if  I  am  correct  in  this,  then  tho  duty  of  the  law 
making  powers  is  plain — to  immediately  take  the  proper 
measures  to  afford  tlie  people  the  opportunity  of  adopting 
the  necessary  constitutional  amendment. 

The  adoption  of  such  an  amendment  will  not  only  secure  the 
-  lands  and  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  them  against  any  disposal 
which  does  not  meet  the  sense  of  tho  people,  but  \%  eminently 
just  to  the  frontier  counties  in  which  they  are  situated.  In 
many  of  those  counties  the  state  lands  of  various  kinds,  school, 
university,  swamp  and  internal  improvement,  together  with 
nulroad  lands,  embrace  nearly,  if  not  quite,  three-fourths  of 
their  entire  area.  Wherever  we  can,  with  safety  to  tho 
balance  oi  the  state,  relievo  the  condition  of  our  frontier 
settlers — oppressed  by  local  taxation  and  widely  separated 
and  interspersed  among  these  non-taxable  lands — by  opening 
all  lands  of  which  the  state  has  control,  to  settlement  and 
consequent  taxation,  none  will  question  the  propriety  of  our 
BO  doing. 

It  has   been   objected   that  the  price  at  which  the  lands 
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would  be  sold  would  bo  so  low  tliat  the  state  would  realize 
but  little  for  tbem.  But  tliero  can  be  no  more  to  tbis  objec- 
tion when  applied  to  these  lands  tban  to  the  school  lands. 
The  minimum  can  be  fixed  as  bigh  as  all  tlie  circumstances 
will  justify  and  might  be  established  irrevocably  by  the  terms 
of  the  amendment,  if  thonght  advisable. 


TRKK    ri,AKTI.VO. 


The  last  legislature  enacted  a  law  to  encourage  the  plant- 
ing of  trees  and  raising  of  tinibci-.  The  recognition  by  the 
legislature  of  the  necessity  of  an  effort  to  grow  timber  on 
our  immense '  treeless  plains,  as  well  as  the  implied  possibil- 
ity of  success,  together  with  the  discussion  of  the  subject  by 
the  public  press  and  otherwise,  lias  accomplished  much  in 
preparing  the  ]>ublie  mind  (which  must  be  cultivated  before 
the  prairies  will  bo)  to  commence  this  great  work  in  earnest. 
Something  by  way  of  a  beginning  was  undertaken  in  several 
of  our  western  counties  last  year,  but  much  more  woidd  bo 
attempted  if  those  desiring  to  plant  knew  inhere  and  how 
to  obtain  the  germs  of  those  varieties  of  trees  best  calculated 
to  succeed. 

For  the  purpose  of  pi-oviding  for  this  want,  I  would  sug- 
gest that  it  be  made  by  law  tlie  duty  of  the  Professor  of 
Agriculture  in  the  State  University,  or  of  the  Board  of  Re- 
gents having  control  of  the  fund  arising  from  the  grant 
of  the  Agricultural  College  Lands,  to  collect  and  distribute 
seeds  and  furnish  information,  in  a  popular  but  inexpensive 
way,  as  to  the  best  and  most  successful  methods  of  growing 
trees. 

I  know  of  no  other  way  by  wliieli  the  proceeds  of  the 
lands  of  that  institution  could  be  made  to  carry  back  to  the 
soil  from  which  they  came,  so  groat  a  return  of  wcaltli, 
comfort  and  beauty,  or  by  which  its  officers  could  miaister 
to  the  interests  of  the  farmers  of  the  State,  and,  not  of  them 
only,  but  of  every  person  who  shall  over  tread  its  soil  or 
breathe  its  bracing  air,  so  effectually  as  by  forwarding  this 
enterprise. 
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LBOAL   EXEMPTIOKH. 


In  the  iutci'Gjts  of  labor  and  of  common  justice,  I  recom- 
mend that  the  laborers'  wages,  to  a  specified  amount,  or 
for  a  definite  period,  bo  exempted  from  legal  I'focess  for 
debt.  Aa  the  law  now  stands,  the  day  laborer  or  mechanic 
who  owns  nothing  covered  by  present  exemptions,  living  in 
a  rented  tenement,  and  having  the  maintenance  of  a  large 
and  perhaps  helpless  family  to  provide  lor,  may  have  his 
wages,  the  only  means  he  possesses  for  paying  his  rent,  and 
thus  providing  shelter  for  his  family,  and  the  only  resource 
for  supplying  tbem  with  the  necessaries  of  life,  as  uncondi- 
tionally taken  from  him  as  could  have  been  done  in  those 
ages  of  the  world  when  debtors  had  no  legal,  and  hut  few 
natural  rights. 

The  palaces  of  the  rich,  tlicir  landed  estates,  and  all  the 
furniture  they  may  fancy  to  accumulate,  are  heyond  the 
reach  oi  civil  process,  hut  not  the  earnings  of  labor  for  a 
single  day. 

This  protection  is  due,  not  alone  to  the  debtor  and  hia 
family,  but  also  to  the  employer,  who  is  now  under  con- 
stant liability,  not  only  to  be  harrassed  with  legal  process 
and  attendance  upon  courts,  but  to  be  decreed  to  pay  into 
the  hands  of  others  that  which  he  knows  should  go  to  his 
employee  to  render  his  future  service  efficient  and  valuable. 
The  earnings  taken  from  the  laborer  by  garnishment,  art; 
generally  small  in  amount  (though  mnch  to  him)  and  consc- 
yuently  mostly  consumed  hy  the  costs  of  a  double  suit,  thus 
robbing  the  debtor  without  paying  the  creditor,  I  am  aware 
tliat  mnch  may  be  said  as  to  the  rights  of  creditors,  hut  bo 
long  as  we  have  exemptions  let  them  he  made  not  to  dis- 
criminate against  labor. 


OEOLOGICAI,    eUKVEY. 

Considering  the  vast  extent  of  onr  territorj',  its  varied 
formations,  soils,  mineral  deposits — undoubtedly  existing  in 
great  wealth  in  some  sections  of  the  State — and  the  fact 
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that  we  iiavc  never  had  a  survey  of  the  State  worthy  of  the 
name,  except  at  a  few  points  of  easy  acccsa,  is  it  not  desira- 
ble  that  you  should  make  ])rovisiona  for  a  thorough  geolog- 
ical survey  by  a  capable,  efficient,  practical  geologist?  Such 
a  8ur\'ey  would  probably  have  saved  the  State  tlie  sis  sec- 
tions of  land  consumed  at  Belle  Plaine  in  the  _vain  search 
for  salt,  the  value  of  which  alone  would  defray  the  entire 
expense  of  the  undertaking,  and  might  have  saved  to  tho 
citizens  interested  in  that  enterprise  additional  expense. 
A  thorough  geological  survey  would  most  likely  reveal 
sources  of  wealth  unknown,  and  not  even  supposed  to  exist, 
and  wonid  probably  definitely  locate  and  uncover  others, 
the  existence  of  which  is  only  surmised.  Nothuig  would  so 
attract  capital  to  seek  investment  in,  and  dei'clopraent  of, 
onr  vast  resources  of  iron  and  copper,  and  perhaps  gold  and 
silver,  as  au  able  and  trustworthy  geological  report. 

EK-ADJUSTMENT   Of   JCUICI.\I.    DISTRICTS. 

The  boundaries  of  thoj  Judicial  Districts  should  be  re- 
adjusted. The  number  of  our  district  judges  is,  and  for  a 
number  of  years  to  come  will  be,  sufficient  to  do  the  busi- 
ness, hot  their  labors  are  now  very  unequal. 

PREVIOUS    lltCOMME-VDATIOXS- 

I  beg  to  renew  the  suggestions  made  in  my  last  annnal 
message,  under  the  several  titles  of  "Elections,"  "Munici- 
pal Indebtedness,"  "Special  Legislation  and  Appropriation 
hills,"  and  "Constitutional  Convention" ;  and  for  my 
views  on  these  several  subjects,  allow  me  to  call  your  atten- 
tion to  said  message,  without  re-capitulating  them  here. 

CO.VSTITUnOS  AI. 


Tho  Legislature  of  1870  submitted  to  the  electors,  at  tho 
general  election  of  that  year,  a  proposed  amendment  of 
Art.  X,  Sec.  3,  of  the  Constitution,  which  provides  that 
"each  stockholder  in  any  corporation  shall  be  liable  to  the 
amount  of  the  stock  held  or  owned  by  him." 
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Tlio  proposition  was  rejected,  but  I  tliink  under  a  mis- 
apprehenaion  as  to  the  effect  on  our  now  railroad  enterprises 
and  manufacturing  interests.  I  recommend  that  tlie  prop- 
osition bo  again  submitted  to  tlic  people. 

ADJUTANT   QENERAl's   HEPOET. 

The  report  of  tlie  Adjutant  General  will  be  found  to 
embrace  a  variety  of  subjects  of  interest  and  importance. 

The  Soldiers'  Orphans'  Home  at  W^inoua,  established 
daring  the  year  past,  is  now  in  successful  operation,  and, 
under  the  guardianship  of  a  local  board  of  worthy  and  patri- 
otic gentlemen,  is  doing  a  noble  work  for  its  inmates — who 
now  number  33  in  all — in  the  moral  and  intellectual  tr^ning, 
and  other  advantages,  it  confers  upon  tliem.  Besides  having 
their  physical  wants  well  provided  for,  all  are  admitted  to 
the  advantages  of  the  First  State  Normal  School. 

The  last  legislature  having  failed  to  make  adequate  pro- 
vision for  the  year's  expenses  of  the  Home,  its  trustees  aro 
now  without  funds,  dependent  upon  private  loans  to  meet 
current  expenses.  A  proper  recognition  of  the  wants  and 
actual  necessities  of  the  case  would  seem  to  demand  your 
early  attention. 

By  an  act  of  the  legislature  of  last  winter,  authority  was 
granted  the  Adjutant  Greneral  to  begin  the  iraiwrtant  work 
of  revising  and  correcting  the  war  records  of  oui-  soldiers, 
which  had  boon  found  to  be  erroneous  and  uureliable.  Kot- 
withstanding  the  labor  has  been  attended  with  many  diffi- 
culties— all  reference  to  the  records  of  the  War  Department 
having  been  thus  far  prohibited  by  the  Secretary  of  War — 
commendable  progress  has  been  made,  and  the  records, 
when  the  revision  is  completed,  will  bo  vastly  improved. 
Considering  tliat  the  data  and  necessary  information  can  be 
more  readily  obtained  now  than  hereafter,  and  realizing  the 
iotorest  every  honorable  soldier  teels  in  a  truthfiil  history  of 
his  service,  the  duty  on  the  part  of  the  state  to  perfect  and 
preserve  sucli  a  history,  is  manifest. 

The  Adjutant  General  is  ex-officio  State  Claim  Agent 
and  required  to  prosecute  all  claims  of  Minnesota  soldiera 
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ariaina;  from  the  late  war,  free  of  expense  to  tbcin.  The 
cash  collections  ior  tlio  year  past  amount  to  $32,919.58. 
The  aggregate  cash  collectiong  for  the  five  years  since  this 
department  was  established,  amount  to  ?436,S03.41 — result- 
in  a  saving  of  many  thousands  of  dollars  of  the  hard  earned 
money  of  the  soldiers. 

For  more  detailed  information  and  fuller  statement  of 
facta,  I  refer  you  to  the  Adjutant  General's  Report. 

DEPAItTMEXT  KEPORTS. 

1  lay  before  you  the  reports  of  the  Saerctary  of  State  and 
of  the  Attorney  General,  giving  a  gratifying  account  of  the 
transactions  of  their  respective  offices.  In  the  latter  report 
you  will  find  a  brief  account  of  tlic  most  important  cases  of 
litigation,  both  civil  and  criminal,  in  which  the  State  has 
been  interested,  as  well  as  reference  to  some  doubtful  stat- 
utes that  may  need  your  attention. 

THE   HISTOllICAL   fiOClETY. 

Tbis  society  is  steadily  and  successfully  pursuing  its  labors 
and  during  the  past  year  lias  made  gratifying  progress, 
amply  demonstrating  its  usefulness  and  value.  Its  library 
now  contains  nearly  5000  bound  volumes,  most  of  them  rare 
and  valuable,  while  its  collection  of  a  published  nature  con- 
cerning the  state,  is  remarkably  complete  and  useful.  The 
rooms  provided  for  the  society  several  years  ago,  have 
already  become  too  limited  and  should  bo  enlarged  as  far  as 
the  needs  of  other  departments  will  admit.  I  commend  tho 
society  to  your  continued  care  and  recommend  liberal  pro- 
visions for  its  future  uscfnlnesa. 

THE   8TATK   PKISOS. 

The  management  of  this  institution,  by  its  "Warden  and 
his  deputies,  is  very  successful.  Of  this  fact  I  am  well  sat- 
isfied, not  only  from  the  reports  of  its  oflBcers,  which  are 
herewith  submitted,  but  also  from  frequent  personal  inspec- 
tion of  the  prison,  in  all  its  departments.     AVhile  the   disd- 
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pline  is  good  and  dietarbances,  or  infractions  of  the  rules, 
are  of  seldom  occurrence,  no  cruel  or  inhuman  punishments 
are  inflicted.  Consequently  that  look  of  hopelessness,  despair 
and  desperation  which  the  convicts  of  too  many  institutions 
of  the  kind  wear,  giving  them  more  the  appearance  of  de- 
mons than  of  hnman  beings — and  this,  even  in  older  com- 
mnnities  where  time  has  given  opportnnit;  for  the  detection 
of  evils,  and  the  adoption  of  all  known  reforms — in  com- 
munities wont  to  boast  of  their  intelligence,  virtue  and 
christian  philanthropy — coat  no  cloud  over  the  inmates  of 
our  State  Prison  ;  but  their  cheerfulness,  comparative  con- 
tent and  good  health  ore  very  observable. 

The  old  established  penitentiaries,  with  all  their  means  of 
perfect  security  from  the  escape  of  convicts,  as  well  as  the 
ai^liances  for  the  prisoners'  comfort,  still  find  long  contin- 
ued vicious  practices  more  of  an  obstruction  to  the  adoption 
of  the  "better  way,"  now  known  to  the  world,  than  the 
newness  and  unorganized  condition  of  our  western  prisons, 
which  seem  inclined  to  at  once  adopt  and  put  in  practice  the 
more  humane  rules  of  prison  government. 

Tlie  efficiency  of  officers  and  the  good  conduct  of  pris- 
oners is  evidenced  bv  the  fact  that  there  have  been  no  es- 
capes during  the  time  of  building,  and  of  the  extension  of 
the  grounds,  which  has  kept  the  gates  open,  the  walls  re- 
moved, and  a  condition  of  great  confusion  in  the  prison  yard 
during  the  entire  season. 

The  plan  adopted  for  the  building  at  the  commencement 
of  the  work  was,  for  the  reasons  stated  in  the  Inspectors' 
report,  changed  by  the  addition  of  another  story  to  the 
structure,  giving  two  tiers  of  new  cells,  and  a  consequent 
deficiency  of  over  $10,000.  That  the  additional  room  ob- 
twned  by  this  alteration  will  soon  bo  needed,  and  that  it 
coidd  much  more  economically  and  conveniently  bo  provid- 
ed now  than  at  any  time  after  the  completion  of  the  build- 
ing, appears  from  the  official  report.  The  means  of  pro- 
viding for  the  dejioicncy  are  not  so  patent  nor  their  accora- 
plishment  so  convenient. 

This  new  building  is  an  extension  of  the  old  cell  building, 
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and  is  now  one  story  higher.  Tbo  raieing  of  tlie  old  ono 
to  the  height  of  the  new,  will  givo  cell  room  for  250  convicts 
in  all — as  many  in  my  opinion,  as  the  grounds  can  ever  be 
made  to  accommodate,  and  ft3  it  ever  will  be  fonnd  profita- 
ble to  confine  in  any  one  prison  ;  and  I  think  that  future 
construction  of  shops,  &c.,  &c.,  should  bo  made  to  conform 
to  this  plan. 

As  time  advances,  a  better  class  of  convicts,  more  skilled 
labor  and  intelligence,  will  bo  the  resnlt,  and  by  the  time 
of  the  expiration  of  the  agreement  with  the  present  con- 
tractors for  the  labor  of  the  prisoners,  and  the  completion  of 
the  prison  buildings,  the  institution  should  bo  made  to  be  at 
least  Belf  sustaining,

IHE    BSFOBU   SCBOOL. 

I  would  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the. recom- 
mendations made  by  the  board  of  managers  to  protect  this 
inttitation  from  abuses.  It  soems  that  some  unnatural  pa- 
rents seek  the  aid  of  the  taw  to  maintain  thoir  children  at 
public  expense,  and  procure  tlieir  commitment  to  the  school 
in  cases  not  contemplated  by  law. 

The  nnmber  of  boys  which  this  school  lias  attained,  creates 
a  necessity  for  dividing  them  into  two  or  more  families,  and 
to  satisfy  this  necessity,  an  additional  building  ia  required. 
Should  you  take  the  same  view  of  the  inexpediency  of  con- 
tinuing the  girls'  department,  as  the  managers  intimate  in 
their  report,  it  may  be  that  thebnildingnowoccupied  by  the 
girls  might  he  mado  to  answer  as  temporary  qnartera  for 
one  ot  these  families.  It  is  too  distant  from  the  main  bond- 
ing, in  which  are  the  dining  and  recitation  rooms  for  all,  to 
be  convenient,  and  it  is  deficient  in  many  respects,  but  per- 
haps not  to  an  extent  to  materially  interfere  with  its  nse- 
fulness. 
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I  apprelieiid  tliiit  ili«  inanagerE  question  the  propriety  oK 
continuing  the  girls'  department  only  on  the  gronnd  of  the 
very  litnited  numbers  which  we  have  now,  and  probably 
Bball  hare  for  a  few  years  tocnine,  while  still  required  to 
keep  up  a  separate  establishment  for  tbein,  and  not  because 
the  system  is  not  adapted  tu  their  reformation. 

I  would  suggest  that  parents,,  wlio  are  able,  abould  be  re- 
qnired  by  law  to  defray  the  expenses  of  their  children  at 
the  .echool,  instead  of  making  sncb  expense  a  charge  npon 
the  county  or  state.  The  institntion  partakes  more  of  the 
natn re  of  a  school  than  of  n  prison,  and  vby  shonld  par- 
ties who  enjoy  its  benotits  not  bear  its  burdens  also  ? 

Then,  again,  parents  are  generally  morally  accountable 
for  the  conduct  of  their  minor  children-,  and  in  this  light  arc 
bound  to  indemnify  the  state  for  the  expenses  undertaken 
to  repair  the  results  of  their  own  errors  or  misfortunes. 

The  Superintendent  makes  a  saggestion  well  worthy  yonr 
consideration,  namely :  that  it  should  he  made  obligatory 
npon  magistrates  to  adjudge  youthful  offenders  to  the  disci- 
pline and  privileges  of  the  school.  This  is  a  matter  of  too 
much  importance  to  leave  to  the  discretion  of  magistrates, 
many  of  whom,  in  their  mistaken  judgment,  deem  it  a  milder 
pmiishment  to  send  a  boy  to  jail  than  to  commit  him  to  the 
reform  school,  where  be  may  have  to  remain  longer.  T» 
send  a  boy  to  a  common  prison  is  to  shut  the  door  of 
reformation  in  bis  face  and  greatly  to  diminish  the  probabil- 
iUes  of  future  usefulness.  As  a  rule,  youthful  criminals  may 
be  reformed,  and  considered  simply  in  the  light  of  abstract 
economy,  how  much  wiser  it  is  to  make  of  tlicra  useful,  pro- 
ductive citizens  than  to  allow  them  to  grow  up  in  idleness — 
adepts  in  crime,  a  burden  to  the  State  and  a  seonrge  to  soci- 
ety, their  frequent  punishments  costing  more  than  their 
reformation  would  have  done. 

It  is  the  part  of  wisdom  and  economy  in  the  State  to  meet, 
as  far  as  practicable,  the  demands  of  this  beneficent  institu 
tion. 

The  management  of  the  board,  has  been  prudent  and  effi- 
cient.    The  principal  and  bis  assistant-s  arepatient,tl»orough 
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anct  laithfbl  in  all  their  duties,  yet  I  think  there  is  among 
these  boys — a  large  proportion  of  them  young  and  removed 
from  the  gentle  care  and  profitable  companionship  of  mothers 
and  sisters — a  want  or  deficiency  of  female  ivfiuence,  and 
wonld  suggest  the  employment  of  female  teachers  to  the  full 
extent  which  the  nature  of  the  varied  services  required  of 
teachers  will  permit. 

Snce  the  opening  of  the  school,  one  hundred  and  fifty-five 
inmates  have  been  received.  There  are  now  one  hundred 
and  nine  in  the  institutioD,  of  whom  eight  are  girls.  Forty- 
four  have  been  committed  since  the  report  for  1870.  The 
board  recommend  the  following  appropriations ;

UOSPrTAL  FOB  THE  INSANE. 

The  hospital  for  the  insane  has  for  the  past  year,  as  here- 
tofore, been  crowded  to  the  utmost  limit  of  its  capacity,,  and 
yet  its  sanitary  condition  is  favorable,  the  number  of  deaths 
dnrit^  the  year  not  exceeding  the  usual  ratio  and  its  recov- 
eries or  cures  fully  up  to  the  standard,  as  will  bo  seen  from 
the  report  of  its  able  and  skillful  superintendent,  Dr.  C.  K. 
Bartlett,  to  the  Board  of  Trustees, 

The  whole  number  of  patients  under  treatment  during  tlic 
year  was  345.  At  the  close  of  the  year  there  remained  2i4, 
of  whom  129  were  males,  and  115  females.  Whole  number 
discharged  during  the  year,  including  deaths,  101 ;  dis- 
charged, recovered  or  improved,  76,  or  22J  per  cent,  of  the 
whole  number  under  treatment  during  the  year ;  discharged 
without  change,  4. 

The  crying  want  of  this,  like  all  our  other  public  institu- 
tions, is  more  money  and  more  and  better  accommodations. 
No  more  patients  can  be  received,  except  to  take  the  places 
which  may  be  vacated  by  those  now  there.  The  superin- 
tendent in  his  report  remarks:    ''In  fifty-nine  small  and 
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eighteen  large  rooms,  two  hundred  and  four  patients  are 
lodged  nights,  making  it  necessary  to  put  twelve  in  some  of 
the  dormitories,  and  two  and  three  in  rooms  designed  for 
one.  Many  of  these  patients  are  restless,  and  sometimes 
noisy,  disturhing  those  who  would  otherwise  be  quiet, 
retarding,  if  not  preventing  recovery."  And  that  the  south 
wing  and  return  which  have  been  erected  and  enclosed 
during  the  year,  will  accommodate,  when  finished,  one  hun- 
dred patients ;  "but,"  he  adds,  "there  are  now  fifty  inmates 
in  excess  of  safe  and  comfortable  quarters,  and  with  the 
same  rate  of  increase  for  the  coming  year  as  in  the  past,  the 
nmnber  for  which  you  may  have  provided,  will  demand 
admission." 

From  the  report  of  the  trustees  it  appears  the  $40,000 
appropriated  at  the  last  session,  lias  been  consumed  in  the 
erection  of  the  south  wing  and  return  section  already  alluded 
to,  and  in  the  completion  of  the  main  sewer,  leading  from 
the  hospital  to  the  river,  at  an  aggregate  cost  ot  $i3, 838. 31 ; 
leaving  a  deficiency  of  $3,838.31,  which  has  been  temporarily 
borrowed  from  the  current  expense  fund,  to  which  it  is  still 
due.  The  trustees  concur  with  the  physician  that  the  reasons 
are  very  urgent  for  finishing  the  section  erected  the  past 
season  and  for  erecting  and  completing  the  centre  building, 
for  which  they  ask  an  appropriation  of  $99,000,  and  in 
addition  to  this  $70,000  are  required  for  running  expenses 
for  the  current  year,  including  $.5,000  for  furnishing  the 
south  section. 

The  report  of  the  steward,  who  has  charge  of  the  farm 
accounts,  makes  a  very  good  showing  as  to  the  cultivation 
of  the  farm  and  its  returns.  It  seems  to  be  made  not  only 
a  Boarce  of  pleasurable  and  healtliful  employment  to  many 
of  the  patients,  bnt  also  one  of  actual  profit  to  the  hospital. 

UtSTrrUTB  FOB  TUB   DEAF  ASD   t>UHB,  ANI>  THB  BLIND. 

The  management  of  this  Institution  continues  to  merit 
the  approbation  of  all.  Its  directors  are  prndent  and  care- 
ful in  the  exercise  of  their  trust,  and  its  officers  evince  a 
zeal  and  interest  in  their  work,  well  worthy  of  emulation. 
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Bnriiig  the  past  year  nine  pnpOs  have  left  the  Bchool, 
font  as  regular  graduates  and  tlie  balance  tor  other  causes, 
but  the  vacancies  thus  created  were  promptly  filled,  making 
seventy-seven  in  all  who  have  attended  tlie  school  during 
the  year,  seventeen  in  the  blind  and  sixty  in  the  mute  de- 
partment 

The  health  of  pupils  and  teachers  has  heen  unusually 
good  dnriug  the  year  just  passed,  and  in  the  nine  years 
which  cover  the  history  of  the  school,  not  one  death  has 
occurred  among  its  inmates. 

The  superintendent  urges  the  importance  of  teaching 
trades  to  the  pupils,  in  order  tliat  each  one  on  leaving  the 
school  may  be  able  to  do  something  to  earn  a  livelihood. 
Mechanics  will  not  undertake  to  teach  trades  to  those  who 
cannot  hear;  and  it  therefore  becomes  the  duty  of  the  State 
to  afford  tliem,  at  the  earhest  practicable  moment^  the  nec- 
essary facilities  for  learning  useful  trades.  An  argument  on 
this  (question  is  unnecessary  ;  all  will  concede  its  merits. 

The  Legislature  of  last  winter  appropriated  to  this  Insti- 
tution for  building  purposes  the  sum  of  $25,000.  A  con- 
tract was  made  by  the  directors  for  the  outside  of  a  new 
building  of  the  same  size,  style  and  material  as  the  first 
wing,  for  $24,969,  and  the  building  has  been  built  as  per 
contract.  The  cost  of  superintending  the  work,  and  other 
incidental  expenses,  were  drawn  from  the  current  expense 
fund.  Notwithstanding  the  veto  of  several  appropriation 
bills  last  winter,  money  has  not  accumulated  in  tlie  State 
Treasury  fast  enough  to  defray  the  expenses  of  building, 
under  the  appropriation,  and  loans  have  been  resorted  to. 

The  durectors  compute  that  it  will  require  $20,000  to  com- 
plete and  fiimish  the  new  wing,  and,  estimating  the  cost 
per  scholar  at  $260,  and  eighty  as  the  lowest  probable  aver- 
age number,  as  much  more  will  be  required  for  the  current 
expenses  of  the  year. 

THE    STATE    tFMIVEESlTy. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Regents  which  will  be 
laid  before  you,  shows  favorable  progress  at  the  University. 
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Tbcre  have  been  in  attendance,  in  all  the  departments,  dar- 
ing the  year  paat  321  stadents,  ot  whom  92  were  females. 
This  increase  in  the  nomber  of  students  enhances  the  demand 
lor  more  and  better  accommodations,  and  the  board  of 
regents,  therefore,  make  an  earnest  appeal  for  an  appropritir 
tion  for  the  enlargement  of  the  old  building,  which  is  bnt  a 
ving  of  the  original  plan.  There  can  be  no  doubt  of  the 
necessity  tor  this,  nor  of  the  fact  that  the  School  must  be 
embarrassed  and  greatly  limited  in  its  usefulness  until  more 
ample  accommodations  are  pn^Hded.  Xo  part  of  the  funds 
arising  from  the  sale  of  lands  can  be  applied  for  the  erection 
of  buildings,  wliich  leaves  the  institution  entirely  dependent 
upon  the  legislatnre  for  a  supply  of  its  wants  in  this  direc- 
tion, 

Tlie  University,  being  the  chief  institution  of  learning  in 
the  State  and  standing  at  the  head  of  our  system  of  schools, 
should  be  made  to  reflect  credit  on  tlie  State  and  be  enabled 
to  take  position  with  similar  institutions  of  the  country.  It 
should  receive  such  snbstantial  aid  as  may  be  consistent 
with  the  means  at  your  disposal  and  the  demands  of  our 
charitable  institutions. 

The  library  of  the  University  has  been  enlarged  by  about 
3000  volumes  purchased  during  the  year  and  now  numbers 
some  51100  volumes,  comprising  many  valuable  selections 
from  all  departments  of  literature,   science  and  art. 

The  total  permanent  fund  of  tlio  University,  now  at  in- 
terest, amounts  to  the  splendid  sum  of  $119,762.76.  This 
fond  has  arisen  from  the  sale  of  lands  granted  by  Congress. 

For  other  matters  of  interest  pertaining  to  the  University

mitted by  the  President  thereof,  lion.  J.  S.  Pillsbury. 

NORMAT.   SCHOOLS. 

Tour  attention  is  reipectlully  solicited  to  the  annual  re- 
port of  tbe  Normal  School  Bosrd,  submitted  by  its  Presi- 
dent, S.  T.  McMaeters,  D.  D.,  which  presents,  in  a  plain 
and  concise  manner,  the  present  condition  and  past  services 
of  these  schools. 
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At  the  date  of  tlie  report,  (Dec.  1st,  1871)  the  Winona 
school,  had  gradaated  114  teachers,  nearly  all  of  whom  were 
engaged  in  teaching  in  the  public  schools  of  the  State. 
There  were  314  pnpils  in  attendance,  113  In  the  Normal  de- 
partment, 172  in  the  mode),  and  29  in  the  commercial. 

The  Mankato  school,  in  its  three  years  service,  has  grad- 
nated  twenty  young  men  and  women,  all  of  whom  are  now 
engaged  in  teaching  in  onr  fjuulic  schools.  There  were  202 
pupila  in  attendance  at  the  date  of  report,  132  in  the  Nor- 
mal, and  70  in  the  model  department. 

The  third  of  these  i-choola.  located  at  St.  Cloud,  dnring  an 
existence  of  hut  two  yenr^,  has  had  under  instruction  115 
etiidente  in  the  Normnl  department.  At  the  date  of  this  re- 
port there  were  129  in  nltctidnnce,  55  in  the  Normal,  r.nd  74 
ill  the  model  department.  In  June  last  it  graduated  itslirst 
class,  iiumberiiiiT  filti^cn.  Tlie  school  is  still  located  in  tho 
old  "Stearns  Honsc,"  which  has  been  lull  from  the  first,  [ii 
order  to  increase  its  facilities  ami  capacity,  the  board  ask  ior 
the  erectiou  of  a  new  building  at  the  earliest  day  practica- 
ble, and  Mfgo  that  an  appropriation  gnfficiently  lar^e,  at 
least,  for  the  completion  of  the  walls,  and  the  enclosing  of 
the  building  be  made  at  this  session.  The  basement  is  al- 
ready bnilt  at  an  expense  to  the  State  of  39,495.55. 

One  of  the  important  recommendations  of  the  Board  is 
that  the  annual  appropriations  for  the  current  expenses  of 
these  schools,  be  increased  from  S5,000  (the  amount  each 
now  receives  under  the  general  law),  to  the  following 
amounts : 

Winona  School,  410,000 

JTankato         "  9,000 

St  Cloud         "  6,000 

So  long  as  tUe  State  assumes  to  provide  for  these  schools 
as  state  institutions,  let  us  provide  them  with  adequate 
means  for  efficient  work,  and  if  the  State  cannot  afford  to  so 
flupply  them,  then  it  were  wiser  to  close  one,  or  even  two  of 
them  if  necessary,  until  the  condition  of  oar  finances  will 
permit  us  to  do  more  and  do  it  well. 
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BDDOATIONAI.  HATTESS. 

With  great  satisfaction  I  lay  before  you  the  report  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction.  Our  common  schools 
are  of  more  general  interest  and  their  continued  prosperity 
a  source  of  more  public  gratification  than  springs  from  any 
other  subject  under  the  control  of  the  State.  That  the  suc- 
cess of  liberal  institutions  depends  upon  the  universality  of 
popular  education,  has  passed  into  a  maxim  with  us.  Edu- 
cation not  only  promotes  virtue,  but  educated  men  more 
highly  appreciate  liberty,  the  rights  of  personal  judgment 
and  of  coDBcienee,  and  hence  are  more  patriotic,  freer  from 
prejudice,  bigoti'y  and  fanaticism. 

The  resources  of  a  State  are  more  rapidly  and  thoroughly 
developed,  all  its  natural  advantages  turned  to  better  ac- 
counti  wealth,  the  comforts  and  the  luxuries  of  life  sum- 
moned from  the  fields,  the  rocks  and  the  running  streams  of 
■  a  country,  by  the  enterprise,  ingenuity  and  thrift  of  an  intel- 
ligent people,  where  the  ignorant  would  find  only  sterility, 
poverty  and  a  scanty  subsistence,  and  despotism  its  willing 
slaves. 

Among  the  many  matters  of  interest  in  the  report  1  would 
invite  your  attention  particularly  to  the  discussion  on  the 
subjects  of  compulsory  education,  ^^ormal  and  Training 
Schools  and  the  necessity  for  providing  for  a  large  increase 
in  the  number  of  trained  teachers  for  our  rapidly  multiply- 
ing district  schools. 

Whole  number  of  persons  in  the  State  reported  between 
6  and  21  years  of  age,  167,463 — an  increase  of  11,696  over 
last  year.  Whole  number  of  persons  attending  school  dii]> 
ing  the  year  113,983.  Whole  number  of  teachers  employed 
4,385, — 2,903  of  whom  were  females.

Yalae  of  school  houses  in  State  11,758,183  03 
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The  permanent  school  fniid  ia  derived  from  the  proceeds 
of  the  Bale  of  the  school  lands  of  the  State — a  gift  from  the 
general  govflmment,  comprising  sections  sixteen  and  thirty- 
six  in  every  township,  or  one  eighteenth  of  the  public  do- 
main— and  from  the  sale  of  permits  to  cat  pine  timber  on 
these  lands.  The  fond  now  amounts  to  13,5+4,076,12  which 
ia  in  amonnt  the  fifth  permanent  school  fund  in  the  United 
States,  and  the  largest  derived  exclusively  from  the  govern- 
ment land  grants  for  that  purpose. 

With  good  management  our  school  fund,  when  all  the 
lands  shall  have  been  converted  into  money,  cannot  be  less 
than  $15,000,000. 

In  addition  to  the  interest  on  the  permanent  school  fund, 
there  is  levied  each  year,  pm^uant  to  general  law,  a  two 
mill  tax.  The  proceeds  ot  this  tax  added  to  the  interest  on 
the  school  fund,  amounted  to  $346,31Y.83  for  the  last  fiscal 
year,  which  has  been  apportioned  and  distributed  among  the 
school  districts.  To  the  amount  so  received  each  district 
makes  such  hirther  addition  as  its  electors  see  fit  to  assess 
for  school  purposes.  From  all  sources  there  was  realized 
and  expended  for  school  purposes  in  1871,  $1,011,656,73 
against  $792,853.91  for  1870 — an  increase  for  the  year  of 
$218,803.82. 

COHOLDSIOH. 

I  cannot  jnetify  myself  in  concluding  without  a  word  of 
approbation  for  those  gentlemen — heads  of  departments 
and  their  assistants — who  having  been  for  the  lasttwo  years 
associated  with  me  in  the  discharge  of  executive  duties,  to- 
day resign  the  departments  they  have  filled  so  well,  to  other 
citizens  who  have,  for  their  merits,  been  selected  to  main- 
tain the  high  credit  conferred  upon  those  positions  by  the 
faithful  and  efiicient  services  of  the  late  occupants.  I  must 
testify  to  their  uniform  courtesy  and  to  their  ever  readiness 
to  advance  by  theh-  good  councils  and  active  exertions  my 
hnmble  efibrts  in  behalf  of  the  State.  They  may  not  be 
able  to  turn  away  from  their  famllidr  places  and  contemplate 
the  severing  of  long  continued   official  relations  and,   per- 
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haps,  personal  asaociations,  withoatf  egret,  but  as  they  go 
forth  to  engage  in  new  avocations — to  fight  the  battle  of 
life  on  other  fields — the  knowledge  of  a  faithful  discharge 
of  every  trust,  that  they  are  not  only  to  receive  the  appro- 
bation of  their  fellow  citizens,  but  to  know  that  it  is  well 
deserved,  will  send  them  on  their  way  with  that  conscious- 
neaa  of  rectitude  and  faith  in  the  right  which  ensures  for 
them  confidence,  a  hearty  welcome  and  deserved  success 
wherever  choice  or  fortune  may  lead  them. 

To  the  new  incumbents,  new  as  the  heads  of  these  de- 
partments, but  old  in  public  service,  we  extend  the  hand  of 
fellowship  and  the  confidence  of  comrades. 

SeTiatora  mid  JiepreaentativeB : 

The  circumstances  under  which  you  meet  promise  a  ses- 
sion conspicuous  for  the  want  of  political  acrimony  or 
local  strife.  The  accumulated' partizau  fury  of  the  year  cul- 
minated in  the  late  election,  and  "let  us  have  peace"  is 
now  tlie  prayer  of  all.  Many  important  questions  which 
have  in  other  years  agitated  your  predecessors  and  the  pub- 
lic, have  been  settled  by  legislative  action,  or  the  manifest 
decision  of  the  people,  or,  like  the  question  of  bank  laws, 
have  been  transferred  to  the  halls  of  Congress. 

Many  subjects  there  surely  are  requiring  wise  and  judicious 
legislation — subjects,  the  proper  disposition  of  which,  will 
tax  your  abilities  and  test  the  wisdom  of  your  councils.  To 
some  of  them  I  have  invited  your  attention;  others  I  will 
not  now  enumerate,  but  aak  the  indulgence  of  giving  a  single 
caution :  avoid  as  far  as  possible,  special  legislation  and  the 
disturbance  of  general  acts  to  which  the  people  are  accus- 
tomed. That  the  services  of  a  senator  or  representative 
should  be  valuable,  it  is  not  essential  that  he  should  intro- 
duce or  advocate  tbe  passage  of  many  bills.  He  will  fre- 
quently better  serve  both  the  state  and  his  constituents  by 
maintaining  an  "armed  neutrality"  between  the  state  and 
its  deluded  enemies  who,  acting  upon  the  idea  that  all 
change  is  reform,  persistently  refuse  to  let  well  enough 
alone. 

In  many  cases  wliere  a  general  law  is  wanting,  it  is  quit« 
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aa  easj  to  frame  one  and  secure  ite  passage  as  to  enact  one 
of  a  hundred  special  laws,  vicions  as  a  precedent  and  often 
infrin^Df;  npon  the  rights  of  parties  affected  without  notice. 
And  here  I  must  announce  my  intention  of  signing  no  spe- 
cial law,  that  is  not  put  into  my  }iand8  in  time  to  be  returned 
for  your  consideration  in  case  it  should  not  meet  my  ap- 
proval. The  constitution,  in  my  opinion,  never  contempla- 
ted that  the  Executive  should  have  absolute  control  over 
two-thirds  of  the  legislation  of  the  State,  as  is  the  case  when 
an  adjournment  takes  place  while  it  is  in  his  hands  for  his 
approval  or  disapproval,  and  the  practice  shonld  be  dis- 
couraged. 

Trusting  that  we  all  have  at  heart  the  object  oi  the  great- 
est advancement  of  the  true  interests  of  the  whole  State, 
I  invite  you  to  a  cordial  coMiperation  for  the  accomplishment 
of  our  common  endeavor.

Sib: — Od  the  28tli  da/  of  February,  1870,  a  law  was 
passed  by  the  legislature  and  approved  by  the  governor 
entitled  "An  Act  to  aid  in  the  development  of  Salt  Spriiigs 
at  Belle  Plaine,"  which  donated  six  sections  of  the  State 
salt  lands  to  said  company,  on  certain  conditions.  [See 
chapter  114,  page  421  of  the  special  laws  of  1870.]  These 
conditions  were  afterward  complied  with  by  the  company, 
and  the  lands  conveyed  to  the  company  by  the  State,  as 
required  by  the  terms  of  the  law. 

On  the  6th  day  of  March,  1871,  "An  Act  to  further  aid 
the  Belle  Plaine  Salt  Company  in  the  development  of  Salt 
Springs  at  Belle  Plmne  "  was  passed.  [Chapter  129,  spe- 
cial laws  of  1871,  page  365.]  This  act  contained  a  proviso 
that  there  shall  be  a  geological  survey  of  the  springs  and 
adjacent  neighborhood,  and  that  the  provisiona  of  the  law 
giving  further  aid  shall  not  be  operative  unless  the  report  of 
■  the  geologist  shall  be  favorable. 

Prof.  A.  Winchell,  State  Geologist  of  the  State  of  Michi- 
gan,  waa  designated  by  the  Governor  to  make  such  survey 
and  report  the  resnits  thereof  to  him.  Prof.  Winchell 
accepted  the  appointment,  made  the  survey  in  June  last, 
and  filed  his  report  with  me  on  the  17tlt  of  that  month. 
As  the  survey  and  report  were  made  pursuant  to  an  act  of 
the  Ic^stature,  and  aa  the  report  containa  the  recommenda- 
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tiona  and  condusions  of  tbe  geologist,  touching  matters  of 
pablic  policjr,  I  deem  it  my  duty  to  lay  it  before  the  legislar 
tare,  for  their  consideration,  and  have  the  honor  to  enclose 
tbe  same  herewith. 

Should  the  legislature  be  of  opinion  that,  Dotwithstanding 
the  report,  the  probabitities  of  a  successful  terminatioii  of 
the  enterprise  are  sufficient  to  justify  its  further  prosecution 
at  the  expense  of  tbe  State,  with  that  object  in  view,  or  if, 
on  tbe  other  hand,  it  should  be  thought,  though  such  prob- 
abilities should  be  excluded,  yet  that  work  should  bo 
proeecnted  with  reference  to  other  possible  results,  and  in 
the  interest  of  science,  then  further  legislation  might  be 
required.  Tery  respectfully.

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SlE : — lu  pursaance  of  an  appointment  from  Governor 
Anstic,  dated  St  Paul,  March  30,  1871,  I  have  made  Buch 
geological  aarvey  in  Minnesota,  and  eapecially  in  Scott 
connty  as  seemed  requisite  to  enable  me  to  fonn  an  opinion 
ot  the  prospect  of  obtaining  brine  at  Belle  Plaine,  or  in  ita 
vicinity,  of  BiifiScient  strength  to  sastain  the  monufactm^  of 
salt. 

For  the  information  of  jonr  company,  I  proceed  to  state 
the  facta  and  general  principles  wliich  have  guided  me  to  a 
conclusion. 

Common  salt  and  its  solution,  brine,  being  a  product  of 
chemical  reactions  in  the  primeval  ocean,  and  not,  to 
any  considerable  extent,  the  result  of  recent  causes,  its 
original  home  was  the  ocean  ;  and  as  a  geological  product, 
its  place  is  amongst  the  other  sediments  and  precipitates  of 
the  sea,  which  make  up  the  body  of  stratified  rocks.  Witli- 
out  pausing  to  explain  the  circumstances  under  which  we 
belie vo  the  saline  particles  have  become  mingled  with 
mechanical  sediments  in  the  progress  of  rock-making,  it  may 
be  interesting  to  know  that  all  formations  since  the  begin- 
ning of  PaliBOZoic  Time,  and  not  unlikely  from  an  earlier 
period,  are  liable  to  be  found  saliferons. 

That  a  formation  originally  saliferons  may  have  remained 
gnch  to  the  present  day,  it  must  always  have  preserved, 
since  solidification,  siieh  an  attitude  that  fresh  waters  have 
not  been  able  to  filter  through  it  and  wash  out  its  salinity. 
That  is,  the  formation  mnst  always  have  preserved  a  dish- 
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like  configuratioQ.  It  rnnst  be  stated,  however,  that  in 
cases  where  the  mother-rock  of  the  hriao  is  naderlaid  im- 
mediately  by  a  porous  fonnation,  as  sandstoDe,  the  latter 
generally  becomes  saturated  with  the  leacLings  of  the  salt 
rock  above,  and  serves  as  a  reservoir  to  be  tapped  in  tho 
search  for  supplies  of  brine.  The  mother-rock  of  brines 
is  apt  to  be  argillaceous  and  gypsiferous  as  well  as  salifer- 
OQS ;  and  unless  beds  of  sandstone  be  interstratified,  it  is 
useless  to  expect  great  supplies  of  brine,  however  strong,  in 
this  formation.     The  storehouse  of  its  brines  is  below. 

Natural  brines  of  workable  strength  and  quantity  have 
also  acctmiuJated  in  beds  of  superficial  gravel  and  sand,  in 
situations  where  sncli  deposits  have  received  the  leachinga 
of  a  salt  fonnation.  This  is  the  situation  of  the  brines  of 
Onondaga  county,  New  York,  and  the  vast  deposits  along 
the  eastern  flanks  of  the  Sierra  Nevadas. 

Tlie  principal  brines  of  the  United  States  have  been  ob- 
tained from  the  following  formations,  beginning  with  the 
lowest : 

Salina  Group. — This  contains  rock-salt  at  Goodrich, 
Ontario,  and  Alpena,  Michigan.  Brine  accumulates  in  its 
porous  strata,  and  supplies  wells  at  St.  Clair,  Mt.  Gemena 
and  Port  Austin.  Micliigan.  Its  leacbings  saturate  gravel 
beds  which  supply  the  extenMve  works  of  Onondaga  county, 
New  York. 

MarehaZl  Group. — This  supplies  the  numerous  wells 
along  the  Saginaw  Valley  in  Michigan.  It  is  simply  a 
receptacle  of  brines  filtered  from  the  overlying  formation 
known  as  the  "Michigan  Salt  Group,"  and  found  in  no 
other  portion  of  the  United  States. 

Carboniferous  Conglomerate. — This  is  the  reservoir  of 
brines  supplying  most  of  the  wells  in  West  Virginia,  Ohio, 
Indiana  and  Illinois.  It  also  supplies  some  of  the  shallow 
wells  in  the  Saginaw  valley,  Michigan.  The  source  of  the 
brine  is  believed  to  bo  the  coal  measures  overlying. 

Mesosoio  Formations  are  known  to  he  highly  saliferons 
in  Kansas  and  Nebraska  and  other  parts  of  the  West ;  and 
probably  the  salt  of  northwestern  Minnesota  is  derived  from 
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these  sources.  The  great  salt  depoeita  of  Nevada  are  of 
Mesozoic  age — as  also  those  of  central  Europe  and  Great 
Britain. 

The  prohlem  to  be  resolved  in  reference  to  Belle  Flaine 
Teas,  threefold,  1st,  whether  the  age  of  the  rocks  approximates 
to  that  of  any  of  the  known  saliferous  formations  of  the 
United  States ;  2d,  whether  the  altitude  of  the  strata  is 
such  as  to  have  retained  their  primitive  saliferous  constitu- 
ents ;  3d,  whethir  the  situation  ia  such  that  the  filtering 
ot  a  saliferous  formation  could  have  accumulated  in  heda  of 
•and  and  gravel  resting  on  the  sm-face  of  the  rocks. 

With  the  view  of  determining  the  geol<^cal  age  of  the 
uodM-ljing  and  neighboring  strata,  I  made  geolo^cal  ezaiQ- 
inations  ofvarions  points  along  the  valley  of  theUionesota 
river. 

At  Easota,  SO  miles  from  Belle  Flmne,  is  quarried  a  hif^ 
\j  magnesian  limestone  of  a  reddish  creamy  color,  which 
oatcrops  at  an  elevation  of  about  a  hundred  feet  above  the 
river.  At  Ottawa,  16  miles  from  Belle  Plmne,  up  the  river, 
is  qnarried  a  similar  stone,  a  little  more  tinged  with  red, 
which  outcrops  at  an  elevation  of  75  feet  above  the  river. 
I  did  not  visit  these  two  localities,  but  saw  abundant  ex- 
amples of  the  rocks.  The  latter  locality,  morevor,  has  been 
described  by  Dr.  Shwnard. 

A  sample  of  the  stone  from  Ottawa,  crushed  and  treated 
witli  dilute  snlphuric  acid,  effervesces  with  great  briskness, 
and  leaves  an  undissolved  residue  amounting  to  but  an  insig- 
nificant percentage.  It  is  not,  therefore,  a  sandstone,  though 
its  granular  character  gives  it  a  somewhat  arenaceous  aspect, 
and  the  rock  is  sometimes  regarded  as  a  sandstone.  This 
aspect  and  the  huffish  color  are  common  to  magnesian  rocks. 
In  fact,  the  presence  of  magnesia  is  readi'y  proven  in  this 
case,  by  the  distinct  flavor  of  Epsom  Sfdts  detected  in  the 
solution.  Chemical  analysis  shows  that  the  usual  composi- 
tion of  this  formation,  in  Minnesota,  is  essentially  one  pro- 
portion of  carbonate  of  lime  to  one  of  carbonate  ot  magnesia. 
Dr.  Shnmard  has  given  ns  the  following  analysis  of  a  sam- 
ple of  the  rock  ii^m  "White  Rock  bluff,"  wliich  I  judge  to 
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be  the  Ottiwa  outcrop  (Owen,  Geology  of  Minnesota,  &e.,

At  £e;8tone,  four  miles  above  Uelle  Plaine,  at  an  eleva- 
tion of  60  or  70  feet  above  the  river  is  an  outcrop  of  mag- 
nesian  lioieBtone  similar  to  that  at  St  Lawrence,  of  vhich  ' 
more  particular  mention  will  be  made.  A  slight  outcrop  of 
the  same  occurs  one  and  a  half  miles  below  Belle  Plaine,  on 
the  land  of  William  Himnan.  At  St.  Lawrence,  which  is 
about  four  miles  below  Belle  Plaine,  and  at  an  elevation  of 
about  forty  feet  above  the  river,  occurs  the  following  series 
of  strata,  enumerating  from  above  downward  and  designat- 
ing the  lowest  visible  stratum  as  "  A  "  : 

F.  Magnesian  limestone,  speckled  and  mottled  witli 
green,  and  having  numerons  greenish  partings.  Greatly 
shattered — 2  feet. 

£.  Magnesian  limestone,  bufBsh,  thick-bedded,  vesicu- 
lar. Contains  crystals  of  brown  spar.  Quarried  for  biuld- 
ing — 4  feet. 

D.  Magnesian  limestone,  i-eddish-tinged,  hard,  fine, 
crystalline — 2  feet 

C.  Magnesian  limestone,  irregularly  bedded,  boffish, 
containing  green  specks — probably  of  silicate  of  iron — and 
fucoidal  casts — 4  feet. 

B.  Arenaceons  greeBisli  shale,  with  partings  of  light 
clay — 8  inches. 

A,  Buffish,  magnesian  limestone  in  thin  layers.  Thick- 
ness unknown. 

From  these  observations,  it  appears  certain  that  the  first 
bench  above  the  bottom  lands  of  the  Minnesota  Valley,  be- 
tween Kasota  and  St.  Lawrence,  is  underlud  by  the  "Lower 
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Magueaiau  Limeatone"  of  Owen,  which  is  probabl/  the 
eqaivalent  of  the  "CalciferouB  Sandrock"  of  New  York. 
It  appears,  further,  that  in  the  distance  of  34  miles,  it  dips 
down  tlie  river  at  aiich  a  rate  as  to  be  about  60  feet  nearer 
the  water  at  St.  Lawrence  than  at  Easota — supposing,  as 
is  probable,  that  nearlj  the  same  part  of  the  formation  out- 
crops at  each  locahty. 

Passing  from  St  Lawrence  northeastward  down  the  val- 
ley to  Brentwood,  we  pass  a  region  known  as  Sand  Prairie, 
characterized  by  an  upland,  rolling  surface,  and  a  poor, 
sandy  soil,  without  tree  or  shrub.  It  is  apparently  a  deposit 
of  detritus  arising  from  the  abundant  disintegration  of  some 
neighboring  sandstone. 

Turning  southward,  up  Sand  creek,  we  iind  the  sandstone 
which  has  probably  been  tlie  origin  of  these  sands.  By 
examination  in  the  beer-vaults  at  Jordan,  and  along  the 
vorioun  outcrops  higher  up  the  stratum,  we  find  a  section 
somewhat  as  follows : 

F.  Sandrock,  bufBsh,  qnite  ferruginous,  thick  bedded. 
Seen  at  the  mill — G  feet. 

E.  Sandrock,  ierniginouB,  thin  and  irregularly  bedded, 
friable  and  disintegi'ating,  with  many  ferruginous  seams, 
ci-usts  and  concretions.     In  the  quarry,  3  feet. 

D.  Sandrock,  irregularly  whitigh  or  ferruginous,  heavy- 
bedded,  obliquely  and  beautifully  banded  with  iron  streaks 
and  laminffi.     In  quarry,  12  feet 

C.  Sandrock,  huffish,  similar  to  D,  but  thinner  bedded. 
In  the  quarry,  8  feot. 

B.  Sandrock,  hard  and  ferruginous  above,  soft,  friable 
and  bnfiisb-red,  below.     Falls  of  Sand  Creek,  10  feet 

A.  Sandrock,  whitish,  compact  In  the  beer  vanlfs,  12 
feet  seen. 

This  sandrock  formation,  notwithstanding  its  considerable 
elevation  above  the  magnesian  limestone  at  St.  Lawrence,, I 
amj  induced  to  regard  as  the  Potsdam  sandstone,  whose 
strati  graphical  position  is  beneath  the  magnesian   limestone. 

At'Dooleyville,  4  miles  nortli-east  of  Jordan,  is  an  outcrop 
over  several  acres,  of  a  bnffisli  and  reddish,  coarse,  siliclous 
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sandrock,  dipping  about  2  degrees  toward  the  soutU  east. 
Some  portions  are  quite  hard,  and  even  vitreons,  vhile  tlie 
lower  portions  rapidly  disintegrate  into  a  clean  silicions  sand, 
of  roanded  transparent  grains,  heautifuUy  adapted  to  th« 
manufacture  of  clear  glaas.  The  imporitiea  would  not  pro- 
bably exceed  one-tenth  of  one  per  cent  This  aandrock 
sbonld  not  be  confounded  witb  that  at  St.  Panl. 

This  ridge  strikes  in  the  direction  of  the  Little  Rapids  of 
the  lidinneeota  river  at  Carver  City,  which  owe  their  exist- 
ence to  the  unyielding  strata,  dipping  there  with  the  descent 
of  the  stream.  This  conclusion  supposes  a  considerable 
swell  in  the  stratification,  to  bring  the  rocks  at  the  rapids  to 
the  altitude  of  the  sandstones  at  Jordan. 

The  thickness  of  the  sandstone  at  Dooleyville  is  about  24 
feet  to  winch  must  be  added,  below,  about  10  feet,  exposed 
in  the  neighboring  railroad  cnt 

At  Nagel's  limekiln,  on  the  Louisville  Prairie,  about  one 
mile  south  of  Merriam  Station,  we  find  another  outcrop  of 
limestone  in  a  bluff  faring  west,  and  re-appearing  in  an  out- 
lier a  quarter  of  a  mile  nearer  the  river.  The  rock  is  very 
irregularly  stratified,  and  varies  much  in  hardness  and  color. 
The  prevailing  colors  are  finkish  and  bulBsb.  Some  of  the 
layers  are  sandy,  others  magncsian,  others  oclirey  and  fcrm- 
ginoup,  others  purely  calcareous.  Some  portions  are  quite 
resicular  and  abound  in  small  crystals  of  brown  spar.  Thirty- 
six  feet  are  exposed  in  the  quarry,  and  below  this,  a  well 
has  been  sunk  88  feet  in  the  limestone,  making  a  total  of  74 
feet.  Below  the  limestone  the  well  extended  24  feet  in  sand- 
stone, which  was  at  first  hard,  like  that  of  Dooleyville,  and 
below,  resembled  the  Jordan  sandstone. 

At  Sliakopee,  the  same  formation  exhibits  an  exposure  of 
20  feet,  and  is  here  also  manufactured  into  lime.  The  lime 
at  these  localities  is  of  a  slaty  color,  but  is  said  to  be  of  spoi 
qnality.  White  lime  is  sometimes  manufactured  from  the 
selected  purely  calcareous  layers. 

As  tlii^  limestone  seems  to  hold  a  place  next  above  the 
Jordan  sandstone,  and  also  considerably  resembles  the  St. 
Lawrence  limestones,  I  am   led  to  regard  it  as  tlie  Lower 
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MagneBian  limestone  of  Owen,  thongli  the  top  of  the  bloiF 
at  Nagel's  limekiln  ia  probably  70  feet  higher  than  the  quar- 
ry at  St  Lawrence,  ten  miles  distant  in  a  straight  line,  np 
the  riTer. 

From  NagePs  limekiln  the  strata,  resumu  the  dip  down 
the  river,  and  the  next  outcrop  is  of  the  overlying  St.  Feter'a 
sandstone,  which  ia  probably  the  equivalent  of  the  Chazy 
Formation  of  New  York  and  Canada.  This  sandstone,  at 
Mendota  and  Fort  Snelling,  is  capped  by  tlio  limestones  and 
sbales  of  the  Trenton  Group.  The  Chazy  and  Trenton 
formations  bonnd  the  gorge  of  the  Mississippi  Eiver  to  St. 
Paul  and  to  the  Fails^of  St.  Anthony.  Just  above  the  falls, 
the  limestones  thin  out  iu  the  bed  of  the  river,  but  continue 
to  appear,  for  a  few  miles,  along  ihe  banks  and  at  the  high- 
er levels.  Tlie  Chazy  sandstone  disappears  nearly  at  tlie 
same  time,  and  the  maignesian  limestone  cornea  to  the  snr- 
tmx. 

From  the  foregoing  statement  of  facte  it  appears  that  the 
region  from  St.  Paul  to  Kesotah,  and  we  may  add,  to 
Mankato,  is  nndcrlaid  by  rocks  occupying  the  lowest  posi- 
tion in  the  Palteozoic  aeries,  and  beneath  the  lowest  zone  of 
brine-producing  atrata  known  in  the  United  States.  This, 
however,  is  not  dedeive  against  the  existence  of  brine  in 
these  strata. 

It  also  appears  that  in  a  direction  parallel  with  the  axis  of 
the  Minnesota  valley,  the  atrata  present  n  slightly  concave 
conformation,  which  is  essential  for  the  accumulation  of 
brine. 

In  the  direction  at  right  angles  with  the  valley  a  similar 
conformation  exists,  and  we  know  that  from  the  mouth  of 
the  Waraju  river,  northward,  the  Iluronian  rocks  (next 
Iwneatli  the  Falroozoic)  occupy  the  surface  when  not  con- 
cealed by  drift,  and  the  streams  also  descend  from  tliat  direc- 
tion to  the  Minnesota ;  wliile  on  the  east,  the  Potsdam  sand- 
stonet  after  passing  beneath  the  Lower  Silurian  and  Upper 
Silurian  strata,  comes  to  the  suriace  again  in  the  valley  of  the 
Uississippi  river. 

The  following  section  presents  a  general  view  of  the  geo- 
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logical  structure  from  Glencoo  tlirongh  Belle  Plaine   and 
Haselwood  to  the  Cannon  river : 


1.  HuRONiAH  Ststev— [The  dips  of  the  strata  arc  hypothetical.^ 

2.  Potsdam  Sakdstone— B«Uered  to  be  considerably  eroded  In  the 
Tftlley  of  the  rirer. 

3.  CaiiCifebodb  FoBiixTioB — (Lower  UagDCaiao  Limestone.) 

4.  Cb AS Y  Formation— (St.  Peter's  Sandstone.) 

5.  Trektok  Luiestone  and  Shales. 

6.  Drift  Uaterialb,  represented  as  covering  the  whole  surface 
and  partially  filling  the  ancient  excavation  of  the  Minnesota  river. 
The  two  nppei;  terraces  at  Belle  Plaine  «re  believed  to  he  shaped  by 
the  underlying  formations,  thousb  deeply  buried  In  drift. 

The  basin  stniciture,  as  far  as  shown  in  this  section,  is 
sufficient  for  the  accumulation  of  brine,  and  it  might  be 
looked  for  iu  the  vicinity  of  Eelle  Plaine,  were  there  not  a 
lower  depression  of  this  basin  further  Bouthward,  extending 
into  Iowa  and  Missouri.  The  slialj  strata  of  the  Trenton 
group  which  overlie  the  central  portion  of  the  section,  are 
likely  to  bo  somewhat  saliferous,  and  the  brine,  in  such 
case,  would  find  its  way  to  tlio  Potsdam  sandstone,  and 
flow  toward  tlie  lowest  depression  of  that  formation.  But 
the  nearest  places  of  outcrop  of  the  formation  are  in  Sibley, 
Carver  and  Nicollet  counties ;  and  I  cannot  doubt  that  sur- 
face waters  have  saturated  that  sandstone  for  many  miles 
to  the  southeast  of  the  Minnesota  valley.  The  search 
for  brine  in  this  sandstone  would  therefore  be  reward- 
ed only  with  fresh  water.  That  water,  in  places  lower 
tlian  the  outcrop  of  the  formation — as  along  tlie  valley 
of  the  Minnesota  river — ought  to  rise  to  the  surface.  The 
experiment  of  boring  into  it  would  probably  result,  therefore, 
as  at  Chicago,  in  a  copious  Artesian  well.. 
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The  foregoinn;  statemeiits  show,  1st,  I^ai  the  situation 
at  Belle  Ftaine  is  geologically  lower  than  any  known  brine- 
producing  fonnaiion  of  North  America;  and  2d,  Thai 
even  if  the  shales  of  tha  Trenton  group  should  j}rove  to 
he  a  aaUferous  forTnation  tlie product  is  likely  to  accumu- 
late vdemeaih  a  region  far  to  the  south.  It  must  be  added 
that  no  accumulation  is  probable,  even  toward  the  south, 
since  the  southern  border  of  tlie  haain  is  bo  depressed  that 
fluids  have  probably  found  a  free  circulation  through  it,  and 
most  of  its  saline  constituents  have  been  carried  away. 

It  remains  to  consider  whether  the  sitaation  is  such  as  to 
justify  the  expectation  that  the  snperficia)  sands  and  gravel 
of  the  river-bottom  at  Bello  Plaine,  or  its  vicinity,  have 
become  saturated  with  brine  of  Buffi<uent  strengtii  to  jnstify 
the  attempt  to  manofacture  salt. 

The  superficial  materials  represented  by  number  6,  in 

the  digram  before  referred  to,  have  accmunlated  in  the 

valley  of  the  river  at  Belle  Plaine  to  a  depth  of  210  feet. 

They  consist  mostly  of   sand  and  gravel.     These  facts   arc 

apparent  from  the  following  statement  of  materials  passed 

through  in  boring  the  existing  well.

Potsdam  sandstone  (see  diagram.) 
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Hero  is  8  faronible  bod  of  materiala  to  eerre  as  a  reserroir 
for  any  brines  which  miglit  escape  from  the  onbavpe  of 
any  of  the  contignoua  strata;  and  some  surface  indicationB 
of  brine  hare  long  been  known ;  but,  in  boring  into  these 
d(^>08its  no  brine  seems  to  hare  been  reached  of  soffident 
strength  for  practical  pnrposes.  This  may  be  either  because 
the  supplying  formation  is  insafficiently  saliferoos,  or  be- 
cause the  gravel  beds  are  not  nnderlaid  by  an  impervioos 
floor  of  clay,  capable  of  arresting  the  downward  escape  of 
the  brine. 

Should  this  well  be  properly  pumped,  tlie  strength  of  the 
brine  woald  probably  be  somewhat  increased.  It  would  be 
desirable  to  pump  it  from  the  bottom,  and  also  at  the  depth 
of  180  feet,'  immediately  above  tlie  seven  feet  bed  of  clay — 
the  hole  below  being,  in  tlie  meantime,  temporarily  stopped. 
It  is  my  opinion  that  if  the  strengtli  could  be  increased  to 
oO"  or  even  to  45°,  tlie  salt  manufacture  might  be  establish- 
ed. The  remoteness  of  this  part  of  Minnesota  from  the 
principal  sources  of  supply  ofealt,  and  the  cheapness  of  fuel, 
would  render  available  a  very  much  weaker  quality  of  brine 
than  could  be  employed  in  a  region  as  for  cast  as  Chicago. 
I  feel  it  my  duty  to  state,  however,  tha*  T  do  not  consider 
this  expectatimi  very  enoouraginy,  STt^  increate  of  strength 
produced  hy pumping  would  not prdbdhly  he  tufficlerU. 

As  there  are  different  methods  employed  for  expressing 
the  strength  of  brines,  it  may  be  useful  to  add  here  tliat  the 
salomcter  expresses  percentages  or  hundredths  of  complete 
saturation.  One  hundred  degrees  expresses  complete  satura- 
tion; 50",  half  saturation;  25',  one-fourth  saturation,  and 
so  on.  "Percentage  of  salt"  in  brine  is  a  very  different 
thing.  "Eighteen  per  cent,  salt"  means  that  in  lOOpounds 
of  brine,  18  pounds  are  salt.  Saturated  brine  contains  about 
25  per  cent  of  salt,  and  this  percentage  is  equivalent  to 
100"  on  the  salomcter.  Beaume's  Hydrometer  ia  a  salom- 
eter  graduated  to  26"  instead  of  100".  Tlio  strength  of  brine 
ia  also  expressed  by  its  specific  gravity,  which  is  its  weight 
compared  with  an  equal  bulk  of  pure  water.  Thus,  if  a 
certain  volume  of  water  weighs  one  pound,  tlie  same  volume 
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of  aatujEiteil  brine  will  weigh  1.3  ponnds.  Still  another 
method  is  to  give  the  namher  of  gralna  of  salt  in  one  wine 
pint  of  brine ;  or  lastly,  to  state  the  nnmber  of  gallons  of 
brine  required  to  produce  a  bushel  of  salt  weighing  56 
ponnds. 

Natural  brinesalwayscontain  somo  impurities,  and  the  sal- 
ometer  is  affected  bythese  in  the  same  way  as  by  common  salt 
Hence  some  dedaction  must  be  made  from  the  indicated 
strength,  depending  on  the  proportion  of  impurities  in  the 
brine.  The  impurities  can  be  determined  only  by  chemical 
analysis. 

Below  is  an  abridged  table  showing  the  equivaleucies  of 
the  various  methods  of  expressing  the  strength  of  brines :

The  nominal  strength  of  the  brines  employed  in  the  Sagi- 
naw salines  is  about  80°,  bnt  they  contain  a  largo  percent- 
age of  chloride  of  calcium.  The  mean  strength  of  the 
Onondaga  brines,  in  1862,  was  61°.  It  is  supposed  the  first 
Onondaga  brine  employed  in  the  manu&cture  of  salt  did 
not  possess  a  strength  above  40°  or  45". 

The  prices  of  wood  jwr  cord  in  Onondaga  county,  have 
been  as  follows :  In  1849,  $3.00 ;  in  1856,  $5.50 ;  in  1857, 
$4.50;  in  1860,  $3.50;  in  1861,  $3.25;  in  1864,  $3.60. 
Anthracite  coal  became  extensively  used  in  1857,  costing 
about  $3,50  per  ton,  and  reducing  the  cost  of  salt  two  or 
three  cents  per  bushel.  One  ton  of  coal,  at  Syracuse,  makes 
about  fifly  bushels  of  salt.  Tlie  following  table  shows  the 
relative  value  of  different  classes  of  fuels  for  purposes  of 
evaporation :

Although  I  am  unable,  for  reasons  already  stated,  to 
report  favorablv  in  reference  to  the  prospect  of  obtaining 
bnno  ftt  Belle  t*laine,  I  entertain  a  decided  conviction  that 
it  would  be  judicious  to  make  a  further  expenditure  at  that 
place. 

1.  The  present  well  ebonld  be  pumped  in  the  manner 
already  indicated.  There  is  a  chance  of  obtaining,  by  this 
means,  a  brine  of  sufficient  strength  to  evaporate  cither  by 
artificial  or  solar  heat. 

2.  The  present  well  ought  to  be  continned  down  to  the 
bottom  of  the  Gotsdam  sand  stone.  I  cannot  learn  that 
any  deep  boring  has  been  made  in  Minnesota.  My  obser- 
vatiouB  in  Michigan  for  fifteen  years  past  teach  me  the  im- 
portanco  of  such  explorations.  The  results  are  of  public 
utility.  Even  if  possessing  no  positive  value,  mere  negative 
results  are  valuable,  as  indicating  in  what  formations,  and 
onder  what  circumstances  to  expect  nothing.  N^ative 
resnlts,  flystematically  and  reliably  attained,  may  save  many 
random  ventures  and  expenditures  hereafter.  But  in  this 
case  I  think  there  is  good  reason  to  anticipate  an  Artesian 
overflow  of  fresh  water.  The  possibility  of  copious  Arte- 
sian wells  along  the  valley  of  tno  Minnesota  may  lay  the 
foundation  of  important  business  enterprises  now  unantici- 
patod.  It  would  demonstrate  the  probability  of  Artesian 
wells  in  analagous  situations  throughout  the  southeastern 
portion  of  the  State.  It  is  a  public,  more  than  a  private 
interest,  which  is  concerned  in  exploring  this  sand  stone ; 
and  it  would  be  good  public  policy  if  the  State  would  pro- 
vide for  the  expense.  This  locality  is  the  proper  one  for 
tiie  experiment,  since  by  far  the  most  expensive  portion  of  the 
undertaking  has  now  been  completed,  in  sinking  a  substan- 
tial six-inch  pipe  throngh  the  boulder  drift  two  hundred 
feet,  to  the  surface  of  the  friable  sand  rock.

■Tbu  iJuard  of  ImmigratioD  beg  leave  to  present  a  report 
of  the  opersUona  of  the  year  1871,  as  follows : 

OBOANIZATIOH   OF   THE   BOAES. 

Tliti  act  of  March  3d,  1671,  created  a  Board  of  fire  per- 
sons, two  of  whom  were  designated  in  said  act  bj  name  ; 
the  Govenior,  Secretary  of  State  and  Treaanrer  of  State 
constitnting  the  other  members  ex~o^eio.  It  was  made 
the  doty  of  the  said  Board  generally,  "  to  adopt  measru^s, 
which  will  insm-e  the  sstablishment  of  a  thorough  system 
of  indndng  immigration  to  the  State." 

Certain  plans  of  carrying  ont  this  act  were  recommended, 
which  we  will  give  in  detail : 

COBBXaPOVDXNOE  W  HKW8PAPERB. 

One  plan  was  to  "  engage  suitable  correspondents,  ^nb- 
lish  or  caase  to  be  published  articles  treating  onand  describ- 
ing in  a  tme  Ught  the  developed  and  tmdeveloped  resomt^s 
oftbeStateof  Minnesota, "etc.  As  ^  M  desirable  and 
efTective  this  plan  was  adopted  in  onr  operations  both  in 
America  and  in  Europe.  Onr  agent  in  G^ermany,  Albert 
Wol^  whose  time  expired    in  March  last,  caused  to  be 
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inserted  Id  a  nnmber  of  Qerman  papers  ably  written  articles 
on  onr  State.  Our  CommiBsioner  of  Immigration  in  New 
Tort,  E.  Page  Davis,  has  among  his  many  succeesfol  en- 
terprises for  promoting  immigration,  also  cansed  to  be  iit- 
serted  advertisements  calling  the  attention  of  the  pnblic  to 
Minn'esota  and  to  the  State  Pamphlet  and  other  publica- 
tions on  the  subject,  in  some  600  newspapers  in  the  New 
England  and  Middle  States.  Hans  Mattson,  formerly  Sec- 
retary of  State,  and  the  clerk  of  the  State  Board  have  for 
the  same  pnrpose  issued  series  of  letters  in  the  different 
Scandinaviaa  newspapers  in  America,  and  as  many  hundred 
copies  of  these  papers  every  week  go  to  regular  subecribers 
in  Europe,  said  articles  have  also  reached  their  destination 
'  abroad.  The  Board  found  the  promulgation  of  sud  semi- 
oflS(»al  articles  the  more  useful,  as  the  surrounding  States 
through  the  Scandinavian  press  made  strong  efforts  to 
turn  the  flood  ot  Scandinavian  immigration  from  Minnesota. 
Emigration  direct  from  England  and  Scotland  has  not  been 
overlooked.  Not  only  have  there  been  maijy  calls  from 
there  for  information  answered  by  letters  and  pamphlets, 
but  the  regular  immigration  pamphlet,  by  direction  of  the 
Board,  has  been  republished  in  monthly  installments  in  the 
columns  of  the  Free  Hesi,  an  emigration  paper  of  ability 
and  extensive  circulation  published  in  London.  By  this 
means  it  has  reached  many  thousands  of  additional  readers. 
The  immigration  has  been  greater  from  the  British  Isles 
and  less  from  Germany  dnring  the  last  two  years  (for  ob- 
vious reasons)  than  during  any  one  of  several  preceding 
years. 

DISTHlBUnON  OF   P&UPELETB. 

The  main  work  required  may  be  divided  into  two 
branches. 

1.  Furnishing  the  necessary  information  as  to  the  induce- 
ments and  advantages  offered  by  the  State  to  all  classes  of 
desirable  immigrants. 

2.  Aiding,  protecting,  and  advising  the  immigrant  on  his 
way  to  our  State. 
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The  first  part  has  been  and  is  pursued  to  great  effect  by 
sending  the  State  pamphlet  to  the  very  heart  of  the  most 
remote  emigrant  districts  in  Northern  Eoropc,  in  the  Eng- 
lish, German,  Norwegian  and  Swedish  langnagee,  and  by 
addressing  them,  not  by  boxes  sent  to  agents,  bnt  in  every 
case  to  individuala,  who  contemplate  leaving  their  father^ 
land.  The  most  of  them  make  up  tlicir  minds  as  to  their 
final  destination  before  they  leave.  Letters  and  counsels 
from  their  Mends  and  relations  in  America,  will  govern 
their  movements,  and  as  the  State  pamphlet  is  nothing  bnt 
a  condensed  series  of  answered  questions  upon  immigration, 
the  people,  as  indicated  by  their  thousands  of  applications, 
deem  this  or  similar  pamphlets  the  best  mcdiam  for  en- 
lightening their  trans  Atlantic  friends. 

To  this  end  an  extra  edition  of  15,000  copies  of  the 
pamphlet  prepared  in  1870  by  Hon.  Pennock  Pusey,  com- 
missioner of  statistics,  was  ,re-printed  in  English  in  the 
winter  of  1871. 

An  edition  of  5000  copies  translated  into  German,  witli 
some  abbreviations  and  alterations,  has  been  printed. 

Also  5,700  copies  in  Norwegian,  and  3,500  copies  in 
Swedish ;  the  two  latter  distributed  in  the  countries  of  Nor- 
way, Stpeden,  Denmark  and  among  the  Scandinavians  in 
the  United  States. 

An  edition  of  5,000  copies  in  English,  especially  ior  tlie 
Irish  immigration,  was  also  printed. 

The  editions  printed  in  foreign  languages  contained,  be- 
sides most  of  the  information  of  the  English  pamphlet, 
many  facts  of  value,  especially  to  immigrants  from  Europe,   ^ 
which  were  not  deemed  necessary  in  those  sent  to  citizens 
of  the  United  States. 

The  throng  of  applications,  foi  pamphlets,  and  of  ques- 
tions touching  our  State  to  be  answered  by  letters,  may  be 
understood  from  the  fact,  that  the  immigration  bureau  re- 
ceived during  the  season  from  50  to  150  letters  per  day, 
each  of  them  containing  more  applications.  Early  in  the 
season  the  Norwegian  pamphlets — originally  5000 — were 
exhausted;  so  several  thousand  Enghsh  pamphlets  had  to 
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be  Bent  ScandiiiaTians  in  America,  nntil  a  new  iasne  could 
be  procured  for  filling  waiting  applications  to  Norway  and 
Denmark. 

Thna  dtogether  over  8i,  000  pamphlets  have  been  printed, 
and  mostly  distribnted,  in  varions  tongoes,  and  even  this 
amount  proved  to  be  insnffidont  for  the  Scandinavian  de- 
mand. 

HODB   OF  DISTBIBDTIOM. 

The  plan  adopted  in  tiio  distribution  of  tlie  pamphlets 
was,  as  above  stated,  calculated  to  place  tliein  in  the  hands 
of  the  very  persons  seeking  informaUon  in  regard  to  Min- 
nesota. In  brief  odvertisemeuts  the  Board  stated  tbat  any- 
one wlshiug  the  pamphlet  could  have  the  same  sent  him 
I'ree  of  postage  by  forwarding  his  address  to  the  Secretary 
of  State.  This  plan  has  worked  still  more  admirably  than 
in  1870,  as  the  requisitions,  partly  direct  from  Europe  and 
partly  through  friends  in  the  United  States,  have  amounted 
this  season  to  several  thousands.  The  high  rates  of  post- 
age on  copies  sent  to  foreign  conntiiea  have  gi-eatly  increas- 
ed that  item  of  oiu-  expenditures,  but  this  may  possibly  be 
saved  to  a  great  extent  in  the  future,  if  it  should  be  found 
advisable  to  let  the  applicants  themselves  pay  the  postage 
to  foreign  oountries. 

In  all  33,SO0  copies  of  tlie  pamphlet  have  been  fumislied 
with  maps.  (English  maps  14,000 ;  Gierman  4,000 ;  Nor- 
wegian, 8,500;  Swedish,  2,300.)  As  most  of  the  applico. 
tions  expressly  ask  for  pamphlets  with  maps,  and  as  other 
States  have  adopted  the  plan  of  circulating  their  immigra- 
tion documents  with  maps,  the  Board  deemed  it  necessary 
to  continue  to  provide  the  same.  The  maps  last  season 
were  furnished  at  a  considerable  lower  price  than  the  pre- 
ceding year. 

AOBMTS   ASD  TUSIB   WOBK. 

The  Board  was  also  empowered  to  appoint  agents  for 
the  purpose  of  aiding,  protecting  and  advising  the  immi- 
grant on  his  way  to  our  State,  etc. 
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Local  agents  can  da  a  great  deal  of  good  work  id  keeping 
mimers  from  taking  liold  of  new  come^  in  seeing  the  im- 
migrants without  unuecessarj  delay  forwarded  to  their 
destination^  ^^  i^ot  the  least  in  aiding  the  onfortanate  and 
preventing  imposition.  On  account  of  a  deficiency  firom  the 
foregoing  year,  which  bod  to  be  covered  by  last  year's 
appropriation,  the  Board  did  not  feel  at  liberty  to  sustain 
more  than  one  agency.  The  Board  deemed  it  proper  to  es- 
tablish as  a  mle,  that  its  operations  had  to  be  limited  and' 
regnlated  in  accordance  with  die  fund  appropriated.  Con- 
sequently, it  had  to  abstain  from  creating  local  agencies  in 
Milwaukee,  Chicago  and  Qnebec.  The  demand  for  these 
agencies  had  diminished  from  the  fact,  that  the  railroads 
during  last  season  had  procured  experienced  agents  and 
guides,  who  performed  their  duties  to  the  satisfaetion  of  all 
parties,  without  expense  to  our  State,  and  partly  because 
the  greater  number  of  immigrants  bad  taken  notice  of  our 
timely  warning  in  18T0:  not  to  ase  the  uncertain  water 
roQtes,  when  railroad  transportation  was  obtainable  at 
reasonable  prices. 

The  HOmnkee  and  St  Faul  road  deserves  our  thanks 
for  having  treated  the  immigrants  liberally ;  the  St.  Panl 
and  Pacific,  and  the  Superior  and  Mississippi  roads  have 
erected  more  immigrant  houses  along  their  lines,  thereby 
enaUii^  immigrants  to  find  shelter  until  they  find  their 
£dead^  or  decide  where  to  settle.  The  St.  Paul  and  Pa- 
cific's agent,  Mr.  Christiansen,  last  season,  as  before,  be- 
stowed npon  immigrants  arriving  at  St.  Paul  all  the  kiad- 
nesB  and  care  they  are  in  need  of  in  their  often  helpless 
condition  after  a  journey  of  thousands  of  miles. 

HTATIBT1C3  OP  HtMIGEATlOH. 

The  whole  ntunber  c^  immigrants  for  1870  to  our  State  is 
estimated  at  35,000,  nuuely:  23,000  direct  irrau  Eiurope, 
and  the  rest  £rom  the  UnUed  States  and  Canada.  Oat  of 
said  22,000  nearly  10,000  came  from  the  Scandiuarian 
coonbies. 

Aa  the  Board  dnring  laat  sommer  bad  no  agendes  or 
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roporters  in  the  principsl  landiDg-places,  it  is  of  course  itn- 
poBsible  to  give  any  accorafe  account  concerning  the  actual 
number  of  foreign  imniigrantfi  ;  bnt  from  dose  observation 
of  figures  given  in  newspapers  daring  the  entire  season,  and 
lodging  &om  other  soorces  of  information,  the  immigration 
has  certainly  been  as  large  this  year  as  last.  Attracted  to 
lands  available  under  the  homestead  laws,  the  majority  of 
immigrants  located  on  the  sm^eyed  and  unsarreyed  lands, 
ispecially  in  the  Eed  Kiver  region  and  in  the  frontier  conn- 
ies  further  South.  The  hard  wood  timber  land  belonpng 
;o  the  Lake  Superior  and  Mississippi  R  R.  Co.  has  also  to 
some  extent,  been  settled.  Korthern  Europe,  parts  yearly 
with  from  0.39  to  0,86  per  cent,  of  their  population,  nearly 
all  of  which  emigrate  to  America.  Of  immigration  last 
season  from  Northern  Europe,  Wisconsin  received  8,000 
Scandinavians,  Minnesota  10,000. 

TUB  NEW   YOBK  AOEKCT. 

The  Commissioner  of  Immigration  for  Minnesota,  £. 
Page  Davis,  has  in  his  yearly  report  to  the  Board,  besides 
giving  satisfactory  account  of  his  work,  delivered  a  series  o^ 
valuable  Boggestions,  wliieh  deserve  to  be  laid  before  the 
Legislature. 

!N'ot  less  than  h-om  1,800  to  1,500  |>ersonB  have  during  the 
season  called  at  his  ofQce,  No.  1S3  Broadway,  and  among 
them  many  committees  representing  colonies  fr<Hn  different 
States.  His  office  is  in  fact  now  so  v^ell  known,  that  to  a 
certain  extent  it  has  become  a  bureau  of  general  infonnation 
concerning  Minnesota. 

At  an  early  day  in  the  season  he  perfected  on  arrange- 
ment with  the  Erie  Kailway  Company,  to  allow  immigrants 
for  our  State,  33^  per  cent  reduction  in  their  fare  besides 
60  pounds  extra  free  baggage.  If  he  can  effect  a  similar 
arrangement  for  the  coming  season,  1872,  it  would  be  well 
for  the  Board  to  make  the  fact  generally  known. 

The  Commissioner  expresses  his  anxiety  to  have  a  col- 
lection of  Minnesota  products  sent  him  every  year  for  ex- 
hibition at  the  atmoid  fairs  held  by  the  American  Institute. 
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For  several  reeBons  the  Board  found  it  inexpedient  to  com- 
ply with  the  proposed  an-aogemeiit  last  seaeon,  bnt  the, 
manager  of  the  Land  Department  of  the  I^ke  Bnperidr 
and  Hisaisaippi  B.ulroad  Company,  sent  a  collection  of 
prodnctB  raised  along  the  line  of  that  road.  Althon^^ 
this  collection  arrived  in  the  last  days  of  the  fair,  it  attract- 
ed more  attention  than  anything  else  on  ezhihition.  The 
products  from  our  State  were  viewed  and  admired  by 
thonsands  of  people,  and  awarded  the  Diploma  of  the 
American  Institute  on  account  of  their  snperior  size,  excel- 
lency and  quality.  After  the  fair  the  collection  was  put  on 
exhibition  in  the  Commissioner's  office. 

Among  the  many  persons  the  commissioner  has  prevailed 
npon  to  work  in  the  interest  of  onr  State,  he  mentions 
espedally  J.  Kochusson,  who,  through  his  thorough 
knowledge  of  the  French  language,  did  good  service  as 
well  in  the  Eastern  States  as  in  Canada.  Quite  a  number 
of  his  converts  have  ah«ady  left  for  Minnesota,  and  more 
would  have  come  last  fall,  but  for  the  Coramisdoner's 
advice  to  wait  till  next  spring. 

The  increasing  correspondence  and  other  pressing  work 
connected  with  the  duties  of  the  Board — almost  enough  to 
make  it  a  department  of  its  own — necessitated  the  employ 
of  a  clerk  acting  under  the  direction  of  the  Board. 

His  bumness  has  mainly  been — 

1.  Receiving  and  filing  some  9000  letters  and  mailingpam- 
phlets  to  at  least  20,000  different  applicants.  Of  this  number 
about  3,600  are  sent  to  Korway,  1,500  to  London,  and  300 
to  Denmark.  About  4,000  copies  were,  through  Ur. 
Seeger,  the  State  Treasurer,  forwarded  to  Germany. 

2.  Answmng  letters  in  difierent  langusfj^  upon  immi- 
gration. 

8.  Assisting  immigrants  in  cases  of  lost  baggage  and 
money. 

4.  Writing  articles  and  answering  attacks  made  on  our 
State. 

5.  Translating  the  State  pamphlet  into  tlie  Korwef^ 
Iftogoage.

The  account  for  the  reprinting  of  the  pamphlet  in  the 
Free  West  has  not  yet  been  received  or  paid,  and  there  may 
be  other  items  of  indebtedness  to  a  limited  amoimt  yet  to  be 
presented,  but  there  will  still  be  a  balance  in  the  treasury 
after  all  accounts  for  the  year  are  dischari^. 

Of  the  value  of  an  extensive  immigration  to  the  State, 
the  Board  has  cot  had  any  good  reason  to  change  their 
views  as  expressed  in  their  last  annnal  report.  Not  only 
does  oar  immigration  add  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars 
in  property  of  all  descriptions  to  the  common  wealth  of  the 
commonity,  but  it  furnishes,'  from  year  to  year,  by  far  the 
greater  nombers  of  those  who  supply  the  demand  for  hired 
laborers,  as  well  as  to  replenish  and  multiply  the  artisans, 
mechanics  and  skilled  laborers,  upon  whom  we  depend  to 
build  up  and  extend  our  manufacturing,  mining  and  meclian- 
ical  interests.  Yet  exceeding  by  far  any  of  these  interestf^ 
is  that,  resulting  from  bringing  the  cheap  European  labor 
in  contact  with  our  wild  land.  The  national  wealth  has 
been  by  no  other  means  so  rapidly  developed  and  accnma- 
lated  as  by  bringing  the  dieap,  and  there,  nearly  valueless 
labor  of  the  old  world  into  direct  contact  with  our  equally 
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cheap  lands,  which,  vnthmtt  that  labw,  are  of  as  little 
valae  to  xis,  as  is  the  snrplus  labor  of  the  old  world  to  it, 
without  onr  lands. 

From  Korthem  Enrope  a  man,  only  capable  of  earning  a 
bare  subsistence  there,  can  be  transported  to  and  set  down 
npon  a  homestead  in  Minnesota  for  from  $50  to  $75.  He 
locates  on  land,  which,  in  its  raw  condition  is  not  worth 
over  $1.25  per  acre,  and  at  the  end  of  five  years  he  has 
subsisted  his  family  and  by  his  labor  has  advanced  his  qnar- 
ter  section  of  land  to  an  average  valne  of  $1000,  an  advance 
of  300  per  cent  on  the  capital  with  which  the  settler  com- 
menced. Persons  residing  in  the  older  portions  of  the 
State  and  not  on  any  of  the  thoroaghfares  leading  to  those 
sections,  into  which  immigrants  are  flocking  by  the  thoQB- 
ands,  often  fall  into  the  error,  that  the  8tate  is  receiving  qo 
immigration — that  nothing  is  realized  in  exchange  for  the 
appropriation  made  for  the  promotion  of  immigration — in 
short,  that  the  fond  is  tquandered.  Snch  objectors  can 
easily  be  ondeceived  by  taking  a  jonmey  along  onr  western 
frontier  or  sojonmtng  for  a  time,  from  the  first  of  May  till 
the  close  ef  the  season,  on  some  one  of  the  nnmerons  routes 
of  travel  leading  to  those  connties,  into  which  the  annual 
tide  is  flowing.  • 

In  condnsion,  the  Board  would  respectfully  suggest,  that 
the  appropriations  for  the  promotion  of  immigration  take 
tiie  direction  of  an  annual  allowance.  Knowing  what  sum 
conld  be  depended  npon,  the  work  for  the  year  could  be 
laid  out  mach  earlier  in  the  season,  and  might  be  far  ad- 
vanced before  tiie  time,  at  which  ihe  appropriation  is  made 
under  tiie  present  system.

iSiB : — ^In  sabtuitting  this,  my  annual  report,  I  bare  ap- 
pended thereto  a  tabular  statement  of  the  ofiences  reported 
to  this  office  by  the  different  eoonty  attorneys,  together  with 
the  cost  of  each  prosecatioD,  both  to  the  State  and  county, 
and  the  fines  and  penalties  collected,  so  far  as  possible  Irom 
the  returns  already  received — as  is  usual,  a  few  of  the  coun- 
ties have  neglected  to  make  any  returns,  several  have  delay- 
ed  to  80  lato  a  period  after  the  time  limited  by  law,  aa  neces- 
sarily to  embarrass  this  office  in  the  making  of  its  annual 
report,  while  the  reports  from  many  are  so  manifestly  defec- 
tive as  materially  to  lessen  the  value  of  the  statistical  in- 
formation obtained  as  a  basis  for  legislative  action. 

"Whether,  in  view  of  the  partially  unsettled  condition  of 
things  inseparable  from  a  new  and  growing  State,  any  effec- 
tive remedy  can  be  devised  to  correct  this  evil,  may  be  re- 
garded as  somewhat  doubtful  Tt  is,  however,  suggested 
that  a  penalty  for  the  delinquency,  somewhat  proportioned 
in  amount  to  the  cost  of  its  collection  might  tend  to  produce 
the  desired  result. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  cases  disposed  of  since  the  date 
of  my  last  report,  and  those  since  commenced : 
oivn.  AonoHS. 

In  District  Court,  Bamsey  County,  J.  Ham  Davidson 
against  Horace  Austin,  as  Governor  of  Minnesota.  The 
object  of  this  action  was  to  restrain  the  Governor  from  exe- 
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CQtiDg  to  the  St.  Fsal  &  Stillwater  BoUroad  Compaoj  a 
deed  to  certain  lands  daimed  by  them  from  the  State.  A 
special  appearance  was  entered  for  the  purpose  of  objecting 
to  the  joriBdiction  of  the  Coort,  since  which  no  further  pro- 
ceedings have  been  taken  to  the  knowledge  of  this  depart' 
ment 

In  Washington  coonty  district  court,  SeTmonr,  Sahin  & 
Co.  against  the  Warden  of  the  State  Prison.  This  action 
was  presented  npon  an  agreed  statement  of  facts,  and  then 
transferred  to  the  district  court  \)f  Ramsey  connty,  when, 
for  the  first  time  it  was  called  to  the  notice  of  this  department 
by  a  reqnest  to  argue  the  same  on  the  part  of  the  defendant 
Upon  argument  and  submission,  the  court  held  that  under 
the  contract  between  the  parties  relative  to  the  employment 
of  convicts,  the  State  is  nnder  an  obligation  to  tarnish  the 
bnildings  it  provides  for  the  use  of  the  convicts  while  being 
employed,  with  snch  suitable  and  necessary  heatingfixturea 
and  conveniences  as  will  make  them  healthful  and  comforta- 
ble, and  that  the  contractors  are  entitled  to  be  re-imbursed 
for  their  expenses  necessarily  incurred  for  that  purpose. 
Although  not  fully  convinced  as  to  the  correctness  of  this 
construction  ol  the  contract,  yet  the  high  authority  of  the 
able  and  impartial  jarist  who  presides  over  that  court  led 
me  to  acquiesce  in  its  decision  withont  an  appeal,  the  more 
readily,  as  it  acccords  with  the  dictates  of  a  wise  humanity. 
It  is  suggested,  however,  in  this  connection,  whether  the 
interests  of  the  State  wonld  not  be  best  promoted  by  reqnii^ 
ing  all  actions  brought  by  or  against  the  Warden,  and 
involving  any  liability  on  the  part  of  the  State,  to  be  placed 
nnder  the  ezclnsive  control  and  supervision  of  this  depart- 
ment. 

In  district  eonrt,  Olmsted  county,  the  State  vs.  the  Wino- 
na &  St.  Peter  Kailroad  Company,  pending  and  undeter- 
mined. 

The  object  of  this  action  Is  to  test  the  validity  of  the  leg- 
islation of  last  winter,  prescribing  a  maximum  of  rates  for 
the  transportation  of  passengers  and  freights  as  against  rail- 
road cerporatiotiB  operating  under  special  charters,  and  also 
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to  detennine  jadidallj,  vhether  the  tariff  of  rates  estab- 
lielied  by  titis  company  in  respect  to  freights,  is  in  violation 
of  U)«t  proTision  of  its  amended  charter,  requiring  it  to 
carry  passengers  and  freight  apon  reasonable  terms.  A 
csreM  examination  and  rightfol  settlement  of  these  contro* 
verted  qnestLons  by  aA  impartial  judiciary,  iriU,  it  is  confi- 
dently expected,  prove  alike  beneficial  to  all  concerned. 

Ta  district  conrt,  Anoka  conn^,  the  StatQ  vs.  N.  Green 
€t.  al.,  decided  in  favor  of  plaintiff. 

CBOHKAL  CASES. 

In  Sapreme  Court.  The  State  vs.  Michael  McCarthy, 
indicted  for  larceny.    New  trial  ordered  and  case  remanded. 

The  State  vs.  Thos.  H.  Stokeley,  indicted  for  mnrder,  and 
convicted,  in  2d  degree,  affirmed.

W.  Crnmmy ;  indicted  tor  gaming, 
and  convicted  in  Bunsey  connty  district  court.  Jndgm^t 
affirmed  on  writ  of  error. 

The  State  vs.  Mary  £.  Bobinson ;  judgment  of  conviction 
on  indictment,  in  Kamsey  county  district  conrt,  for  keeping 
hooae  of  ill-fame,  affirmed. 

The  State  vs.  Henrietta  Charles ;  a  like  indictment  and 
judgment. 

The  State  vs.  Ezra  Beebe ;  indicted  with  John  T.  How- 
ard, ^  tU.,  ia  Waseca  connty  district  court,  and  convicted 
Cor  breaking  into  Waseca  County  Bank,  &c.  Judgment 
aflSrmed. 

The  co-defendant,  John  T.  Howard^  having  volmita- 
rily  become  a  witness  for  the  State,  has  not  heeai  farther 
praseonted. 
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The  State  ts.  Sarah  Blsckethe ;  indicted  for  mturder,  in 
Mower  coiuity,tried  and  acquitted. 

The  State  vs.  Uzeb  Parrant ;  re-trial  and  conTiction  on 
indictment  for  ranrdet  in  "Wright  county,  sentenced  to  State 
Prison  for  life. 

The  State  vb.  K.  Shelafoo ;  indicted  for  murder  of  Lewis 
Ogin,  in  Wright  county,  convicted  and  sentenced  for  mar- 
der  in  2d  degree. 

The  State  tb.  Peter  Werity ;  indicted  in  Carver  comity, 
for  mnrder ;  tried,  convicted  and  sentenced  to  death. 

The  State  va.  Charles  Bailey ;  indicted  in  Pope  county, 
for  an  assault  while  armed  with  a  dangerous  weapon,  with 
intent  to  do  great  bodily  harm ;  tried,  convicted  and  senten- 
ced to  State  Prison  fop  five  years. 

The  State  vs.  Eichard  Coney ;  indicted  in  Kandiyohi 
connty,  for  the  murder  of  Benjamin  Wcthern.  Venue 
changed  to  Hennepin  connty.    Pending. 

The  State  vs.  Andrew  Kass,  and  others ;  indicted  in 
Douglas  county,  for  murder  of  Gilbert  Paulson,  Kass  has 
been  tried  and  acquitted.     Pending  as  to  other  defendants. 

In  the  case  of  the  indictment  of  Oliver  Fattee  and  others, 
for  the  murder  of  Chauncey  Kraft,  in  Mower  connty,  Oliver 
Pattee  having  surrendered  himself  for  trial,  the  indictment 
has  been  dismissed  as  against  all  the  other  defendants  not 
tried,  except  Wm.  Kemp.  As  to  these  two  defendants,  the 
action  is  still  pending. 

Upon  request  I  have  assisted  in  tlie  prosecution  of  each  of 
the  foregoing  cases  in  the  several  District  Courts. 

In  May  last  your  Excellency  referred  to  this  department 
an  apphcation  by  the  city  of  Duluth,  requesting  the  assist. 
ance  of  the  Attorney  General  in  defending  a  certain  suit  in- 
stituted by  the  United  States  against  that  city,  its  contrac- 
tors and  employeesjfor  the  purpose  of  peipetually  enjoining 
them  from  cutting  a  canal  through  Minnesota  Point,  so  as  to 
connect  the  water  of  Lake  Superior  with  the  waters  of  Su- 
perior Bay,  and  form  an  interior  harbor  in  the  Bay  adjacent 
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to  the  city — im  enterpriae  -which  was  then  being  prosecuted, 
with  instmction  to  inquire  into  the  merits  of  the  application 
and  to  appear  and  assist  in  the  defence  of  the  action  in  case 
the  interests  of  the  State  should  seem  to  require  it. 

Upon  iavestigation  it  became  apparent  that  the  smt, 
though  nominally  conducted  in  the  name  of  the  United 
States,  had  in  fact  been  instigated,  and  was  being  prosecu- 
ted by  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  whose  Legislature  had  made 
a  liberal  appropriation  for  that  purpose.  The  action  was 
based  upon  the  theory  that  the  enterprise,  so  undertaken  by 
the  city,  would  necessarily  result  in  irreparable  injury  to  the 
United  States  government  improvements  at  the  m<3uth  of  the 
St.  Lonis  river,  and  that  the  former  must  therefore  be  per- 
manently abandoned.  The  accomplishment  of  such  a  re- 
spit  would  inevitably  prove  disastrous  to  a  policy,  long 
cherished  by  this  State  ^§  a  favorite  one,  that  of  building 
up  within  our  own  territorial  limits  on  Lake  Superior,  a 
commercial  point  with  harbor  facilities  adequate  alike  to  the 
wants  of  our  own  people,  and  those  regions  of  country  lying 
to  the  northwest,  the  natural  outlet  of  whose  trade  must 
ever  be  through  the  lakes.  As  early  as  1857,  the  then 
territory  of  Minnesota  asserted  its  right  to  hnild  such  a 
canal  by  incorporating  a  company  for  fliat  purpose,  with  the 
approval  of  congress.  On  the  failure  of  the  company  to  act, 
in  18T0  the  right  was  transferred  to  the  city  of  Dulnth, 
which  with  characteristic  energy  forthwith  entered  upon  the 
w'ork.  That  it  is  for  the  interest  of  the  State  to  protect  tho 
city  in  the  exercise  and  enjoyment  of  this  right,  so  essential 
to  the  welfare  and  prosperity  of  all  its  citizens  seemed  to  me 
to  admit  of  no  reasonahle  doubt.  Hence  I  appeared  on  be- 
half of  the  State  and  assisted  in  the  defence  of  the  action. 
After  the  hearing  and  determination  of  a  motion  for  a  pre- 
liminary injnnction  before  his  Honor  Judge  Miller,  at  Tope- 
ka,  Kansas,  the  case  was  settled  by  permitting  the  cdty  to 
carry  forward  the  work  to  completion  upon  its  entering  into 
an  obligation,  so  to  prosecute  the  enterprise  as  not  to  in- 
.  jure  the  government  works  at  the  mouth  of  St.  Lonis  river. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  national  government  wiU,  in  ao-

cordance  with  the  Hu^estion  of  Jndge  Miller,  take  snch  early 
actios  looking  to  the  adeqti&te  improremeiLt  of  both  the  hai^ 
bora  at  the  head  of  Lake  Superior,  as  vill  remove  all  occa- 
sion for  Buch  a  craitroTersy  in  the  fotnre.  That  the  State 
should  reimburae  the  city  for  the  expenBeSjithaBDCceMorilj 
incurred  in  defending  this  litigation  seems  to  me  a  sogges- 
tion  worthy  the  favorable  conBideralion  of  the  Legislature. 

A  question  has  arisen  as  to  the  effect  of  re^stricting  a 
county  into  new camnuHsioner  districts  upon  the  tenure  of 
office  of  county  commissioners.  While  some  countiea  have 
acted  upon  the  idea  that  such  re-districting  necessitates  the 
election  of  an  entire  new  Board,  others  have  acted  upon  a 
different  view  of  fhe  law.  The  construction  of  the  statntes 
upon  this  subject  is  not  free  from  doubt  and  with  the  view  of 
settling  the  matter  without  litigation,  it  might  be  well  for 
the  Legislature  to  remedy  the  matter  by  a  declaratory  en- 
actment. 

While  several  suggestions  have  <»:nrred  to  me  in  regard 
to  the  practical  operation  of  our  criminal  laws  and  the  dis- 
proportion in  many  instances  between  the  punishment  and 
the  grade  of  crime,  yet  the  donbtfiil  expeldiency  of  attempt- 
ing any  amendments  short  of  a  general  and  csieful  revision, 
leads  me  to  forego  any  recommendation  in  the  premises  save 
upon  one  point.  It  is  questionable  whether  the  new  pro- 
vision adopted  into  our  criminal  practice,  allowing  a  ddcn- 
ant  to  testify  inhis  own  behalf  does  not  requiresome  modifica- 
tion. 

Wlien  several  are  jointly  indicted  for  the  same  offesce,and 
claim  separate  trials,  A  is  first  tried,  and  in  testifying  in 
his  own  behalf  exculpates  himself  by  fastening  the  guilt  up- 
on some  of  his  co-defendants.  The  jury  disagree.  One  of 
the  other  parties,  clearly  guilty  if  A's  testimony  is  to  be  be- 
lieved, 18  then  put  upon  trial.  A  being  called  as  a  witness 
by  the  State,  refuses  to  testify  on  the  ground  that  he  is  a 
co-defendanl^  that  his  testimony  may  criminate  himself, 
while  the  defendant  on  trial  actually  testifies  in  such  a  man- 
ner as  to  shift  the  burden  of  guilt  from  his  own  shoulders  on 
to  those  of  A.  It  would  seem  that  when  a  defendant  has 
once  voluntarily  testified  in  his  own  behalf,  as  to  the  whole 
alleged  transaction,  he  ought  not  to  be  permitted  to  refrtse 
to  testify  as  to  the  same  matter  on  the  trial  of  his  co-defen- 
dant.

REPORT. 


To  IIU  Excellency  Horace  Anstln,  Oonentor,  and  to  the 
Senate  and  I/ouse  of  lieprcxin/atuv^  of  the  f^tate  of 
Minnesota  : 

As  rcqnired  hy  lav,  the  Board  of  Managers  and  Superin- 
tendent, of  tlic  MiDDCSOta  State  Keform  School,  respectfolly 
present  this,  their  Fifth  Annual  lieport. 

We  are  enabled  to  look  back,  over  the  year  now  cloEed, 
with  thankfulness  to  Him  who  has  given  its  a  measure  of 
sacccss  in  our  important  work. 

We  note  the  improvement  in  character,  of  many  of  the 
inmates,  their  progress  in  tlicir  studies  and  an  increasing  de- 
sire to  prepare  themselves  for  (he  diities  of  an  honest  and 
useful  life. 

Our  confidence  in  the  success  of  well  directed  efforts  to 
reform  the  habits  and  mould  the  character  of  youthful  of- 
fenders increases  with  tlio  experience  of  each  passing  year  of 
tabor  in  this  behalf. 

Did  we  deem  it  necessary  to  strive  to  deepen  the  convic- 
tion of  the  importance,  or  to  urge  npon  your  attention  the 
necessity  of  suitable  provisions  for  prosecuting  our  work 
under  the  most  favorable  oircnmstances,  in  which  you  are 
able  to  place  us,  we  might  dwell  at  length  upon  such  consid- 
erations as  will  readily  suggest  themselves  to  all  who  will 
Intelligently  reflect  upon  this  subject. 

In  previous  reports  wo  have  striven  to  lay  before  your 
Excellency  and  the  members  of  the  Legislature  the  benefi- 
cent natnro  of  a  State  Reform  School ;  also  to  show  the  ex- 
isting necessity  for  such  an  institution  in  our  own  state. 
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That  it  has  from  the  first  heen  regarded  and  treated  as  one 
of  the  noble  charities  of  the  state  is  evidenced  by  the  action 
of  previous  sessions  of  the  Legislature. 

All  that  we  propose  now,  on  this  general  subject,  is  sim- 
ply and  briefly,  to  indicate,  what  we  believe  to  be  the  prin- 
ciples that  underlie  the  establisliinent  and  fostering  of  such 
an  institution  as  this  intniated  to  our  management. 

Ist.  The  end  to  be  secured.  This  is  to  save  criminal  and 
neglected  youth  from  becoming  bad  men  and  women  and 
hence  dangerous  to  the  peace,  order  and  safety  of  the  com- 
munity. 

2nd,  How  is  this  to  be  done?  "We  answer,  by  educa- 
tion; by  which  we  mean  more  than  merely  intellectual  de- 
velopment We  moan  that  kind  and  variety  of  education 
which  goes  to  form  the  character  of  a  good  man;  such  edu- 
cation as  good  and  wise  parents  give  tlieir  own  children,  and 
to  which  society  and  the  state  are  indebted  for  their  order, 
happiness  and  stability.  In  such  an  educution  are  these  el- 
ements :  Juihits  of  indmtry  ;  patient  performance  of  nec- 
essary labor ,'  obedience  to  law;  acquisition  of  hnoiolcdge, 
and  such  religioua  and  moral  training  as  shall  acquaint 
them  with  their  relations  to  God  and  their  fellow  men 
and  their  accountahility  for  their  conduct  in  life. 

It  will  be  admitted  that  all  these  elements,  at  least.,  enter 
into  the  government  of  every  well  ordered  family.  Weelaira 
too  that  they  can  not  be  dispensed  with,  without  deirauding 
the  child  of  bis  natural  rights ;  the  infant  has  the  same  claim 
upon  his  parents,  or  society,  for  these,  that  he  has  for  food 
and  raiment.  It  is  a  God-given  claim  to  the  helpless  and 
dependent  and  when  ignored  by  parents,  or  society,  it  will 
bring  its  own  penalty  upon  the  guilty. 

Now  it  is  a  well  known  fact  that  there  are  many  children 
in  every  state,  who  from  various  causes,  are  growing  up 
without  any  snccessful  efforts  on  the  part  of  their  natural 
protectors  to  secure  them  such  training  as  is  here  indicated; 
and  from  these  come  the  inmates  of  the  prisors  that  states 
have  to  maintain  for  their  protection  against  crime. 

Now  it  the  state  may  assume  the  guardianship  of  these 
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neglected  and  defrauded  children,  slio  is  bound,  and  her 
moti  welfare  prompts  lier,  to  supplj  this  lack  of  educa- 
tion. 

3rd.  These  children  are  made  the  wards  of  the  state  by 
Hxe  transgression,  of  her  laws.  They  come  into  her  hands 
convicted  of  what  the  law  bolds  as  a  crime  to  be  properly 
pnnished.  But  punishment  is  only  a  means  for  the  preven- 
tion of  crime ;  what  the  state  may  punish,  as  crime,  she  has 
a  right  to  prevent ;  hence  she  is  not  compelled  to  stand  by 
and  witness  the  actual  conmiission  of  crime  before  her  inter- 
ference becomes  legitimate. 

But  the  necessary  and  proper  kind  of  interference  in  this 
case,  is  to  taho  the  child  and  teach  him,  so  as  to  save  him 
from  crime  and  the  pnnishment  that  must  follow.  This  can 
not  be  done  by  visiting  upon  children  the  penalties  that  are 
iiieetcd  out  to  hardened  offenders.  They  may  have  commit- 
ted crimes  that  would,  according  to  the  letter  of  the  law, 
consign  them  to  the  common  prison ;  but  they  aro  children ; 
and  to  commit  them  to  the  eompanioiiship  of  the  inmates  of 
jails  and  penitentiaries  will  not  save  them  from  crime,  hnt 
only  qualify  them  for  more  desperate  conduct. 


TVhilo  tlie  peojjle  suffer  patiently  the  heavy  expenses  of 
maintaining  criminal  courts,  and  the  support  of  numerous 
prisons,  knowing  that  these  are  required  by  the  public  safety; 
we  hear  some  complain  of  the  expense  of  maintaining  a  re- 
form school.  Let  it  be  remembered  that  a  largo  proportion 
of  those  youths  who  become  inmates  of  a  reform  school, 
would  if  left  to  themselves  become  inmates  of  jails  and  peni- 
tentiaries, at  an  expense  vastly  greater  than  it  will  cost  the 
state  to  save  most  of  them  and  make  them  useful  citizens. 

One  wicked  and  criminal  son  in  a  family  costs  more 
money,  causes  more  grief  and  anxiety  to  his  parents,  than 
many  good  and  dutiful  sons,  and  add  to  all  this,  that  bo 
brings  disgrace  upon  all  connected  with  him.  The  same  is 
tme  of  the  vicious  in  society ;  they  are  a  heavy  burden  upon 
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the  cit;,  the  county  and  the  state;  it  costs  more  to  educate 
them  for  crime,  than  it  would  to  reform  and  save  them. 

With  these  mere  suggestiouB,  we  pass  to  call  thcattention 
of  your  Excellency  and  the  Legislatarc  to  some  of  the  hind- 
rances to  our  wort,  which  may  be  partially  removed  by 
necessary  legislation. 

Ist.  Among  these  we  place  what  we  believe  to  be  an 
abuse  of  the  law.  In  order  to  accomplish  the  work  for  whidi 
-  it  was  established,  the  Institution  should,  as  far  as  possible, 
bo  protected  against  this  abuse. 

We  cannot  resist  the  conviction  that  there  arc  children 
sent  to  the  Rcl'orm  School  who  ought  not  to  have  been  sent, 
and  who  are  not  pro|)er  subjects  in  the  meaning  of  the  law. 
Wo  infer  this  from  their  tender  age,  and  the  apparent  ab- 
sence of  any  marked  viciousness  of  character. 

It  irould  Bcem  that  the  impression  that  this  is  a  good 
home  for  them  wliere  they  will  be  maintained  and  instructed 
without  any  expense  to  parents  or  next  friends,  is  the  rea- 
son why  some  parents  or  next  friends  procure  their  commit- 
ment to  the  Institution. 

Many  arc  committee^  npon  the  complaint  of  parents  or 
relatives  who  are  responsible  for  tlie  support  of  such  chil- 
dren at  home ;  and  often  they  arc  the  only  witnesses  exam- 
ined before  the  conrt  that  adjudges  the  boy  or  girl  to  the 
reform  school. 

To  prevent  as  iSr  as  possible  [  any  such  abuse,  wc  would 
suggest  that  tlio  law  be  so  amended  as  to  require  that  no 
infant  shall  be  connnittcd  to  the  reform  scliool  by  any  jnstico 
of  the  peace  on  a  charge  of  incorrigibility,  unless  such  charge 
bo  sustained  by  at  least  one  disinterested  witness  besides  tho 
person  making  the  complaint. 

On  the  other  hand,  we  have  reason  to  believe  that  some- 
times boys  who  are  proper  subjects,  and  for  whose  salvation 
the  school  is  es]>ecially  intended,  are  not  committed  to  its 
gaardiansliip. 

Wo  have  no  desire  to  increase  the  number  of  inmates ; 
but  standing  where  we  do,  with  this  cause  entrusted  to  our 
hands,  we  feel  called  upon  to  point  out  snch   hindrances  to 
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OUT  legitimate  work,  as  we  see  to  exist.  Every  intelligent  ' 
man  knows  that  the  worst  use  we  can  put  a  cliild  to  ia  to 
send  him  to  prison;  that  to  have  been  in  Jail,  and  to  bo 
known  as  a  'jail  iird, '  is  to  blast  all  hopes  of  future  respect- 
ability or  success  in  life.  We  have,  tliereforc,  reason  to 
believe  that  every  conscientious  magistrate  will  hail  with 
joy  the  existence  of  an  institution  which  relieves  him  from 
the  painful  necessity  of  committing  a  child  to  prison  and  to 
the  companionship  of  older  and  more  hardened  offenders. 

The  reason  why  some  magistrates  fail  to  take  this  view  of 
the  subject  is,  we  think, |a  want  of  familiarity  with  the  nature, 
purpose  and  mode  of  operation  of  the  reform  school.  Such 
assume  that  this  is  only  one  place  of  punishment,  and  that 
they  are  at  liberty  to  clioose  between  it  and  the  countj  jail- 
There  are  those  who,  in  their  mistaken  judgment,  think  that 
to  send  a  hoy  to  jail  for  a  short  term  is  a  milder  punishment 
than  it  would  be  to  commit  him  to  the  reform  school  where 
ho  might  have  to  remain  for  years.  To  state  such  an  idea 
ia  to  show  its  fallacy.  It  is  the  greatest  kindness  to  compel 
a  thonghtlcss  and  vicious  youth  to  leave  off  his  evil  ways, 
and  to  acquire  that  education  and  training  that  will  fit  him 
for  the  dnties  of  life. 

Since  the  state  has  provided  .the  reform  school  in  place 
of  the  jail  and  the  penitentiary,  for  offenders  under  a  given 
age  should  it  not  bo  made  the  duty  of  magistrates,  when 
persons  under  that  age  have  been  convicted  of  crime,  to 
commit  them  to  its  guardianship  ?  Is  it  not  tlie  very  mean- 
ing expressed  by  the  Legislature  in  the  creation  of  such  an 
'  institution,  that  infants  under  10  years  of  age,  when  they 
have  been  convicted  of  any  crime  punishable  by  imprison- 
ment, shall  he  sent  to  the  'reform  school  and  subjected  to 
such  discipline  and  training  as  may  tend  to  reform  their 
lives  ?  Should  the  courts  be  left  free  to  choose  whether  they 
will  inflict  upon  youthful  offenders  the  very  penalty  the  law 
has  provided  for  them,  a  penalty  which  is  paternal  and 
humane  ?  Since  the  State  has  assumed  the  beneficent  work 
of  Having  these  young  transgressors  from  ruin,  it  is  in  direct 
oonflict  with  her  express  purpose,   to  class  them  with  the

cominoQ  herd  of  criminals,  and  mete  ont  to  them  the  same 
pnoisluacnt. 

BELIQIOUS  iySTBCCTIO». 

It  is  matter  of  regret  with  the  managers  that  the  qnestion 
of  the  riglit  to  impart  any  religions  instruction  in  the  Inati- 
tutioQ  has  been  raised.  ■ 

Although  the  Legislature  has  eiiacted^that  the  board  of 
managera  "  shall  establish  such  regulations  respecting  the 
religious  and  moral  education,  training,  &c.  of  the  inmates, 
as  maybe  deemed  expedient  and  proper,"  and  although  wo 
are  confident  you  will  approve  our  conduct  thus  far  in  this 
matter,  we  deem  it  ]>roper  to  state  particularly  what  baa 
been  our  course. 

Wo  have  from  the  first  carefully  avoided  teaching  tlie 
dogmas  of  any  particiilai-  church  or  creed.  We  have  felt  it 
onr  duty  not  to  prejudice  the  minds  of  tho  inmates  in  favor 
of  any  one  brancli  of  the  church  as  against  another. 

At  first  the  law  provided  that  all  ministers  of  recognixed 
standing  in  the  various  churches  might  visit  the  school  and 
instruct  such  of  its  inmates  as  belonged  to  their  churches 
severally.  Only  the  Catholic  clergy  availed  themselves  of 
this  provision ;  all  the  other  denominations  were  content  to 
leave  the  inmates  to  such  religious  instruction  as  was  given 
in  tlie  institution.  The  matron,  for  a  time,  heard  a  class  of 
boys  on  Sabbath  evenings  recite  the  shorter  catechism,  but 
only  such  of  thcin  as  desired  to  be  in  the  class.  This  pro- 
ceeding on  her  part  was  criticised  by  the  only  parties  who 
had  been  teaching  their  own  catechisms  in  the  institution. 
The  law  was  subsequently  amended,  and  that  provision 
which  opened  tlie  school  to  the  clergy  was  leit  out.  Soon 
after  the  close  of  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  with  a 
desire  of  removing  all  possible  grounds  of  complaint,  the 
Eoard  passed  an  order  to  exclude  all  sectarian  instruction 
from  the  school ;  since  which  time  there  has  been  none,  up 
to  the  first  of  December. 

But  tho  action  of  the  Board,  proliibiting  sectarian  instruc- 
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tioQ,  was  not  eatJslactorj  to  all.     On  thn  19th  of  Septem- 
ber, the  following  commnnieation  was  received : 

St.  Padl,  Sept.  10th,  1871. 
To  the  Hon.  the  Members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 

State  Iteform,  ScIiool : 
Ge:(tlemem  : 

I  have  the  honor  of  addressing  you  in  the  name  of  the 
Catholic  Clei^y  of  the  city,  with  the  rcqnest  that  permission 
be  granted  to  us  to  visit,  at  stated  times,  and  instruct  the 
children  ofonr  faith  that  may  bo  found  in  the  Kefomi  School, 
Were  it  agreeable  to  yon,  we  would  wish,  during  the  com- 
ing season,  to  see  thcin  for  one  hour  in  each  week,  the  pre- 
cise time  of  day  to  be  fi-xed  by  yourselves,  liesides  the 
■weekly  instruction,  we  would  desire  otcasionally  the  neces- 
sary facilities  for  administering  to  them  the  eacraments  of 
the  chnrcli.  By  which  facilities,  I  mean  the  right  of  seeing 
each  child  alone,  for  the  purpose  of  confession,  and,  from 
time  to  time,  on  Sunday  mornings,  the  privilege  of  celebrat- 
ing, tor  their  benefit,  the  sacrifice  of  the  Mass. 

iJopiug  that  these  demands  will  not  be  found  inconsistent 
in  any  way  with  yonr  regulations,

In  answer  to  the  foregoing  petition,  the  Board  took  the 
foHowing  action  at  its  meeting  in  December : 

After  having  repealed  the  order  prohibiting  all  sectarian 
teaching,  they  passed  the  following : 

"That  the  Superintendent  shall  set  apart  one  hour,  once 
in  two  weeks,  when  it  shall  be  the  privilege  of  the  ministers 
of  the  gospel  of  the  different  denominations  of  Christians,  to 
visit  the  Reform  School  and  instruct  in  religion  sneh  of  the 
inmates  as  may  belong  to  their  churches  severally.  Pro- 
vided that  all  such  instruction  shall  be  given  in  the  presence 
and  hearing  of  the  Superintendent  or  some  officer  of  the  in- 
stitution. " 

In  religious  instruction  we  take  our  stand  upon  the  broad 
ground  of  our  common  Cliristianity.  The  Bible  is  held  up 
as  the  Word  of  God,  and  the  sonrce  of  rehgions  knowledge, 
Tlie  children  are  taught  that  what  God  there  teaches,  we 
should  receive,  and  what  he   commands  we   should   obey. 
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That  the  sum  of  all  relu^oiis  tuith  and  practice  is  contained 
ID  tboso  two  great  command  in  en  t8  ot  the  law,  "To  lore  God 
with  alltho  heart,  and  to  love  our  neighbor  as  ourselves." 

Knowing  that  children  cnnnot  be  properly  educated  with- 
out religious  training,  we  can  not  do'  less  than  thia.  At  the 
samo  time,  wo  heartily  disclaim  that  bigotry  that  would 
prompt  us  to  take  advantage  of  our  position,  or  to  Bacrifice 
the  present  and  future  welfare  of  these  children  to  so,  com- 
paratively, unimportant  an  end  as  securing  their  preference 
for  this  or  that  branch  of  the  church. 

Wo  desire  only  to  bo  instrumental  in  training  them  to  be 
good  men  and  women  ;  and  we  feel  confident  that  should 
they  hereafter  become  members  of  any  church,  they  will  be 
all  the  better  and  more  useful  members  for  any  religious 
knowledge  they  may  have  acijuired  in  this  institution. 

C1IAE.\CTEE  OF  DISCHAltGEO  KOYS. 

The  following  statement,  in  reference  to  discharged  boys, 
will  give  some  idea  of  what  tlie  Reform  School  may  accom- 
plish. We  are  not  iully  informed  as  to  the  deportment  of 
all.     For  obvious  reasons,  we  give  only  initials : 

T.  ir.  T.  was  honorably  discharged.  He  had  made  good 
progress  in  learning  a  trade  ;  ho  is  now  working  at  tho  same 
trade,  completing  his  knowledge  of  it,  under  a  good  work- 
man, in  whose  family  he  resides,  and  is  doing  well. 

W.  R.  left  the  school  in  good  standing.  He  worked  I'or  a 
tjmo  on  a  farm  ;  ho  left  his  place,  and  is  sup[X)sod  to  have 
returned  to  the  South,  from  whence  ho  came. 

F.  C.  learned  a  trade  in  tho  school.  He  was  honorably 
disdiargod ;  is  living  at  homo  with  his  friends,  and  has  been 
working  at  his  trade. 

J.  S.  is  a  meclianic ;  partly  learned  his  trade  in  the  school, 
and  is  working  in  a  shop  in  St.  Paul. 

L.  C.  has  been  employed  in  a  drug  store ;  is  now  Attend- 
ing school  to  prepare  himself  better  for  the  business  of  a 
druggist.  He  is  a  good  young  man,  a  member  of  a  Chris- 
tian dinrch. 
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■  G.  S.  has  not  beeu  long  out  of  the  school ;  intends  to  ,be 
•  farmer.     He  is  now  working  in  the  pinery. 

J.  C.  is  ft  news-boy  on  a  railroad ;  his  family  give  a  good 
report  of  him. 

W.  H.  is  with  his  parents  in  the  city,  and  attending  one 
of  the  city  schools. 

J,  T,  was  taken  by  an  uncle,  a  farmer,  "We  have  had  no 
report  of  liim  for  some  time. 

W-  H.  is  employed  in  one  of  the  largestdry  goods  stores  iit 
the  city  ;  lives  with  his  employer,  who  reports  him  to  be  a  boy 
of  great  promise  ;  hia  conduct  is  creditable. 

J.  K.  was  dtscliargcd  to  learn  a  trade,  but  he  continued  at 
it  only  for  a  short  time.  Ho  is  now  working  with  a  butcher, 
which  business  he  says  he  intends  to  learn  and  follow. 

W.  W.  is  living  at  home,  and  attending  the  High  School. 
in  St.  Paul.     ■ 

F.  J.  is  living  with  a  mairied  sister  in  the  country ;  ho  is- 
a  small  boy  yet.     We  have  no  recent  report  of  his  conduct. 

D.  B.  is  at  home  with  his  parents,  who  are  pleased  with, 
his  conduct. 

W.  S.  is  witli  his  parents,  who  are  very  poor ;  he  has  fo 
help  support  the  family ;  is  young,  and  has  but  few  advan- 
tages ;  but  we  hear  no  complaints  of  his  conduct. 
,    O.  P.  is  learning  a  trade  in  Minneapolis  ;  boards  with  his 
parents,  and  is  giving  promise  of  being  a  good  man. 

W.  F.  was  sent  for  by  his  father,  and  has  gone  to  join  him 
in  California. 

P.  J).,  when  lust  board  h-om,  was  working  in  a  machine 
shop,  in  Chicago.  Wo  are  not  informed  as  to  his  conduct 
and  morals. 

E.  51  ia  at  home  in  Minneapolis,  working  in  the  mills  in 
Bommer  and  attending  school  in  winter.  His  conduct  and 
talents  excited  in  us,  while  bo  was  in  the  school,  hopes  that- 
he  wonld  rise  to  a  position  ot  importance. 

W.  P.  is  engaged  with  his  father  in  a  good  business ;  is  a 
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y<Jung  man  of  great  worth  ;  highly  spoken  of  by  the  test 
mon  in  the  city  where  he  lives.  IIo  is  an  active  and  usetal 
member  of  a  Christian  church. 

W.  C,  is  with  his  mother  in  Nevada,  lie  corresponds 
with  the  school,  and  gives  a  good  account  of  hlmeelf. 

II.  S.  was  discharged  to  learn  a  trade  with  his  father. 
We  have  no  recent  report  of  how  he  is  doing. 

J.  L.  boards  at  home,  and  is  working  in  a  shoe  shop  in  St 
Anthony.     He  learned  the  trade  in  part  in  the  institution. 

E.  II.  when  last  heard  from,  was  at  homo  with  his  par- 
ents. 

J.  F.  is  living  with  his  mother,  a  widow. 
W.  B.  ia  a  printer  in  his  father's  office,  where  he  is  doing 
well,  and  giving  evidence  of  a  tliorougli  reformation. 

F.  II.  is  at  home,  dying  with  consnmption.  His  condnct 
was  good  wliilc  in  the  school,  and  although  his  sprinj^ng 
hopes  of  success  in  life  are  blighted,  he  ia  looking  hopefully 
to  the  life  to  come. 

L.  S.  has  a  good  home  on  a  farm,  where  he  attends  school 
in  the  winter. 
C.  R,  is  at  homo  with  his  parents. 

G.  R.  is  a  printer ;  has  the  confidence  of  his  cmi)loycr ;  is 
a  member  of  the  church,  and  respected  by  those  who  knew 
him  when  his  life  was  entirely  diflTerent  from  what  it  is  now. 

Tliis  very  brief  record  of  discharged  boys  nmst  make  its 
own  impression  upon  the  mind  of  any  one  who  will  look  it 
over,  as  to  the  practicability  of  reforming  juvenile  offenders. 

Were  we  at  liberty  to  go  into  tlie  history  of  f  ho  conduct  of 
these  hoys,  prior  to  their  commitment  to  the  Reform  School, 
and  to  compai-e  what  they  were  then  with  what  they  are 
now,  we  are  sure  wo  would  call  out  tlte  sympathy  of  every 
good  man  ibr  our  work. 

Here  is  a  list  of  thirty-two  boys,  who  (after  having  com- 
mended themselves  by  good  conduct)  have  been  discharged 
or  granted  leave  of  absence  from  the  school.  So  far  as  we 
know,  their  present  conduct  is  as  good,  at  least,  as  that  of 
boys  generally  at  their  age. 

Of  these  thirty-two  boys,  fifteen  were   committed  for  lar- 
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oeny ;  tliree  for  arson ;  one  for  bnrglary,  and  thirteen  fur  in- 
corrigible and  vicious  conduct.  We  are  hopeful  of  their  fn- 
ture.  All  may  not  hold  out  against  temptation,  bnt  we  have 
jp«at  confidence  that  most  ol  them  will  prove  tlicmsolvea 
truly  refonned. 

INot  a  single  boy  whom  wc  have  thongbt  fit  to  be  dis- 
cbarged  from  the  school,  Iiaa  been  returned  to  ns,  or  been 
cliar^d  with  any  violation  of  the  la^,  while  some  of  them 
have  earned  the  respect  of  their  friends  and  the  confidence 
of  their  employers. 


The  general  health  of  the  inmates  has  been  good  thrcugb- 
oot  the  year. 

The  scarlet  fever  broke  ont  in  the  school  early  in 
the  summer.  We  bad,  in  all,  twenty  cases,  but  it  waa 
in  sneh  a  mild  form  that  it  yielded  readily  to  the  most 
simple  treatment.  Only  one  case  terminated  fatally ; 
that  was  a  boy  of  nnsonnd  constitution.  The  disease  went 
at  once  to  his  tliroat,  and  the  thii-d  day  after  the  attack  he 
died  of  putrid  sore  throat. 

One  boy  died,  after  having  been  but  five  days  in  the 
ecbool,  of  congestion  of  the  brain,  produced  by  an  attack  of 
spotted  fever. 


Two  boya  escaped  and  have  not  been  recovered.  They 
left  the  State,  and  no  eifort  was  made  to  follow  them.  One 
of  tliem  is  living  with  an  uncle  in  Missouri,  and  attending 
school. 

FEMALE   DEPARTSIENT. 

This  was  opened  in  December,  1870.  It  is  conducted  on 
the  same  princii)les  as  the  boys'  school.  A  lady  has  charge 
of  the  girls  as  principal  and  teacher,  with  one  assistant ; 
the  girls  are  in  a  separate  bnitding,  and  have  no  communi- 
cation with,  the  boys.  All  the  supplies  for  the  girls'  house 
are  furnished  from  the  common  stores  of  the  institution. 
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There  are  nine  inmates  in  this  school.  They  are  nndcr 
good  discipline ;  have  an  experienced  and  efficient  teacher, 
and  arc  being  carefully  trained  in  the  use  of  the  needle  and 
the  performance  of  all  domestic  lahor.  The  managers  are 
donbtful  of  the  expediency  in  continning  this  department  of 
the  institution. 


Tin  Shop. 

On  the  9th  day  of  Jaimary,  1871,  we  opened  a  tin  shop, 
the  object  being  to  afford  some  of  the  boys  an  opportunity 
of  learning  the  trade. 

Twelve  boys  have  been  employed  in  this  shop — six  in  the 
morning  and  six  in  the  afternoon.  Tliey  are  learning  rapidly, 
and  lifee  tho  business. 

At  first  bnt  little  remuneration  could  be  expected  from 
this  shop,  bnt  the  boys  arc  now  able  to  manufacture  sale- 
able work,  and  we  are  beginning  to  realize  some  income 
from  their  labor. 

But  the  gi-eat  advantage  to  be  derived  from  all  branches 
of  employment,  will  be  in  qu^if^'ing  the  inmates  to  earn  on 
honest  living  when  they  go  back  into  tho  outside  world. 

Shoe  Shop. 

This  shop  is  still  carried  on  efficiently,  emjiloyiiig  as  many 
boys  as  we  have  room  for. 

This  shop  has  done  all  the  work  for  the  inmates  ever 
since  it  was  opened,  besides  a  considerable  amount  of  cus- 
tom work,  and  manufacturing  boots  for  sale. 

Four  boys  have  gone  out  of  tliis  shop  during  the  year, 
with  knowledge  enough  of  tlie  trade  to  get  employment  and 
wages,  and  who  are  now  working  at  tho  business. 

Tailor  Shop. 

This  is  not  a  shop  in  which  we  profess  to  teach  boys  tho 
tailor's  trade,  further  than  with  the  aid  of  a  setunstress  to 
make  the  clotlios  of  the  inmates.  A  number  are 
employed  in  this  shop,  and   a  large  amount  of  making  and 
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inendiiig  lias  to  be  dono  to  keep  properly  clad  a  liundred 
bard  working,  and  harder  playing,  boys. 


We  have  continued  to  cultivate  all  the  land  belonging  to 
the  institution.  We  derive  great  advantage  from  oqr  farm 
V>d  garden,  raising  all  the  vegetables  consumed  by  the  in- 
mates during  the  year,  and  most  of  the  grain  fed  to  stock. 
Besides  vhat  hoe  been  used  during  the  season,  we  have  put 
in  store,  500  bushels  of  oate,  500  bnshcls  of  corn,  800 
bushels  of  potatoes,  200  bushels  of  carrots,  300  bushels  of 
onions,    50   bushels   of  beets,  15   bushels   of   beans.     We 

have  raised  and  fattened  about  3,000  ponnds  of  pork. 

Sufficient  ground   has   been   trenched   and   prepared   in 

which  to  plant,  In  the  spring,  500  grapo  vines. 

All  this  work  on  the  farm  and  garden,  and  all  the  other 

work  necessary  to  be  done  in  so  large  a  family,  which  has 

been  dono  by  the  inmates,  with  only  so  much  aid  as  is  neces- 

aary  to  oversee  and  direct,  them. 


We  felt  impelled,  by  want  of  room,  to  erect  some  kind  of 
a  building  to  \xs  used  in  case  of  sickness. 

A  frame,  two  stories  high,  32.\18,  was  put  up 
and  finished.  All  the  work,  except  plastering  and  making 
the  doora  and  windows,  was  done  by  the  regular  officers 
and  employees,  witli  such  nssistanco  its  the  boys  cotild 
render. 

The  wisdom  of  this  measure  was  at  once  apparent,  for  no 
sooner  was  it  finished  than  the  scarlet  fever  broke  ont  in  the 
school,  and  the  hospital  was  in  constant  nse  for  over  two 
months. 

Wc  have  also  finished  off  a  room,  in  what  was  the  wood 
house,  at  the  female  department,  for  a  school  room. 

BUILDIKOS    NEEDED. 

We  have  now  in  the  boys'  school  102  boys.  This  nam- 
ber,   besides  being  more  than  our    present  dormitory  is 
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adeqaat«  to  accomniodato,  ia  too  largo  to  be  in  ohc  familj. 
It  in  alinoet  impossible,  where  bo  many  are  together,  to  give 
them  that  individual  attention  which  boys  daily  require. 
It  must  be  remembered  that  this  is  the  home  of  the  boys, 
and  we  are  compelled  to  attend  to  all  their  wants  ;  to  be  to 
them  in.- the  jilace  of  parents  as  well  as  teachers. 

It  is  very  important  that  the  family  should  be  divided — 
the  smaller  boys  placed  by  themselves,  under  the  care  of 
their  own  officer.  "We  have  now  the  full  number  to  make 
two  large  famitiea,  such  as  are  amtemplated  in  the  plan 
adopted  by  the  Board  of  Managers.  We  earnestly  recom 
mend  to  the  Legislature  an  appropriation  sufficient  to  erect 
and  furnish  a  family  building, 

THE   BUILDINO   KEQUIRED. 

The  building  should  be  of  brick  two  stories  above  the 
basement,  5(5x36  feet  on  the  ground.  It  should  furnish 
school  room  for  a  grade,  dormitory  room  for  fifty  inmates, 
and  wash  room  for  same,  together  witli  officers  and  teachers' 
rooms,  and  necessary  store  rooms. 


The  institution  is  greatly  in  need  of  a  suitable  laundry 
building,  the  present  one  being  wholly  inadequate.  An  ap- 
propriation is  asked  for  the  erection  of  such  an  addition. 


There   are   now  in   the  institntion  one  hundred  and  niuo 
inmates.

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THE    LAW. 


The  Lepslature  of  1870  paascd  the  following  act  which  is 
hereto  appended: 

An  act  entitled  an  act  to  consolidate  the  varioiia  acta  relat- 
ing to  the  Minnesota  State  Reform  School  and  to  ainend 
th£  same. 

Se  it  enacted  hy  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Minne- 
tota: 

SecnoN  1.  That  the  Minnesota  State  Reform  Sdiool  shall 
"be  managed  and  conducted  on  behalf  of  the  etste  and  oe  a 
state  iDBtitution,  by  a  board  of  four  managers,  three  of  whom 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 
That  the  persons  now  constituting  said  board  shall  continue 
to  serve  as  managers  for  the  term  for  which  they  were  re- 
spectively appointed,  and  on  the  second  Monday  of  January 
of  each  and  every  year  hereafter  the  governor  of  this  state 
shall  appoint  one  competent  person  to  serve  as  manager  In 
said  board  for  four  years ;  and  within  twenty  days  after  such 
annual  appointment,  the  governor  shall  designate  one  of 
said  managers  to  act  as  president  of  said  board  for  the  period 
of  ono  year,  and  until  his  successor  shall  bo  designated ;  and 
the  governor  shall  duly  notify  said  board  of  such  appoint- 
ment at  their  first  regular  meeting  thereafter ;  and  the  said 
managers  shall  always,  at  their  first  regular  meeting  after 
theappointraentof  their  president,  elect,  by  a  phirdity  of 
Totes,  such  other  officers  ot  the  said  board  as  may  be  deemed 
by  them  expedient ;  and  whenever  any  vacancy  shall  occur 
in  said  board  by  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise,  the  gov- 
ernor shall  fill  the  same  by  appointment,  and  the  appointee 
diall  hold  only  for  the  unexpired  term  of  the  person  whosa 
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place  be  is  appointed  to  fill.  The  managers  in  said  board 
shall  in  all  cases  liold  over  after  the  expiration  of  the  term 
for  which  they  shall  have  been  respectively  appointed,  until 
their  snccessors  respectively  eliall  have  been  appointed  and 
qualified.  Ko  member  of  the  board  of  mdagers  shall  re- 
ceive any  compensation  for  his  services.     " 

Sec.  2.  That  the  board  of  managers  ^all  keep  said  insti- 
tution provided  with  suitable  buiIdii]B;s  am  grounds  in  thd 
county  of  Kamscy,  and  shall  establish  such  regulations  re- 
specting the  religious  and  moral  education,  training,  employ- 
ment, discipline,  and  safe  keeping  of  its  inhabitants  as  may 
be  deemed  expedient  and  proper. 

Sec.  3.  That  it  shall  be  tha  duty  of  the  board  of  mana- 
gers to  receive,  to  the  extent  of  the  means  placed  at  their 
disposal,  and  of  the  accomodations  affoi-ded  by  the  baildings 
and  grounds  belonging  to  said  school,  all  infants  under  their 
care  and  guardianship,  and  the  same  to  keep  during  their 
minority,  or  until  discharged  under  the  rules  of  said  board  ;. 
males  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  and  females  under  the 
age  of  fifteen  years,  committed  to  said  school,  in  any  of  the 
following  modes,  to-wit : 

F'wit — Infants  committed  by  a  justice  of  the  peace,  on  the 
complaint  and  due  pfoof  t]iereot,  by  the  parent,  guardian  or 
next  friend  of  said  infant,  that  by  reason  of  incorrigible  or 
vicious  conduct,  such  infant  has  rendered  his  or  her  control 
beyond  the  power  of  parent,  guardian  or  next  friend,  and 
made  it  manifestly  requisite  tliat  from  regard  to  the  morals 
and  future  welfare  of  such  infant,  he  or  she  should  be  placed 
under  the  guardianship  of  the  managers  of  the  Minnesota 
State  Reform  Seliool, 

Second — Infants  committed  by  the  authority  aforesfud, 
when  complaint  and  due  proof  have  been  made  that  such  in- 
fant is  a  proper  subject  for  the  guardianship  of  the  managers 
of  the  said  Minnesota  State  Reform  Kclioof,  in  consequence 
of  vagrancy,  or  incorrigibly  vicious  conduct,  and  that  from 
the  moral  depravity  or  other  insuperable  obstacle,  on  the 
part  of  the  parent,  guardian  or  next  friend,  in  whose  custody 
Buch  infant  may  bo,  such  parent,  guardian  or  next  friend  is 
incapable  or  unwilling  to  exercise  the  proper  care  and  disci- 
pline over  such  incorrigible  and  vicious  infant. 

Third — Infants  who  shall  be  taken  and  committed  as  va- 
grants, or  upon  any  criminal  charge,  or  duly  convicted  of 
any  criminal  offenses,  such  as  in  tlie  judgment  of  the  court 
before  which  such  conviction  may  be  had,  may  be  deemed 
proper  reason  for  such  commitment ;  and  the  said  managers 
shall  have  the  power  to  place  the  said  children  committed  to 
their  care  during  their  minority,  at  such  employment,  and 
cause  them  to  be  instructed  in  such  branches  of  useful  knowl- 
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edge  as.maj  be  suitable  to  their  years  and  capacities;  and 
tliej  shall  have  the  power  at  their  discretion  to  bind  ont  the 
eaid  children,  with  their  consent,  as  apprentices,  lor  the  pe- 
riod of  their  minority,  to  such  persons  and  at  such  places,  to 
learn  anch  trader  and  employments  as,  in  the  judgment  of 
the  said  managers,  will  be  most  conducive  to  tbeir  reforma- 
tion and  amendment,  and  will  tend  to  the  future  benefit  and 
advantage  of  such  children. 

Sbo.  4.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  justice  of  the 
peace,  committing  a  vagrant,  or  incorrigible,  nr  vicious  in- 
fant, as  aforesaid,  in  addition  to  the  adjiidicatiou  required 
by  the  third  section  of  this  act,  to  annex  to  the  commit- 
ment the  names  and  residences  of  the  diS'erent  witnesses 
examined  before  him,  and  the  testimony  given  by  them 
respectively,  on  which  the  said  adjudication  was  founded. 

Sec.  6,  It  shall  be  the  dutv  of  the  sheriff  or  any  constable 
of  the  respective  counties,  or  in  case  of  tneir  absence,  of  any 
suitable  person  appointed  by  the  court  lor  such  purpose,  to 
convey  any  inlaot  committed  as  aforesaid,  to  eaici  school, and 
justices  of  the  peace  and  constables  and  sheritlEs  performing 
servioes  under  this  act  shall  be  paid  the  same  fees  as  are 
allowed  for  similar  services  in  criminal  cases,  and  the  officer 
conveying  any  infant  committed,  as  aforesaid,  to  said  school, 
shall  receive  therefor  the  same  compensation  as  is  allo.wed 
for  the  conveyance  of  prisoners  to  the  state  prisou  ;  such  tfees 
and  compensation  to  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  coun- 
ty from  whicli  such  infant  was  committed. 

Sbo.  6.  That  the  children  received  by  said  managers,  un- 
der the  conviction  of  any  court  within  this  state,  shall  he 
clothed,  maintained  and  instructed  by  the  said  managers,  at 
the  public  expense  of  the  proper  county  from  which  they 
came ;  and  the  accounts  of  said  children  shall  be  kept  by  the 
managers  in  an  intelligible  and  proper  manner. 

Skc.  7.  That  the  said  managers  may,  from  time  to  time, 
make  by-laws,  ordinances  and  regulations  relative  to  the 
management,  government,  instruction,  discipline,  employ- 
ment and  disposition  of  the  said  children,  while  in  the  said 
reform  schonl,  as  they  deem  proper,  (the  same  being  not 
contrary  to  law)  and  may  appoint  such  officers,  agents  and 
servants  as  they  may  consider  necessary  to  transact  the  bus- 
iness of  s:»id  Bcliool,  and  may  designate  their  duties  and  sal- 
aries. And  further,  tlie  said  managers  shall  annually  lay 
before  the  legislature  of  the  state,  on  the  first  day  of 
each  session  thereof,  a  report  setting  forth  the  number  of 
children  received  into  the  said  school,  the  disposition  which 
shall  have  been  made  of  them  by  instructing  them  or  em- 
ploying them  therein,  or  by  binding  them  ont  as  appren- 
tices ;  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  said  managers,  and 
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ffenerollj  all  such  iacts  and  particnlars  ae  may  tend  to  fix* 
hibit  the  effects,  whether  beneficial  or  otherwiBe,  of  the  said 
institution.  , 

8eo.  '8.  That  all  persons  committed  to  the  Minnesots 
State  Befonn  Sdiool,  shall  he  allowed  in  all  cases  of  sick- 
ness, spiritual  advice  and  spiritual  ministration  from  any 
recognized  clergyman  of  the  denomination  or  church  to 
whidi  said  inmates  may  respectively  belong ;  such  advice 
and  ministration  to  be  given  within  sight  of  the  person  or 
persons  having  charge  of  such  inmates;  but  if  the  sick  person 
or  persona  seeEing  it,  desire  religions  consolation  ont  of  hear- 
ing of  any  officer  of  said  institution,  they,  in  such  case,  shall 
not  be  debarred  the  right  by  any  rule  of  said  school. 

Seo,  9,  That  the  groands  and  buildings  erected  there> 
on,  for  the  use  of  the  s^d  school,  shall  be  exempt  from 
taxation. 

Sec.  10,  That  no  person  or  persons,  corporation  or  body 
politic,  shall  be  permitted  to  open,  lay  out,  or  constmctany 
road  or  highway,  either  public  or  private,  under  any  pre- 
tence whatever,  upon  or  through  any  ground  owned  and  oc- 
cupied by  said  school,  without  the  consent  of  the  managers 
thereof 

Seo.  11.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  heretofore  passed  for 
the  incorporation  of  tlie  sud  Minnesota  State  Beform  School, 
and  all  acts  amendatory  thereto,  not  necessary  to  carry  out 
any  provisions  of  this  act,  not  contained  in,  or  incorporated 
herein,  and  all  acts  inconaistaut  with  this  act,  are  hereby 
repealed. 

Seo.  12.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

to-wit :  That  no  inetice  oi  the  peace  shall  commit  any  in- 
fant to  the  State  Beform  School  nnder  the  provisions  of  this 
act  nntil  at  least  one  member  of  the  board  of  connty  commis- 
nonera  of  the  connty  to  be  charged  with  the  maintenance  of 
anch  infant  shall  have  signified,  in  writing,  his  consent  to 
BQch  commitment,  and  such  written  consent  shall  be  attached 
to  the  conumtment 

Szc.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

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DIEECTOES'  REPORT. 


To  Sin  Excellency,  Horace  Austin,  Governor  of  the  /State 
of  Minnesota : 

Sib:  Tho  pleasant  daty  of  reporting  to  yon  the  entire 
saccess  and  complete  harmony,  in  all  its  departments,  of 
the  Tostitution  in  oor  charge,  again  devolves  upon  us. 

Under  the  legislation  of  last  winter,  authorizing  us  to  con- 
etract  the  south  wing  of  the  Inatitnte,  and  appropriating 
twenty-five  thousand  dollars  therefor,  wo  gave  full  and  ex- 
tended notice  to  builders  and  contractors  throughout  the 
State.  In  response  to  the  notice,  sealed  proposals  were  sent 
in  by  four  several  firms,  the  lowest  of  which  was  accepted 
by  us,  and  the  contract  for  the  completion  of  the  outside  of  a 
building  of  the  same  size,  style  and  material  as  the  first 
wing,  awarded  to  Marble  &  Dresser,  of  Owatonna.  Their 
contract  amounts  to  the  snm  of  twenty-four  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  sixty-nine  dollars,  and  satisfactory  bonds  were 
given  for  the  tnlfilment  thereof. 

The  hnilding  has  been  erected  and  the  outside  completed 
according  to  the  plans  and  specifications,  except  the  piazzas 
and  some  other  small  jobs. 

If  the  Legislature  see  fit  to  make  the  necessary  approp^a- 
tion  at  their  approaching  session,  we  promise  to  finish  and 
fbrnish  the  building  so  as  to  be  able,  at  the  commencement 
of  the  next  school  year,  to  welcome  all  the  waiting  ones,  of 
suitable  condition  for  education,  in  the  State. 

The  building  having  cost  under  such  contract  within  thii^ 
ty-oue  dollars  of  the  entire  appropriation,   we  have  been 
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compelled  to  draw  from  the  cnrreat  expense  fnnd  the  cost  of 
the  snpermtendence  of  the  work,  and  for  other  incidental 
expeosea. 

As  the  funds  from  which  oar  appropriation  was  to  be 
drawn  have  not  accamnlated  in  the  State  Treasury  fast 
enough  to  meet  the  estimates  under  our  contract  according 
to  the  terms  thereofi  we  have  met  our  payments  by  loans, 
as  appears  in  the  Treasurer's  report.  This  imple&sant  task 
to  us  was  a  necessity,  in  order  to  take  advautage  of  the 
building  season. 

To  fully  complete  the  new  wing  for  furnaces,  water  pipes^ 
and  other  furnishing,  wo  shall  require  the  &nm  of  twenty 
thousand  dollars. 

Last  year,  in  our  report,  we  gave  yon  the  cost,  per  sdiolarv 
in  all  the  principal  institutions  in  our  country,  and  estimated 
that,  witli  strict  economy,  we  should  be  able  to  carry  oq 
this  institation  at  $260  per  scholar — a  sum  considerably  less 
than  the  average  cost  in  similar  institutions. 

Talcing  eighty  scholars  as  the  lowest  probable  attendance 
during  the  year,  especially  if  the  new  wing  be  opened  next 
fall,  wc  shall  require  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars  per 
annum,  for  current  expcn8es,8nd  we  respectfully  recommend 
that  the  amount  of  the  annual  appropriation  be  changed  from 
fifteen  thousand  to  twenty  thousand  dollars. 

We  refer  yon  to  the  report  of  our  Superintendent  for  all 
Boch  matters  of  interest  in  onr  history  as  are  deemed  worthy 
of  notice. 

With  the  accompanying  reports  this  communication  is  re- 
spectfully submitted.

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To  the  MonoToble  Board  of  iHreetora : 

Gentleiceit  :  The  season  of  the  year  reminds  us  that 
another  twelvemonth  in  the  history  of  this  institution  has 
passed  away,  making  the  ninth  since  thiu  benevolent  enter- 
prise assumed  tangible  form,  and  gave  positive  evidence  of 
its  nsefnlness  to  the  State.  These  have  been  years  of  toil 
and  anxiety,  mingled  with  hopes  and  fears,  but  amid  all  has 
been  manifest  the  guiding  hand  and  fostering  care  of  our 
Heavenly  Father — seen  not  so  much  in  delivering  this  en- 
terprise from  threatening  antagonisms,  or  our  large  family 
from  wasting  diseases  and  fatal  epidemics,  as  in  gently  dis- 
tiUing,  day  by  day,  both  upon  the  enterprise  and  our  family 
the  gracious  tokens  of  His  favor  and  approbation.  Kot  one 
of  the  nine  years  covered  by  the  history  of  this  school  has 
been  more  marked  by  the  good  health  of  both  pupils  and  of- 
ficers than  the  last  which  closes  November  30th,  1871,  Not 
only  has  no  death,  or  severe  accident,  occurred  in  the  in- 
stitution during  the  last  nine  years,  but  during  the  last  year 
very  little  sickness  of  any  kind,  as  yon  will  loam  from  the 
report  of  our  attending  physician.  For  such  exemption  from 
sickness,  accidents,  and  death,  it  becomes  us  to  be  duly 
gratefnl. 

We  have  occasion,  also,  to  rejoice  in  view  of  the  evidences 
we  have  of  substantial  growth  and  prosperity,  to  some  o* 
which  your  attention  will  be  directed  in  this  report.  On  the 
whole,  the  last  year  has  been,  as  it  ought  to  be,  the  most 
successful  one  in  our  liist9ry,  as  is  evinced  by  the  harmony. 
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efficiency  and  development  seen  in  the  intellectual,   indns- 
trial  and  domestic  departments. 

ADHISSIOtfB. 

The  number  of  admissions  to  our  school  during  the  past 
year  must  necessarily  be  small,  for  tbe  reason  that  our  ac- 
commodations would  allow  UB  to  receive  pupils  to  fill  vaean- 
cies  onl}'.  A  few  have  left,  aiid  their  places  have  been  filled 
by  the  most  needy  applicants.  So  far  as  any  diEtiQction 
could  be  made  in  the  condition  of  those  who  applied  for  ad- 
mission, age,  cliiefiy,  lias  been  the  guide  in  such  decisions, 
it  being  more  important  for  a  youth  of  eighteen  or  twenty 
to  enter  school  immediately  than  one  often  or  twelve. 

At  the  time  my  last  report  was  presented  there  were,  or 
bad  been,  present  in  the  institution,  during  the  year,  seven- 
ty-six (76)  pupils  in  both  departments,  sixty-one  (61)  in  the 
deaf  and  dumb  department,  thirty-seven  (37)  of  these  being 
males  and  twenty-four  {2i)  females,  and  titltceu  (15)  iu  all  in 
the  blind  department — ten  (10)  males  and  live  (5)  females. 
Since  that  time  nine  (9)  have  left  the  school — four  (4)  as 
regular  graduates,  three  (3)  as  imbecile  in  niind,  and  hence 
not  fit  subjects  ;  one  (1 )  for  want  of  funds  to  provide  clothea 
and  other  necessary  expenses,  and  one  (1)  to  aid  aged  pa- 
rents at  home.  These  vacancies  have  been  filled  thus: 
Throe  (8)  have  re-entered  to  finish  their  course,  and  seven 
(7)  have  come  among  us  for  the  first  time ;  hence,  the  num- 
ber stands  seventy-seven (7T)  in  all  in  both  departments  dur- 
ing the  year,  although  not  all  of  them  have  been  iu  actual 
attendance  at  any  one  time.  The  reason  why  there  has 
been  no  more  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  is  the  want 
of  room,  as  stated  above.  Tliere  are  now  on  file  applica- 
tions for  twenty-eight  (28)  different  persons  who  are  de- 
prived of  the  advantages  of  the  institution,  simply  because 
we  cannot  receive  them.  Still  others  would  have  made  ap-, 
plication  if  any  enconragement  bad  been  given  them  that 
their  application  would  be  attended  with  success. 

OFFICKBS. 

Tbe  number  of  officers  in  the  institution  remains  the  some 
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as  last  year,  and  all  are  lalxn-ing  diligently  and  faithfully  in 
their  respective  places. 

Three  changes  have  occurred,  two  in  the  intellectual  and 
one  in  the  domestic  department.  Cyrus  L.  Williatne,  who 
had  heen  with  us  for  upwards  of  two  years,  laboring  dili- 
gently and  efficiently,  resigned  his  position  last  January,  to 
enter  upon  similar  duties  in  the  Wisconsin  Institution  tor  the 
Deaf  and  Dumb.  At  the  close  of  the  term  in  June  last, 
Miss  Anuie  Morse,  who  had  tanglit  here  with  tnai-ked  euc- 
cess  for  two  years,  declined  a  reappointment,  that  she  might 
accept  a  similar  office  in  the  Illinois  Institution  (or  the  Deaf 
and  Dninb.  Both  of  these  persons  commenced  their  labors 
asteachersof  theDeaf  andDiimbhere,and  it  is  confidently  be- 
lieved that  wherever  they  may  labor  inthis good  cause,  success 
will  attend  them.  However  much  we  may  regret  to  lose  such 
&itliful  teachers,  it  is  a  source  of  satisfaction  to  know  that 
Superintendents  of  kindred  institutions  are  looking  westward 
as  well  as  eastward,  for  efficient  teachers.  Should  such  de- 
mands coiitinne  to  be  made  upon  ns,  it  may  be  lonnd  expe- 
dient to  open  a  Normal  Department  for  the  training  of 
teachers  I  * 

In  my  report  for  1868,  a  Normal  Class  was  referred  to, 
and  MissCora  A.  Howe,  wliowasthena  pupil  and  gradu- 
ated the  following  year,  has  been  selected  to  fill  one  of  the 
vacancies  in  our  corps  of  teachers.  She  is  one  of  the  first 
graduates  of  this  institute,  and  is  ji^ving  good  evidence  that 
her  education  here  has  heen  to  some  good  purpose.  She  is 
doing  her  work  well.  Miss  Annie  Howe,  a  sister  of  the 
former,  has  been  selected  to  fill  the  other  vacancy  in  the 
corps  of  teachers.  Having  been  intimate  with  her  sister 
and  learned  from  her  something  of  the  sign  language,  she  is 
prepared  to  enter  upon  her  work  from  a  position  somewhat 
in  advance  of  most  new  teachers.  Experience  in  the  school- 
*  room,  however,  must  determine  her  success,  as  well  as  that 
of  all  other  teachers. 

Such  changes  in  our  corps  of  teachers  are  undesirable,  but 
when  more  eligible  positions  ofi^er,  it  is  to  be  expected  that 
teachers  will  avail  themselves  of  them.    The  time  may  come 
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when  it  will  be  for  the  best  iutereste  of  this  institution  to  pay 
salaries  equal  to  those  oSered  in  other  kindred  institations. 
Teachers  of  liberal  learning  and  large  experience  are  needed 
in  order  to  attain  to  tlie  highest  success;  and  when  teacher* 
of  liberal  culture  are  cmplojed,  the  remuneration  must  be 
such  as  to  give  reasonable  assurance  that  their  services  majr 
be  secured  to  the  institution  when  experience  has  thorough- 
ly fitted  them  for  this  good  work.  Efficient,  permanent  offi- 
cers arc  a  great  desideratum  in  every  school  of  this  kind. 

THE   D0UE8TIC   DEPARTUENT, 

Under  the  same  immediate  supervision  and  management  aa 
one  year  ago,  is  accomplishing  all  that  can  reasonably  be  eir 
peeted.  Miss  Fanny  Brown,  who  for  one  year  performed 
the  duties  of  Assistant  Matron,  left  at  the  close  of  her  en- 
gagement, and  accepted  the  position  of  house-keeper  in  th* 
Ohio  Institution  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb. 

She  carries  with  her  to  her  new  field  of  labor  the  best 
wishes  of  her  eo-laborcrs  here.  The  place  thus  made  va- 
cant has  been  filled  by  Mrs.  Sarah  M.  Perry,  who  has  thus 
far  given  the  most  satisfactory  evidence  of  her  fitness  for  the 
place. 

It  requires  much  tact  and  patient  toil  to  meet  all  the  de- 
mands made  upon  the  Matron  and  her  Assistant,  and  espe- 
cially is  this  true  in  tlie  case  of  new  beginners.  But  from 
the  first,  both  of  these  officers  have  met  their  duties  in  the 
spirit  and  with  the  energy  and  promptness  which  are  sure 
pledges  of  success.  The  efficiency,  good  order  and  harmony 
apparent  iu  all  the  domestic  arrangements,  as  well  as  the 
faithfulness  of  servants,  are  signs  not  to  be  mistaken  in  the 
workings  of  such  a  department  as  this.  Its  wholesome  in- 
fluence is  seen  and  folt  in  all  the  household,  numbering  at 
this  writing  eighty-five  persons. 

It  is  not  too  much  to  say,  that  never  before  has  this  de- 
partment of  the  institution  been  in  better  hands,  or  man. 
agad  more  efficiently  or  more  economically  than  at  the  pres- 
ent time. 
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raDDBXaiAL  WORE. 

In  former  reports  your  attention  has  been  called  to  the 
great  importance  of  teaching  our  pnpils  trades  before  they 
leave  school.  I  cannot  allow  this  report  to  pass  from  my 
hands  without  urging  tliis  subject  upon  your  serious  consid- 
eration again.  It  is  one  thing  to  furnish  workmen  with  in- 
stroments  to  work  with,  but  it  ia  quite  another  thing  to  give 
them  skill  and  efficiency  in  the  use  of  them. 

"What  a  startling  and  suggestive  fact  is  shown  by  tho 
prison  statistics  of  last  year— that  eeoenty  per  cent,  of  our 
criminals  are  unskilled  in  manual  labor  I"*

Learning  is  a  good  thing,  but  learning  is  not  education. 
Oar  aim  is  to  fit  these  children  for  the  duties  of  active  life. 
To  do  this  properly  a  trade  should  be  taught  them  while  in 
school.  The  experience  of  some  of  ouf  graduates  has  im- 
pressed the  great  importance  of  tliis  subject  apon  my  atten- 
tion. Some  of  the  graduates  who  have  left  us,  had  acquired 
while  here,  some  iDstght  into  the  cooper  trade,and  when  l^ 
dependent  upon  their  own  resour<»B,  have  found  their  trade 
quite  as  useful  and  practical  as  their  knowledge  of  the  Eng- 
lish language,  while  those  who  left  without  any  such  start 
have  iu  some  few  instances  found  difficulties  in  earning  a 
living.  One  of  the  latter  class  has  made  urgent  application 
to  be  re-admitted  until  be  can  learn  a  trade.  He  finds  that 
mechanics  will  not  undertake  to  teach  a  trade  to  those  who 
cannot  hear.  Kot  a  single  pupil  ought  to  leave  this  school 
until  he  or  she  has  learned  to  do  something  whereby  a  live- 
lihood may  be  earned.  True,  something  has  been  already  ac- 
complished, but  our  present,  shop  will  accommodate  only 
eight  boys,  while  at  least  twenty-five  (25)  out  of  thirty-eight 
(38)  present  ought  to  be  learning  a  trade.  It  is  also  true 
that  the  boys  work  more  or  less  on  the  farm,  but  this  satis- 
fies neither  pupils  nor  parents.  They  can  teach  this  at  home 
to  bettor  advantage,  so  far  as  time,  clothes,  and  instruction, 
are  concerned.  Skill  in  the  use  of  tools  is  greatly  desired. 
A  cabinet-shop  and  a  shoe-shop  ought  to  be  opened  at  the 
earliest  day  possible.  In  your  estimates  for  another  year,  I 
trust  you  will  give  this  subject  a  place. 
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THR  OABDEIT. 

It  would  be  impossible  to  give  a  stranger  a  correct  idea  of 
the  work  accomplished  by  the  institution,  and  of  its  receipts 
and  expenditures,  without  taking  some  account  of  the  pro- 
ducts of  the  farm  and  garden.  Tlie  supplies  of  vegetables  of 
all  kinds  from  our  garden  have  been  ample  to  meet  the  waots 
of  our  large  family.  From  the  earliest  vegetables  of  spring; 
to  the  late  stores  for  winter  use,  there  has  been  a  fresh  and 
abundant  snpplyjust  as  they  were  needed. 

Without  doubt  this  has  contributed  its  influence  in  pro. 
moting.good  health  in  the  family.  The  success  of  this  de- 
partment, as  well  as  turning  to  good  account  much  of  the 
labor  of  the  boys  on  the  grounds  and  in  the  garden,  is  due 
to  our  exc^ent  gardener,  Mr.  Oiof  Fhersson.  With  one 
snch  man  to  plan  and  lay  out  work  and  see  that  the  labor  is 
properly  directed  much  may  be  accomplished  from  year  to 
year  which  otherwise  would  be  lost,  or  spent  to  no  good  pur- 
pose. It  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  it  is  economy  to  work 
up  onr  grounds  and  cultivate  our  garden  so  as  to  produce 
whatever  vegetables  may  bo  needed  for  the  table,  and  at  the 
same  time  render  the  lands,  here  set  apart,  most  serviceable 
to  the  institution.  The  following  facts  and  figures  hare  been 
carefnlly  gathered  for  your  information.

These  statistics  are  sufficient  to  show  that  the  garden  ia  a 
psjing  institution,  and  one  that  may  be  with  proper  care  and 
coltnre,  improved  from  year  to  year.  Much  however  will 
depend  upon  the  skill  and  labor^^bostowedupon  it  The  boys 
alone  cannot  do  it. 

TH£  UECENT  CEKBUS. 

Chapter  XXXV,  Title  II,  Section  20  of  the  Statutea  of 
Minnesota,  in  setting  forth  what  the  annual  report  shall  con- 
tain, requiies  "The  names,  ages  and  residences  of  deaf  mutes 
ascertained  to  be  in  the  state,  who  have  not  attended  the 
BchooL"  Jnst  how  these  data  are  to  be  "ascertained"  does 
not  appear.  These  children  are  scattered  all  over  the  state 
and  the  parents  of  some  of  them  are  unable  to  read  or  writo 
a  word  of  English,  hence  it  becomes  a  somewhat  serious 
question  how  reliable  information  is  to  be  obtained  to  pub- 
lish in  onr  reports.  During  the  previous  five  years  no  spec- 
ial effort  has  been  made  and  no  money  expended  for  the  pur- 
pose of  obtaining  the  desired  information.  As  might  natu- 
rally be  expected  the  retnms  of  the  recent  United  States 
eensns  have  been  looked  forward  to  with  special  interest  as 
affording  valuable  statistics  upon  this  subject.  Through  the 
kindness  of  the  Secretary  of  State  I  have  been  able  to  gain 
access  to  the  censua  rolls  and  have  had  prepared  for  future 
reference  complete  retuma  of  all  the  deaf  and  dnnib  and  the 
blind  in  the  state,  bo  far  as  they  can  be  learned  from  the  cen- 
sus.   By  comparing  these  returns  with  facts  aa  I  have  gath-s 
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ered  them  from  time  to  time  I  iind  tliem  to  lie  quite  imper- 
fect Many  omissions  and  inaccuracies  occur,  but  with  all 
tlieir  imperfections  tliey  are  of  great  assistance  in  estimating 
the  probable  number  of  children  of  both  classes  who  may 
apply  for  admission  to  this  school  within  the  next  few  years. 
The  most  conspicuous  error  observed  in  the  returns  is  the 
omission  of  the  names  of  so  many  in  tlie  state  who  are  known 
to  be  deaf  and  dumb  or  blind.  .« 

After  having  corrected  my  own  statistics  and  the  census 
returns  also,  so  far  as  can  be  done  by  comparing  them  with 
each  other,  the  following  facts  and  figures,  arc  given  as  note- 
worthy. Tlie  whole  number  of  applications  for  admission  to 
the  institute  now  on  file  is  twenty-eight  (28). 

None  of  these  can  be  received  until  more  room  is  provid- 
ed, or  vacancies  occnr.  But  besides  these  tioenty-eight  ap- 
plicants, the  census  returns  give  the  names  of  sixty-five  (65) 
more  in  the  state  of  a  suitable  age  to  attend  school,  who 
may  be  expected  to  apply  at  any  time.  This  makes  a  snm 
total  of  ninety-three  (93)  deaf  and  dumb  and  blind  children 
in  the  state  between  eight  and  twenty-five  years  old  who 
have  not  been  in  attendance  at  the  school,  and  who  ought  to 
be  provided  for  immediately,  not  to  say  any  thing  of  those 
who  are  younger  and  will  very  soon  be  knocking  at  onr 
doors  for  admission.  These  figures  are  given  after  much 
painstaking;  and  the  name,  age,  and  pest  office  address  of 
each  one  of  these  ninety-three  persons  can  be  produced  from 
papers  now  on  file  at  the  institution.  You  and  all  others 
who  may  have  occasion  to  examine  this  report  can  judge  for 
yourselves  whether  or  not,  it  is  important  to  proceed  with- 
out delay  to  the  work  of  finishing  and  furnishing 

Tire  SOUTH  vnso. 
It  is  a  deeply  interesting  feature  of  the  last  nine  years  work 
which  you  have  been  supervising  here  on  behalf  of  the  State, 
to  see  how  nearly  tlie  wants  of  supply  and  demand  have 
been  met  from  year  to  year.  In  no  instance  to  my 
knowledge  have  you  ever  made  provision  for  more  than  was 
really  demanded  by  the  pressing  wants  oPthe  institution. 
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True,  applications  have  every  term,  save  one — tlie  sanuner 
ofl86S,  wlieii  the  north  wing  vas  first  occupied — been  in 
-  exceaa  of  our  accommodations,  still  by  careful  diBcrimination 
in  faror  of  the  moat  needy  applicants,  the  deai  and  dumb, 
and  the  blind  of  Minneeota  have  been  well  provided  for 
considering  the  finances  of  this  new  State  and  the  circmn- 
Btances  of  our  citizens  generally.  The  large  expense  incur- 
red the  past  year  in  erecting  the  south  wing  is  no  exception 
to  this  rule. 

There  is  every  probability  now  that  if  even  one-half  of 
the  applications  on  baud  and  those  referred  to  as  contained 
in  the  recent  census  returns,  should  apply  for  admission  next 
fid),  that  the  new  wing  will  be  filled  the  first  term  it  is  opened 
for  the  reception  of  pupils.  Your  report  presented  to  the 
Governor  one  year  ago  set  forth  the  necessity  of  erecting, 
without  delay,  the  south  wing  estimated  to  cost  $40,000. 
Twenty-five  thousand  of  that  has  been  appropriated  and 
judiciously  expended,  but  the  balance,  to  wit,  fifteen  thous- 
and dollars  to  finish  it,  and  at  least  $5000  to  furnisli  and 
heat  it  will  be  necessary,  or  none  that  has  been  expended 
will  be  of  any  practical  use  to  the  institution,  or  the  State. 
Undoubtedly  when  properly  set  forth  this  fact  will  be  recog- 
nized and  provision  made  for  bringing  this  much  needed 
work  to  its  completion.  I  cannot  urge  upon  you  too  strong- 
ly the  great  importance  of  finishing  this  south  wing  during 
the  next  spring  and  summer,  and  having  it  done  in  the  most 
thorough  manner.  It  is  to  be  the  hoys'  wing,  and  for  years 
to  come  will  be  subjected  to  more  than  ordinary  wear  and 
tear.  The  hall  floors,  stairs,  and  banisters,  cannot  be  made 
too  strong  and  durable.  We  have  already  relaid  floors  in 
the  wing  now  occupied,  hence,  so  far  as  practicable,  hard 
wood  flooring  should  take  the  place  of  soft  pine. 

HEATINO,  LIOHTmO  AND  FUHNTSUINO. 

Although  it  has  been  contemplated  heating  the  new  wing 
with  hot'air  furnaces,  still  it  should  be  adopted  only  as  a 
temporary  measure.  The  time  wUl  come  and  that  in  a  very 
few  years  at  the  longest,   when  the  whole  establishment 
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mnat  be  heated  bj  steam,  and  eteam  introduced  into  tho 
laundry  and  tbe  kitchen,  and  perliaps  into  the  work-shopa. 
The  manifold  conveniences  of  ateam  as  n'ell  as  its  greater 
safety,  afford  leasona  which  render  a  cheaper  apparatus 
practicable  only  for  a  short  time.  Certainly  as  soon  as  the 
main  building  is  erected,  the  whole  honse  should  bu  heated 
by  steam.  The  furnaces  now  used  will  in  a  few  years  more 
be  worn  and  burned  out,  when  they  should  give  place  to 
steam. 

The  wing  now  occupied  was  provided  with  gas  pip^s,  al- 
though a  gas  machine  has  as  yet  never  been  introduced.  I 
recommend  that  in  Unisliing  the  south  wing  that  gas  pipes 
be  also  laid  there,  so  as  to  supply  every  hall  and  room.  It 
will  prove  to  be  a  work  of  economy  in  tho  end.  The  prea- 
ent  mode  of  lighting  with  kerosene  lamps  is  attended  with 
risk  and  great  inconvenience.  I  ara  not  prepared  to  recom- 
mend any  gas  machine,  for  those  I  have  examined  have  not 
given  satisfactory  evidence  of  greater  safety  and  utility.  If 
not  before,  certainly  when  the  main  center  building  is  erect- 
ed, gas  works  for  the  manufacture  of  gas  will  be  needed, 
unless  Faribault  shonld  afford  a  supply  from  town.  In  the 
south  wing  accommodations  for  at  least  fifty  pupils  should 
be  furnished,  with  sleeping  rooms,  sitting  rooms,  school 
rooms,  chapel,  music  room  for  the  blind,  and  piivate  rooms 
for  officers.  Slates  for  blackboai'd  use,  tables,  clotlies-pressea 
and  the  like  will  also  be  needed.  In  addition  to  this,  a  new 
laundry,  an  enlargement  of  our  present  dining-room,  a  cook- 
ing range,  a  covered  passage  ivay  between  the  two  wings, 
besides  painting  and  some  general  repairs  in  tho  north  wing 
are  necessary.  I  cannot  see  how  the  whole  of  tliis  can  be 
accomplished  for  $5000. 

Toor  attention  is  specially  called  to  these  items  named 
above. 

CUKBENT  KXPBUBK  FDSD. 

In  the  report  of  your  honorable  board  one  year  ago, 
special  attention  was  called  to  the  fact  that  our  current 
expense  fund  was  not  sufficient  to  pay  running  expenses. 
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Such  was  the  case  one  year  ago  and  notwithstanding  onr 
economy  and  retrenchment  snch  will  inevitably  be  the  case 
this  year  aW.  How  then  shall  the  inetituttun  meet  the 
increased  current  expenecB  of  another  year,  when  it  is 
expected  to  make  large  additions  to  the  institution  ?  With 
an  increase  ot'pnpils  comes  necessarily  an  increase  of  officers, 
and  yoit  are  donbtless  aware  that  as  teachers  gain  experience 
and  efficiency  their  services  are  more  valuable  and  in  order 
to  retain  them,  an  increase  in  their  compensation  mnst  be 
made. 

■The  additional  expense  of  heating  and  lighting  the  new 
wing  alone,  will  range  from  $800  to  $1,000  per  annum.  In 
jonr  last  report,  afWr  careful  investigation  you  very  proper- 
ly named  $18,000,  as  the  snm  needed  for  current  expenses 
this  year. 

When  the  new  wing  is  occupied,  the  amount  needed  must 
nccesGarily  be  larger.  The  expenses  of  additional  officers, 
wages  of  eervanle,  heating  and  lighting  the  south  wing,  will 
render  it  necessary  that  the  cnrrent  expense  fund  should  be. 
not  less  than  $30,000  per  annum.  This  is  a  very  moderate 
increase  in  expenses,  in  comparison  with  the  increase  in  tho 
number  of  pnpila  expected.  Take  another  view.  In  yonr 
last  report  you  estimated  $260  per  pupil — a  sum  quite 
below  the  average  price  in  kindred  institutions — as  the 
amonnt  needed  annnally,  to  carry  on  the  work  of  tlie  insti- 
tution. Now,  estimating  that  nine  (0)  pnpils  will  leave  at 
the  close  of  another  term,  (the  same  number  as  this  year) 
and  that  out  of  the  twenty-eight  (28)  npplicatious  on  hand, 
and  the  sixty-five  (65)  given  in  the  census  returns,  only 
twenty  (20)  in  alt  should  actually  attend  school,  making  the 
average  attendance  for  the  year  eighty  (SO),  and  yon  have 
the  aggregate  expenses  of  the  year  $20,800.  There  is, 
however,  every  probability  that  a  much  larger  number  of 
pnpils  than  this  will  be  in  attendance,  and  without  this 
increase  in  onr  finances  the  institution  cannot  support  them. 
These  points  are  plain  and  patent  to  any  one  who  wilt 
consider  them  carcfnlly.  My  own  apprehensions  are  that, 
•honld  we  another  fall,  open  the  south  wing  and  say  to  all 
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the  deaf  and  dninb  and  blind-in  the  State,  aa  was  eaid  npoD 
the  opening  of  the  north  wing,  "Come  one,  come  all," 
even  $20,000  wonid  not  be  sufficient,  but  this,  yonr  honor- 
able board  will  detormiDe. 

EDDCATION   OF   DEAF   HUTES. 

"  How  long  do  j.onr  pupiU  go  to  eebool !  "  "How  far  do 
yon  carry  their  odncation  beforo  they  gradnate?"  "Are 
yon  always  sncceBsfiil  in  giving  them  a  good  education?" 
These  are  some  of  the  questions  propounded  by  visitors  at 
the  institution.  Brief  answers  to  them  here  arc  pertinent, 
becanse  of  their  general  bearing  npon  tbo  work  of  the  iiisti- 
tntion.  According  to  present  rules  of  admission,  pnpils  aro 
expected  to  pursue  a  course  of  five  or  seven  years.  Some, 
however,  do  not  remain  even  five  years,  and  as  a  matter  of 
conrso  start  in  life  at  a  great  disadvantage.  Sometimes 
they  discover  their  mistake,  when  it  is  too  late  to  correct  it. 
Every  pupil  who  enters  the  inatitntion  ought  to  complete  a 
full  course,  in  order  to  have  that  command  of  the  English 
language  which  will  enable  him  to  commnoicate  readily  and 
nnderstandingly,  either  soeiaHy,  or  on  matters  of  busineee. 

It  is  our  aim  to  give  every  graduate  an  average  common 
school  edacation,  and  where  there  is  good  ability  and  regU'< 
larity  in  attendance,  this  is  generally  accomplished.  But 
there  are  instances  in  which  pupils  enter  school  at  an  age, 
when  they  ought  to  be  ready  to  graduate,  and  their  minds 
having  remained  uncultivated  so  long,  it  is  quite  impossible 
to  give  them  the  desired  intelligence  by  the  time  they  leave 
school.  Sometimes  the  disease,  which  has  caused  the  loss 
of  hearing,  has  injured  the  mental  powers,  and  hence  ren- 
dered an  education  more  difficult.  The  ability  to  acqairo  a 
new  language  is  not  possessed  equally  by  all  children,  not 
even  by  children  who  have  all  their  senses.  This  is 
emphatically  true  with  deaf-mute  children  ;  and  then  having 
to  commence  in  echdol  with  absolutely  nothing,  and  having 
nearly  all  the  little  conventionalities  of  society  to  learo  at 
school,  which  ordinary  children  learn  by  association  with 
others  at  home,  it  becomes  a  tagk  not  easily  accompliabed  to 
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givo  these  children  eren  a  common  achool  edncation,  dnriog 
the  time  allotted  them  at  school.  Their  ability  to  write  the 
Eoglish  language  in  conTeyiiig  their  thoughts,  le  not  always 
ft  correct  standard  by  which  to  judge  of  their  education. 
This  would  not  be  a  sure  criterion  to  go  by,  eron  in  the 
esse  of  children  in  oar  common  schools,  who  may  hare 
Bfled  their  mother  tongue  twelve  or  fifteen  years.  How 
aojoat  then  to  apply  this  test  to  the  deaf  and  dumb,  who 
hsTe  Bcqaired  their  knowledge  of  it  only  while  at  school,  as 
fltodents  now  learn  French  and  German,  or  Latin  and 
Greek.  Add  to  this  the  numerous  diEBculties  arising  from 
kaming  a  language  through  the  sense  of  sight  alone,  instead 
of  both  hearing  and  sight,  and  it  becomes  no  wonder  that 
•ome  fail  to  obtain  an  easy,  fluent,  and  accnrate  style  in 
English  composition  during  the  time  allotted  them  at  school. 
Bat  the  best  way  to  judge  of  their  attainments  is  to  come 
and  see  them  engaged  in  their  school  exercises,  as  all  are 
most  cordially  invited  to  do. 

THK   BLIND   DEPAETMENT. 

No  changes  worthy  of  note,  have  occurred  in  this  depart* 
ment  since  the  isBDe  of  the  last  report.  The  same  general 
eh aract eristics  have  marked  the  students  in  this  department 
ss  in  former  years,  although  more  studiuusneas,  bettor  order, 
snd  more  tboughtfnlaess  have  been  observed.  Those  more 
advanced  in  their  course  have  shown  that  they  are  anxious 
to  make  good  use  of  their  time  and  privileges  before  gradua- 
tion. Ttio  refining  and  elevating  influence  of  education  is 
manifest  among  them.  It  is  much  to  bo  regretted  that  those 
6ow  in  the  State,  too  old  to  enter  school  must  lose  the 
advantages  of  education.  Tbey  can  neither  have  the  dark* 
neea  in  which  they  dwell,  relieved  by  the  light  of  knowledge, 
nor  the  burden  of  lif'o  lightened  by  the  strength  of  mind  and 
character  developed  wliilo  at  school.  It  would  be  a  timely 
*ork  of  benevolence  toward  snch,  could  a  shop  be  opened 
in  which  they  might  be  permitted  to  labor  until  they  learn  A 
trade.  A  uaeful  trade  would  add  to  their  happiness  and 
render  them  at  least  partially  independent.    Three  of  the

fifteen,  who  wero  members  of  tliia  department  last  Jnne, 
failed  to  return  upon  the  opening  of  school  in  September — 
one  for  the  want  of  fnndB;  another  to  give  special  atten- 
tion to  health  and  physical  development,  and  the  third  for 
reasons  best  known  to  himself.     Two  hare  been  received  to 
fill  these  vacancies,  and  n  third  left  home,  but  while  on   liis 
way  to  Faribault  was  taken  eick  and  retnrned.     The  whole 
number  present  dnring  the  year  has  been  seventeen  (17). 
The  Dumber  ascertained  to  be  in'the  State  and  of  a  snitabte 
age   to   attend  school  is  seventeen.     Four  of  these  have 
already  made  application  for  admission  lo  tlie  school,  and 
doubtless  others  will  do  so  as  soon  as  the  sooth  wing  is 
known  to  be  completed.     The  recent   ceiisas  retorns  give 
the  names  of  a  considerable  number  of  blind  persons  in  the 
State,  but  the  great  majority  of  tlicm  are  too  old  to  enter 
school.     Just  how  many  of  them  have  been  edvcnted,  the 
returns  do  not  indicate.     It  is  greatly  to  be  desired  that  all 
thesG  nnfortnnatca  should  be  educated  an^  society  relieved 
just  so  far  as  a  good  education  can  do  it. 


All  the  pnpils  in  the  blind  department  pay  more  or  less 
attention  to  niiuio,  vocal,  or  instrtiinentsl,  or  both.  Allot 
them  also  according  to  their  respective  ability,  and  thejudg- 
ment  of  their  teacher,  give  special  attention  to  practice 
upon  the  organ,  or  piuno  or  both. 

The  presumption  is  that  every  child  can  learn  to  sing  and 
play  upon  some  niusical  instrument.  Instruction  id  given 
accordingly  until  it  becomes  apparent  there  is  a  want  of  ca- 
pacity. The  entire  management  of  this  important  branch  of 
the  education  of  the  blind  in  this  institution  is  left  to  the 
direction  ot  our  excellent  instructor,  Prof.  II.  F.  Gntterson, 
■who  devotes  three  days'  in  each  week  to  his  classes  here, 
with  the  assistance  of  Miss  Maria  CrandaJI,  one  of  his  most 
advanced  pupils.  He  has  labored  hero  for  upwards  of  three 
years,  and  the  proficiency  of  our  pupils  in  music,  is  due  to 
his  faithful  inEtrnction. 

Professor  Gutterson  expresses    his  views  thus,  to- wit: 
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"  I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  say  that  never  before  has  the 
department  of  iiinsic  in  this  instttiiCioii  been  in  a  more  flour- 
ishing condition  than  at  the  present  titno.  Sornelimes  It  is 
bulb  pleasant  and  profitable  to  h)ok  back   npon  the   pastj  ' 

note  the  progress  made,  and  mark  tbc  obstacles  which  have 
been  surmounted. 

"Allow  me  to  ask  jou  to  look  back  to  the  winter  of  1S67-8, 
when  the  Blind  Department  was  domiciled  in  a  little  wooden 
building  in  the  lower  part  of  town  mid  the  Chickcring  piano 
had  jnat  arrived.  It  was  then  that  I  commenced  my  duties 
as  teacher  of  music  in  the  institution.  Tlie  whole  number 
of  pnpils  present  was  three.  They  could  play  very  little  oo 
tbc  nielodcon,  but  they  had  no  knowledge  of  the  science  of 
inusic 

"As  the  class  increased  in  number,  they  gradually  advanced 
both  in  the  science  and  practice  of  music,  and  now  after 
three  years  and  a  half  of  study  wo  have  a  small  vocal 
chorus,  a  lively  little  orchestra,  and  some  really  fine  per- 
formers npon  tbo  piano,  organ,  violin  and  other  instruments. 
Btitl  more  and  better  than  alt  they  comprebciid  much  of  the 
science  and  skill  necessary  to  success  in  this  beautiful  art. 

"Thejuvenile  class,  taught  by  Miss  Maria  Crandall,  is  doing 
very  well. 

"They  are  learning  to  read  music  from  our  books  printed 
in  raised  characters,  and  are  mastering  the  first  principles  of 
music  thoroughly,  and  can  alrcudy  sing  some  beautiful  songs 
in  a  very  creditable  manner.  The  Advanced  Class  are  sing- 
ing quite  ditHcult  music,  tho  four  parts  being  well  sustained. 

"An  ordinarytune,  when  once  read  to  them  will  be  cor- 
rectly executed,  and  could  they  see  the  notes  they  would 
read  music  mnch  better  than  most  of  our  church  choirs  do. 

"  The  orchestra  this  year  consists  of  three  violins,  a  flute, 
picolo,  cornet  and  violincello.  They  are  making  commend- 
able progress  in  tbo  use  of  these  instruments,  according  to 
the  testimony  of  competent  judges.  It  no  unforeseen  circum- 
stances should  occur  to  prevent,  it  is  confidently  expected  to 
present  an  excellent  programme  at  the  annual  musical 
review  next  June.*

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''TiiepGpils  progress  is  impeded  quite  Berionslr  by  the 
lack  of  inetrnments  on  which  to  practice.  In  conseqiienca 
of  this  deficiency  in  instruments  valuable  inetrnction  ia  to 
some  extent  lost.  Another  piano  vonid  be  of  decided  Ad- 
vantage this  year,  bnt  if  it  is  intended  to  carry  forward  the 
edncatton  of  onr  blind  pnpila  in  mnsic,  it  will  be  absolntely 
necessary  to  have  another  piano  by  the  opening  of  school 
next  fall,  when  the  new  wing  is  occnpied. 

"A  good  six  keyed  flute  Bliould  also  be  procured.  These 
two  instruments  aro  essential  to  onr  progress  in  mnsic. 
With  these  in  addition  to  those  now  owned  by  the  institn- 
tioD  and  the  pupils  themselves,  and  the  music-rooma  to  be 
provided  in  the  south  wing,  a  now  impetus  will  be  given  to 
the  work  ot  educating  the  blind  children  of  Minnesota  in 
Mnsic."

Gentleheh  :  The  time  has  arrived  when  it  becomea  mj 
doty,  as  attending  physician,  to  present  to  ;ou  my  annaal 
report  of  the  eanitary  condition  of  the  Minnesota  InstitDtion 
for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  and  the  Blind.  Daring  the  year 
past  no  epidemic  influence  whatever,  has  manifested  itself. 
The  few  diseases  which  have  called  for  medical  treatment, 
have  been  easily  controlled,  and  the  patient  speedily  cnred. 

Much  credit  is  dne  to  the  management  of  the  institution 
in  its  present  crowded  condition,  and  the  wholesome  diet 
famished  to  tlte  pupils.  The  matron  has  been  both  careful 
and  watchful  in  attending  to  cleanliness  in  every  depart- 
ment, and  to  proper  changes  in  food  and  clothing.  All  of 
these  wholesome  influences  combined  have  rendered  the 
past  year  nnnsually  free  from  sickness. 

Qratafnlly  should  we  acknowledge  the  goodness  of  God 
in  saving  all  these  children  from  death  and  accident  during 
the  last  ntntf  years.

AH  men  were  created  equal,  God  never  meant  for  one  buman 
being  to  be  cheated,  imposed  upon,  or  enslaved  by  another.  We 
all  have  the  same  Creator,  and  all  have  the  same  promises  of 
eternal  happiness,  botii  rich  and  poor,  black  and  white,  deaf, 
dumb  and  blind  equal  with  tho  self-considered  gods  of  the  present 
age.  There  are  somo  persons  who  think  they  have  a  perfect  right 
to  oppress,  and  abuse  those  who  are  less  fortunate  than  themselves 
ia  worldly  riches,  or  in  the  sift  of  senses,  intellect,  knowledge,- &c.

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looked  upoQ  with  contempt  bj  nine  tenths  of  the  rich,  when  per- 
haps the  very  persons  who  suffer  their  contempt  carry  a  better 
heart  within  their  bosoms,  a  purer  consciencs,  and  more  than 
brains  enough  to  balance  the  rich  man's  gold.  And  again  the  un- 
fortunate Deaf  and  Dumb  and  Blind  &c.  are  treated  unjustly,  and 
oppressed  by  those  who  are  blessed  with  all  their  seaaei  and 
therefore  think  th^iselves  entitled  to  lord  it  over  them.

We  ought  to  be  well  satisfied  here,  with  the  arrange- 
ments. We  ought  to  be  thank^I  to  the  Directors.  Superintendent 
and  teachers  for  the  good  care  taking  of  us.  They  have  been 
faithful  and  have  corrected  our  character  as  well  as  instructed  us. 
We  ought  to  be  pleased  that  the  Matrons  are  so  kind  to  us.  We 
are  much  pleased  with  the  courseof  study  here  and  we  feel  happy 
to  see  the  Superintendent  and  teachers  make  good  plans,  and  ex- 
planations and  lectures.  We  feel  thankful  to  them  for  their 
teaching  and  for  their  kindness  to  us. 

Dear  Schoolmates,  Wc  have  tried  to  study  very  hard  at  school 
for  a  long  time  hut  wc  shall  soon  be  free  from  school,  Wc  sball 
soon  sec  our  parents,  and  friends  and  be  much  pleased  to  talk  with 
them  and  wc  hope  you  will  be  happy.

TEEMS  OF   ADMISSION. 

I.  The  Institution  is/ree  and  open  to  all  the  dent  and  dumb, 
and  the  blind,  in  the  State,  between  the  ages  of  ^«»  and  twenty' 
five,  vho  are  capable  of  receiving  instruction. 

II.  All  applicants  for  admission  should  be  in  good  health, 
free  from  immoralities  of  oonduct,  and  from  offensive  and  con- 
talons  diseases. 

III.  Applioation  for  admisBion,  and  ail  letters  of  inquiry 
concerning  pupils,  should  be  addressed  to  J.  Z,  JVbyes,  jehri- 
bauttf  Jiioa  Co.,  Minn.,  saperintendent  of  the  iastitution,  and. 
to  avoid  any  unnecessary  expense  or  disappointments,  appli- 
cants, before  leaving  home,  should  obtain  a  written  communi- 
cation from  the  superintendent,  certifying  thattappUcation  has- 
been  made,  and  slating  the  time  when  the  institution  will  be 
resdy  to  receive  them. 

IV.  The  ^commencement  ot  the  term  is  the  only  proper 
time  for  the  admission  of  pupils,  and  none  will  be  received  at 
any  other  time  except  for  the  best  of  reasons.  The  term  com- 
mences oi>  the  SECOND  Wednesday  of  September,  and  continues 
FORTY  weeks. 

V.  Applicants,  and  all  pupils 'returning  at  the  beginning  of 
the  term,  should  come  well  supplied  with  clothes — at  least  two 
suits  for  summer,  and  two  for  winter  use,  and  three  tonels^— 
in  a  good  trunk,  and  every  article  maiked  in  the  name  of  the 
owner. 

VI.  Ji^ve  yean  is  the  regular  course  of  instruotion,  and  all 
who  are  admitted  should  remain  this  length  of  time,  except  for 
reasons  satisfactory  to  the  superintendent.  At  the  expiration 
of  the  regular  course,  a  epecial  course  of  two  years  may  be 
added,*  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  superintendent,  and 
the  approval  thereof  by  the  board  of  directors. 

TIL  There  is  but  onevacation  in  the  year,  commencing  on 
tJte  olosc  of  the  *term  in  June,  and  continuing  to  the  eecoiti) 
Wednesday  of  September. 

Vni.  No  provision  is  made  for  boarding  pnpils  at  the  in- 
stitution in  vacation,  henco  parents  and  guardians  of  pupils 
should  be  particular  to  make  arrangements  to  convey  their 
children  home  at  the  close  of  the  term,  and  infoi'm  the  superin- 
teadent  of  the  same,  at  least  two  weeks  before  the  school 
closes. 

A  small  sum  of  money,  not  less  than  five  dollars,  should  be 
deposited  with  the  superintendent  for  incidental  expenses. 

No  parent  or  guardian  should  remove  a  pupil  during  term 
time,  without  first  consulting  the  superintendent. 

It  is  specially  important  that  parents  be  particular  to  return 
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their  children  promptly  at  the  commencement  of  each  term. 
The  8  u  peril)  tend  en  t  wilt  endeavor  to  make  arraugcments  vith 
the  different  railway  companies,  by  which  pupils  going  home 
and  returning  promptly  at  the  times  named  above,  will  be  con- 
veyed at  half  fare,  while  at  other  times  full  fare  may  be  de- 
manded. 

When  an  applicant  comes  to  the  institution,  some  persOD 
should  accompany  him  prepared  to  give  the  following  informa- 
tion, or  bring,  in  writing,  definite  answers  to  these  questions, 
to  wit: 

1.  What  is  the  full  name  of  the  applicant? 

2.  What  is  the  ycnr,  month,  day,  and  place  of  birth? 

3.  What  are  the  full  names  of  the  father  and  mother  of  the 
applicant,  and  where  do  they  reside — giving  county  and  post 
office  address? 

4.  What  are  the  names  of  the  applicant's  brothers  and  sis- 
ters? 

6,  What  is  the  cause  of  applicant's  deafness,  or  blindness, 
and  at  what  age  did  it  occur? 

6.  Was  there  any  relationship  between  the  parents  before 
marriage?    If  so,  what? 

7.  Has  the  applicant  any  deaf-mute,  or  blind  relatives  ?  If 
HO,  what  F 

e.  Has  tho  applicant  been  vaccinated  ? — had  the  small-pox, 
scarlet  fever,  measles,  mumps  or  whooping  cough  ? 

0.  Is  the  applicant  of  a  sound  mind  and  free  from  gross 
immoralities  of  conduct,  and  contagious  and  oSbosiro  dis- 
eases?

An  Act  to  amend  section  twenty-five,  title  two  ot  chapt<<r 
thirty-five  of  the  general  statutes,  relating  to  charitable  in-

Be  it  enacted  liy  the  Z^ffUlature  of  the  State  of  Minnesota: 

Section  1.  That  section  twenty-five,  tide  two  of  chapter 
thirty-five  of  the  general  statutes  of  Minnesota,  be  amended  so 
as  to  read  as  follows : 

Section  25.  All  deaf  and  dumb  persons  and  all  blind  per- 
sons residing  in  the  Slate,  and  of  suitable  age  and  capacity  to 
receive  instruction,  shall  he  received  and  instructed  in  said 
institution  free  of  ceargc. 

Ssc,  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  ie  forco  from  and 
after  its  passage.

Bis  £»cdleney,  Moraci  Auttin,  Governor  of  Mintutota  : 

It  becomes  our  dnty  as  Trustees  of  tlie  MinneHota  Hospi- 
tal for  Insane,  to  present  you  our  annual  report  for  the  year 
ending  Nov.  30tli,  1871,  and  whid)  is  hereby  respectfoliy 
submitted. 

The  Superintendent,  Dr.  C.  K.  Bartlett,  in  his  report,  to 
which  we  ask  special  attention,  presents  the  number  of  pa- 
tients, disdiarges  and  other  items  that  are  all  important  to 
be  grasped  by  our  public  men  and  philanthropists  desiring 
the  restoration  and  comfort  of  these  helpless  unfortunates. 
It  is  doubtless  a  matter  of  surprise  to  many  that  our  State 
fiimiBhes  ho  large  a  number  of  applicants  for  the  benefits  of 
this  institution.  During  the  year  .345  patieqts  have  been 
under  treatment,  and  at  its  close  244  are  present  The  num- 
ber of  the  restored  and  discharged  and  of  those  greaUy  im- 
pvovei,  indicate  to  thoughtful  minds  a  wise  medical  man. 
agement,  and  proclaim,  in  clearest  tones,  the  benefits  and 
the  hnmanity  uf  hospital  treatment  to  this  afflicted  class  of 
our  feUow-citizens, 

Our  public  men,  and  the  people  of  the  State  generally, 
seem  not  to  be  aware  of  the  great  pressure  upon  us,  in  pro- 
riding  suitable  accommodations  for  so  large  a  number.  We, 
however,  hare  no  option  in  the  matter.  Committals  are 
made  by  the  proper  officers  in  different  coundes,    and  pa- 
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tienta  are  sent  here,  often  from  a  great  distance  and  at  coq- 
eiderable  expense,  wlien,  time  and  again,  notice  has  1>een 
given  that  our  rooms  vera  fnll.  On  their  arrival,  however, 
it  seemed  a  matter  of  mercj  to  receive  tliem  and  do  the  best 
■we  could  tor  them.  This  accounts  for  the  large  number 
now  in  the  hospital,  more  indeed,  than  we  supposed  a  year 
ago,  could  possiblj  be  accommodated.  We  \vill  not  say, 
that  under  the  regulations  and  principlee  by  which  similar 
institutions  in  other  States  are  conducted,  that  this  is  the 
true  policy,  but  it  seemed,  in  our  case,  a  high  necessity : 
yet  there  is  a  crowding  of  inmates  that  is  reprehensible  both 
for  safety  and  for  health.  Wo  do  feel  that  it  is  neither  wise 
nor  just  nor  safe,  to  admit  more  than  are  now  present,  until 
larger  accommodations  are  secured.  We  must  say  decided- 
ly, and  let  it  be  known  in  every  county,  and  by  all  our  Pro- 
bate Judges,  that  new  patients  can  only  bo  received  as  va- 
cancies occur,  or  by  exchanges.  This  at  once  brings  before 
yon  and  the  incoming  Legislature  the  vital  and  absolute  ne- 
cessity of  increased  accommodations. 

The  Report  of  the  Building  Committee  gives  in  full  the 
work  done  during  the  year.  From  the  Treasurer's  Heport 
yon  will  notice  the  items  that  seemed  necessary  to  come  on- 
der  the  building  accoant,  which,  in  footing,  makes  some- 
thing above  the  difference  between  the  appropriation  and  the 
stipulated  contracts.  This  difference  has  been  paid,  but 
that  much  is  due  the  current  expense  fund. 

Another  matter  in  the  items  of  expenditure  should  be 
noted.  The  wages  of  the  Building  Superintendent,  the  con- 
struction of  the  drain  referred  to  in  tbe  report  of  the  Build- 
ing Committee,  and  the  interest  on  Hospital  Scrip,  for 
which  no  provision  had  been  made  in  the  deficiency  appro- 
priation, have  all  been  paid  &om  current  expense  fiidds. 

This,  perhaps,  would  be  a  fair  construction  for  current 
expenses,  except  the  first  item,  but  there  was  no  other  means 
at  our  disposal  to  accomplish  these  ends.  The  result  is  that 
the  current  expenses  are  by  so  much  larger  than  they  other- 
wise would  be. 

The  Hospital  Scrip,  as  per  our  last  report,    to  redeem 
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i^ich  an  appropriation  was  granted,  has  all  been  paid,  with 
one  exception.  No.  43,  for  I31.8&-100.  This  scrip  was 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  auditing  committee,  cancelled  and 
ordered  to  be  destroyed  by  the  Board. 

We  now  refer  to  onr  pressing,  immediate  necessities  for 
increased  accommodations.  This  we  need  not  argne.  Every 
Tisitor.  every  one  intelligently  posted  as  to  the  natnre  and 
reqairements  of  insane  patients,  perceives  at  once  that  this 
qaestion  needs  no  special  pleading.  The  Sonth  Section  and 
Betnm  should  be  plastered,  finished  and  furnished  with  all 
needed  plumbing  and  heating  apparatus,  and  that  with  as 
little  delay  as  possible. 

This  portion  of  the  Hospital  is  designed  for  female  pa- 
tients. They  should  surely  be  kept  no  longer  in  the  tempo- 
rary buildings  in  the  town — buildings  tliat  should  he  va- 
cated as  soon  as  possible.  Of  this  necessity  we  need  not 
speak — every  eye  can  see  it.  In  behalf  of  the  115  females 
now  under  treatment,  we  earnestly  plead  for  their  removal 
to  more  airy,  more  comfortable,  and  'by  £ar  more  snitahle 
apartments. 

Besides,  the  walls  of  the  centre  building  should,  by  all 
means,  go  np  this  year.  Without  this  the  institution  is  in- 
complete, and,  in  many  of  its  arrangements,  very  inconve- 
nient. In  this  the  Medical  Superintendent  should  have  his  ' 
quarters.  From  this,  through  all  the  buildings,  radiates  the 
heat,  and  all  supplies  are  sent.  In  this  is  the  cnlinwy  de- 
partment Until  this  central  part  is  erected,  wo  cannot 
have  a  properly  regulated  Hospital 

This  Institntion  relies  not  for  sympathy  ormd,  or  the  ben- 
efits it  confers,  on  any  one  section,  but  upon  the  entire 
State.  The  most  distant  counties  have  their  representatives 
here.  Humanity  pleads  for  its  cheerful  and  generous  sup- 
port To  accomplish  the  purposes  above  mentioned,  we  re- 
spectfully and  earnestly  ask  an  appropriation  of  $99,000. 
Last  year  we  asked  $139,000,  of  which  $40,000  were 
granted.  Our  estimates  are  on  the  same  basis  tbey  were 
made  one  year  ago. 

For  the  maintenance  of  250  patients  for  the  ensuing  year,,-. 
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iDduding,  aa  nstlal,  medical  attendance,  clotliing,  boarding, 
jepaira,  employees,  &c.  &c.,  at  the  rate  for  last  year's  uti- 
mate,  we  ask  the  anm  of  $65,000.  To  this  mast  be  added  A 
sufficient  amount  for  fumisfaingtbe  sonth  section  and  reton^ 
wbich  Till  require  at  least  $5,000.  $70,000  aie  needed  for 
current  expenses  for  1873. 

We  aak.  attention,  also,  to  the  IKeport  of  the  Steward,  G. 
W.  Drjer,  showing,  in  a  satisfactorj  manner,  the  reanlt  of 
farm  products.  Por  economy  and  for  saoitor;  reasons,  the 
Farm  is  an  important  adjunct,  and  we  believe  that  bj  grada- 
ally  enlarging  the  area  of  cultivated  acres,  a  still  better  and 
larger  exhibit  will  appear  in  our  annual  reports. 

Believing  that  oar  efficient  Officers  of  State  and  the  iooom- 
tng 'Legislature  will  duly  appredate  our  efforts  to  famish  a 
home  and  a  retreat  for  these  sadly  afflicted  ones  for  which 
the  State,  among  her  noble  charities,  must  provide,  we,  as 
the  appointed  guardians  of  this  Institution,  ask  your  cheer- 
ful and  prompt  co-operation.

Gentlbhsn: — Tbe  LegiHlatnre,  atitalast  sesBios,  haying 
made  an  appropriation  of  40,000  dollara  to  the  Hospital  for 
Imane  for  buildiog  purposes,  and  your  hoard  having  dstadr 
ed  to  use  the  same  lor  the  erection  of  tide  south  wing  and  re- 
tom  sectioD,  Bimilor  to  that  on  the  north  side  of  the  center 
already  built  and  occupied,  the  committee  advertised  for  pro- 
posals to  eonatrnct  the  same  according  to  plans  and  spedfica- 
tioas.  On  opening  die  bids  at  a  meeting,  held  April  11th, 
the  propoa^  of  Mathew  Breen  &  Co. ,  of  St  Paul,  was  found 
to  be  the  lowest  for  the  mason  work,  aod  that  of  A.  W. 
Gage  &  Co.,  of  Winona,  was  the  lowest  for  tiie  carpenter 
ipork.  The  amoant  of  these  bids  exceeded  the  whole  ap- 
propriation by  2,120  dollars.  This  was  so  near  the  amount 
of  the  funds  ia  hand  that  the  committee  did  not  feel  like  re- 
fiising  the  bids  and  undertaking  the  workbytlieday,  running 
the  risk  of  bad  weather  and  the  possible  rise  of  wages  dnr^ 
ing  the  summer  months  -,  diey  also  tmsted  to  the  profits  on 
bride  manufactured  and  sold  to  the  contractors,  and  to  tlie 
stono  quarried  and  lumber  on  hand  and  pud  for,  to  make 
ap  the  deficiency.  ■  These  parties  having  signed  contracts 
and  given  bonds  of  security  to  perform  the  work  faithfully 
and  fiuish  the  same  on  or  before  the  first  of  October  and 
N'ovember,  1871,  respectively,  the  work  was  committed  to 
Uieir  hands. 
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A  contract  was  made  with  Mr.  Davidaon,  to  manofactiire 
one  million  bricks  at  four  dollars  per  thousand,  the  commit- 
tee furnishing  yard,  Inmber,  macbinerj,  and  wood.  Only 
those  of  good  quality  were  selected  and  used,  and  failing  to 
obtain  a  sufficient  number  from  our  own  yard,  two  hundred 
and  thirteen  thousand  were  purchased  at  Mankato ;  sixty 
thousand  of  these  were  used  in  the  completion  of  the  main 
sewer,  and  about  one  hundred  thousand,  of  hard  and  soft 
remain  on  hand. 

Tour  committee  engaged  Mr.  Harry  Downs  of  St  Peter, 
as  their  agent  to  superintend  the  mason  work  and  see  that  it 
was  done  according  to  plans  and  contract.  Mr.  Downs  was 
employed  on  the  other  wing,  and  being  a  practical  mason 
and  familiar  with  the  construction  of  the  building,  the  com- 
mittee were  fortunate  in  obtuning  his  services. 

The  work,  so  &r  as  we  expected  to  carry  it  this  season 
and  with  the  funds  obtfuned,  is  now  completed  and  ready  for 
your  inspection.  The  committee  do  not  feel  obliged  to 
speak  of  it  in  detail.  In  excellence  of  finish,  durability  of 
materials,  and  thoroughness  of  constructioQ,  we  are  satisfied 
that  it  will  compare  &vorab]y  with  the  wing  already  builtr 
and  which  is  acknowledged,  by  all  medianics  and  bnildersv 
to  be  ot  superior  workmanship. 

The  attention  of  your  committee  as  well  as  that  of  the 
board  was  called,  by  the  superintendent,  to  the  unfinished 
condition  of  the  main  sewer,  and  they  considered  it  their 
duty  to  complete  the  same  at  once,  as  the  longer  it  remained 
open  the  more  offensive  and  dangerous  to  health  it  became. 
The  work  was  offered  to  bidders  and  the  contract  for  tunnel- 
ing the  sand  stone  was  ^ren  to  Hugh  firogan  of  St.  Feter^ 
at  (1,25  per  foot  for  the  first  two  hundred  feet,  with  an  in- 
crease of  25  cents  per  foot  for  every  hundred,  as  far  as  prac- 
tical to  proceed.  The  tunnel  was  carried  518|  feet  towards 
the  sewer  already  built,  and  the  remaining  distance  on  the 
surface,  some  seven  hundred  feet,  was  given,  on  contract,  to 
William  Clark  of  St.  Peter,  to  finish  with  brick  hoA  in 
cement,  at  80  cents  per  foot,  materials  found-  The  whole 
cost,  including  the  sinking  of  shaft  from  the  end  of  surfaco 
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drwn  to  tunnel,  was  a  Htdo  over  two  thousand  doUara,  and 
the  committee  feel  relieved  of  a  great  responsibility  in  the 
permanent  removal  of  all  danger  to  the  health  of  the  in- 
mtttea  of  the  hospital  from  this  source.  This  expense  to- 
gether with  some  extra  labor  connected  widi  the  contracts, 
for  chimney,  a  few  additional  doors  and  arches,  anonnting- 
to  $251.37,  we  could  not  reasonably  avoid,  and  we  trnstour 
judgment  will  he  approved. 

In  conelDsion  we  urge  apon  the  board  the  necessity  for 
immediate  appropriations  to  complete  the  wing,  the  walls  of 
which  are  now  erected  and  covered,  that  the  crowded  and 
ill-adapted  rooms  of  the  present  temporary  quarters  of  the 
female  department  may  be  relieved,  and  the  wants  of  all  the 
nnfortnnate  iueane  of  the  state  may  be  provided  for  without 
onneccssary  delay.

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To  the  Board  of  Trustees  : 

G&HTLEMEN  I — Hj  tbc  established  regulations  of  thia  hos- 
pital it  becomes  my  duty  again  to  review  and  report  the 
history  of  our  work  since  the  last  annual  moetiog  of  your 
board.  The  task  is  approacbed  with  jeelinga  of  unusual 
satisfactioni  for  the  measure  of  success  that  has  attended  our 
hibors,  for  the  substantial  progress  that  has  been  made  in 
the  construction  of  tbc  permanent  building,  and  with  devout 
gratitude  to  Divine  Providence,  that  wo  have  been  saved 
from  pestilence,  fire,  and  all  other  serious  misfortunes, 
during  this  year,  remarkable  for  numerous  and  great  dis- 
asters, both  in  our  own  and  foreign  lands.  Tlie  great  hail 
itorms  of  July  fourth  and  seventh,  that  damaged  the  crops 
and  buildings  so  extensively  in  this  county,  destroyed  only 
a  few  panes  of  glass  in  the  permanent  hospital;  and  the 
drouth,  so  distressing  in  many  places,  did  not  materially 
diminish  the  products  of  the  farm.  While  three  hundred 
and  forty-five  different  patients  have  been  under  treatment, 
each  with  individual  peculiarities,  and  all  with  morbid  feel- 
ings and  propensities,  imprudently  crowding  the  halls  and 
dormitories,  no  severe  personal  violence  has  occurred,  and 
less  sickness  than  any  former  period  o(  the  same  duration  in 
our  experience.  Can  we  expect  this  favorable  state  of 
things  and  health  to  continue  if  we  disregard  the  proper 
bounds  of  accommodation,  and  receive  cases  of  every  form 
and  grade  of  insanity  committed  by  the  courts  ?  The  laws 
of  hygiene  cannot  be  broken  with  impunity,  at  least  for  an 
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indefinito  time.  In  fiitj-nine  small  aod  eighteen  large 
rooms,  two  hundred  and  forty-four  patiente  are  lodged 
nigtits,  making  it  necessary  to  put  twelve  in  some  of  the 
dormitories,  and  two  and  threo  in  rooms,  designed  for  one. 
Many  of  these  patients  are  restless,  and  sometimes  noisy, 
disturbing  those  who  would  otherwise  be  quiet,  retarding  if 
not  preventing  recovery.  With  sufficient  appropriations, 
rooms  for  one  Imndred  patients  can  be  provided  next  season; 
but  there  arc  now  fifty  inmates  in  excess  of  safe  and  com- 
fortable quarters,  and  witli  the  same  rate  of  increase  for  the 
coming  year  as  in  the  past,  the  number  for  which  you  may 
have  provided,  will  demand  admission.  In  the  mean  time 
how  shall  this  increase  be  cared  for  or  treated !  This  prob- 
lem must  be  solved,  if  possible,  by  your  board  and  the 
Legislature  about  to  assemble.  ^   '

The  nnmber  of  recoveries  is  quite  up  to  the  geneml  aver- 
age, considering  the  condition  of  the  inmatce  and  the 
duration  of  their  disease.  A  very  large  proportion  of  those 
now  in  the  hospital  are  chronic  cases,  and  but  little  expecta- 
tion of  their  recovery,  or  even  improvement,  can  be  cnter- 
ttuned-  Their  treatment  is  mostly  custodial ;  but  they  must, 
in  their  helplessness,  be  cared  for  in  some  siiitnblc  place  and 
manner: 

Somo  of  those  discharged  as  improved,  by  longer  treat- 
ment might  have  been  properly  reported  as  recovered;  but 
the  demand  for  room  frequently  hastened  a  consent  to  their 
return  home,  taking  the  risk  of  a  relapse  h-om  premature 
removal- 

The  number  of  deaths  is  less  by  four  '  than  that  of  last 
year,  and  with  a  greatly  increased  number  of  patients  under 
treatment.  The  first  death  among  the  original  twenty, 
bronght  here  from  the  Iowa  State  hospital  at  tlie  opening  of 
this  five  years  ago,  occurred  on  the  23d  of  November.  The 
otiier  nineteen  still  remain.  In  most  of  the  cases  death  was 
the  result  of  long  continued  disease,  and  a  gradual  loss  of 
mental  and  physical  vitality.  But  in  a  few  instances  it 
occurred  in  young  and  recent  subjects,  the  effect  of  acute 
Diftoiacal  excitement  Two  members  of  one  family  died  in 
tliia  manner  and  in  a  few  days  after  admission. 

The  nnmber  of  privat*  boarders  has  varied  from  three  to 
nine  during  the  year.     If  there  were  sufficient  and  suitable 
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Accommodations,   probably  more  of  this  claes  would  seek 
admiBsion  here. 

Soon  after  tlic  discovery  of  the  snaisthetic  properties  of 
sulphuric  Bather  and  chloroform,  they  were  used  to  a  eon- 
sidcrahle  extent  in  hospitals  for  insane  to  quiet  the  restless 
and  highly  excited  patients,  and  eometimes  with  good 
reeuitB.  They  are  still  used  but  not  so  freely  as  formerly, 
their  effects  being  generally  of  short  duration,  and  other 
remedies  have  been  found  more  lasting  and  reliable.  In 
some  cases  of  long  abstinence  from  eating  on  account  of 
delusions,  or  from  a  condition  of  the  stomach,  that  renders 
the  thought  of  food  revolting,  the  administration  of  ether 
is  followed  by  very  decided  relief.  Tho  nsual  coarse  is  to 
etherize  fnliy,  and  when  the  patient  has  partially  recovered 
consciousness,  to  commence  feeding  with  beef  tea  or  milk 
punch.  It  is  generally  taken  readily  and  seldom  rejected 
afterward  by  the  stomach,  if  a  moderate  quantity  is  given  at 
first. 

Bromide  of  Potassium  has  been  highly  recommended  as  & 
sleep  producing  agent ;  but  its  effect  is  not  reliable,  except 
in  cases  of  epileptic  mania,  and  then  such  large  doses  are 
required  as  to  derange  the  digestive  organs,  and  deaden  the 
whole  nervous  system,  perhaps  to  the  shortening  of  life. 

Hydrate  of  chloral  has  now  been  pretty  thoroughly  tested 
and  seems  a  valuable  remedy.  It  has  been  used  here,  mure 
or  less,  for  two  years,  and  without,  in  any  instance,  dis- 
agreeable effects.  By  the  aid  of  anaesthetics,  the  hypo- 
dermic injection  of  morphine  and  hydrate  of  chloral,  the 
excited  class  of  patients  are  now  made  much  more  comfort- 
able than  formerly,  and  their  neighbors  arc  relieved  from 
nightly  disturbance. 

The  question  was  asked  a  superintendent  of  a  hospital  for 
insane:  "Do  you  think  tlie  minds  of  your  patients,  dis- 
charged as  recovered,  are  ever  hett^  than  they  were  pre- 
vious to  their  attack  t"  The  answer  I  do  not  recall ;  but 
there  would  seem  to  be  little  doubt  in  many,  cases  as  to 
prohailUty  of  improvement,  both  in  strength  and  range  of 
thought,  judging  from  analogy  and  observation.     Persons 
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afflicted  witli  other  diaoases  of  tbe  body  are  frequently  phy- 
lieaUy  better  after  recovery.  So  common  is  tliis  that  it 
eaoses  no  eurprise,  especially  13  thia  true  in  young  subjects. 
Inleed  this  beliet  forms  the  foundation  of  tlie  aoincwbat 
paradoxical  consolation  offered  to  sick  people  sometimes  by 
their  friends,  '  'that  they  will  feel  better  when  tliey  get  well ; '  * 
meaning  really  that  they  will  enjoy  better  health  than  pre- 
TiOQB  to  their  attack.  The  individual  seema  to  gain  new 
vigor  after  some  attacks  of  aickneas,  the  constitution  is  im- 
proved, having  thrown  oif,  apparently,  from  tSie  ayatem 
jome  morbid  influence,  or  material  which  interfered  with 
ibe  proper  development  and  harmonious  action  of  the  vital 
fiuctiouB.  Why  then  should  not  the  same  thing  occur  after 
ill  attack  of  the  brain  ?  It  is  only  ono  organ  of  the  body, 
teceiring  its  support  from  the  same  fonntain  as  all  the  other 
<^ans  of  the  living  being,  and  liable  to  temporary  or  per- 
Dunent  injury  by  an  abnormal  condition  of  the  circulating 
flnid  as  well  as  the  others,  and  subject  to  the  same  laws  as  to 
over-work  or  abnae ;  and  the  same  purification  that  would 
in  tiie  disease  of  one  organ  improve  the  physical  health, 
nugbt  under  other  conditions  modify  the  mental  state  in  a 
iivorable  manner.  We  know  there  can  be  no  mental  action, 
or  manifestation  of  action,  if  the  supply  of  blood  to  the  brain 
is  itot  maintained,  and  that  those  manifestations  vary  in 
cluracter  and  degree  as  the  quality  and  quantity  of  that 
fluid  is  changed.  By  introducing  foreign  elements  it  is  easy 
lo  modify  mental  action,  and  even  to  control  all  action. 
Tlie  death-like  sleep  that  follows  the  administration  of  the 
T^r  of  sulphuric  ether  or  chloroform,  as  well  as  of  other 
powerfal  agents,  and  the  calm  and  apparently  natural  sleep 
Dl)taLned  by  chloral  hydrate,  is  the  effect  of  some  chemical 
action  in  the  blood,  and  they  lose  their  influence  by  gradual 
^miQation  from  the  same  vital  fluid  by  the  intricate  and 
■"ysteriouB  processes  of  the  abaorbents  and  excretory  organs. 
a  it  is  easy  to  impair  mental  action  by  noxious  agenta,  poor 
*nd  improper  food,  bad  air,  over-work,  unhealthy  employ- 
ments, and  other  depressing  influences  temporarily,  and  by 
perseverance  permanently;  so  it  is  practicable  to  redeem  and 
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improve  Uie  mental  power  and  manifostatioDS  ^iy  an  oi^wnte 
oonrse  of  troatment;  and  SDch  is  the  province  of  lioepit&lB 
for  insBnc.  Patients  bronglit  to  theBO  institutions,  whieh 
modern  science  and  long  experience  have  constructed  in  the 
best  manner  to  aid,  by  external  and  internal  arrangements, 
the  skill  of  the  medical  attendants  in  alleviating  and  restor- 
ing the  mentally  sick  and  infirm,  are  removed  from  ol^  asso- 
ciations, possibly  causes  of  irritation  and  excitement,  and 
frequently  from  homcB  and  hahita  calculated  to  degrade  and 
stnpify  the  •intelligence,  and  are  placed  at  once  under  hygie- 
nic rules  and  troatment  founded  on  physiological  [O^nciples, 
with  proper  and  sufficient  food,  variety  in  labor  and  exerdso, 
social  intercourse  and  amusements,  access  to  books  and  gos- 
pel  preaching,  all  of  whicli  arc  capable  of  improving  the 
general  health  and  arousing  and  expanding  the  mental  fac- 
ulties. Have  wo  not  reason  then  to  believe  these  various 
appliances  will  elevate  the  understanding  of  those  subjected 
to  their  influence,  and  that  they  may  leave  the  hospital  with 
enlarged  views  and  qnickened  intellocts, — in  fact,  with  bet- 
ter minds  1 

It  must  not  be  inferred  from  these  remarks  that  all  mental 
irregularity  or  insanity  is  the  result  of  impure  blood.  In 
the  cell  structure  of  the  nervous  system  and  connected  with 
the  wondrous  power  of  growth  by  education,  there  may 
occur  changes  independent  of  the  circulation,  as  these  cells 
are  influenced  by  external  causes  through  the  senses  (rf' feel- 
ing, tasting,  smelling,  seeing,  and  hearing.  Each  of  these, 
under  pecnliar  circumstances,  may  convey  impressions  to  the 
brain  and  nervous  centres  that  shock  and  paralyze  thought. 

How  to  develop  and  maintain  a  sound  mind  and  a  sonnd 
body,  and  discipline  both  to  accomplish  in  thd  best  manner 
the  great  objects  of  life,  are  questions  that  concern  the  wel- 
fare and  happiness  of  the  whole  human  family.  A  correct 
knowledge  ot  the  laws  of  physiology  and  a  duo  appreciation 
of  both  physical  and  mental  influences,  as  affecting  the  brain, 
are  necessary  as  a  ground  work  for  success ;  and  when  par- 
ents and  teachers  are  duly  informed  and  impressed  with  the 
importance  of  these  matters,  and  educate  their  children  uid 
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pnpUs  to  thoron^y  nndcretand  the  same,  then  we  may 
expect  diseaseB  of  the  nervous  system  and  insanity  to  become 
7oBH  frequent. 

Among  the  phyaicBl  inflnonces  as  affecting  the  develop- 
ment and  inte^ity  of  the  brain,  pure  air,  mnsciilar  exercise, 
diet  and  sleep  may  be  mentioned  as  the  most  prominent. 

The  importance  of  pnre  air  in  its  relation  to  mental  action 
cannot  be  over-estimttted ;  bnt  it  ia  not  always  of  the  first  or 
even  second  consideration,  although  there  has  been  some 
pr(^;res8,  of  late  years,  in  the  construction  of  public  build- 
ings, school  houses,  &c.  It  ia  enconraging  to  know  that 
bnilding  committees,  now,  generally  believe  it  ia  necessary 
audiences  and  school  children  shonld  have  a  change  of  air 
in  the  rooms  they  occupy.  Still  the  means  employed  to 
obtain  ventilation  are  often  of  the  most  useless  of  inventions, 
acting  moderately  well,  in  most  inQtaniws,  only  when  least 
required. 

Regular  and  daily  muacnlar  exercise,  accompanied,  if  pos- 
sible, with  some  mental  diversion,  has  a  most  salutary  effect 
on  the  healthy  action  of  the  brain.  It  should  not  bo  violent 
nor  long  continued ;  beyond  the  borders  of  fatigue  it  should 
not  bo  prolonged  in  order  to  derive  the  ^[reatest  benefit  from 
the  habit.  Those  colleges  and  schools  that  have  introduced 
gymnastics  as  oneofth^  regular  daily  exerdses  of  all  the 
dasses,  have  taken  a  step  in  the  right  direction,  and  the 
result  will,  undoubtedly,  prove  the  wisdom  of  the  plan  in 
gradaating  better  scholars  with  an  average  of  better  health 
than  in  previous  years. 

Concerning  diet — food  and  drink,  much  might  be  said, 
and  justice  cannot  be  done  to  the  subject  in  a  brief  report. 
Climate,  atmospheric  dianges,  employments,  and  age,  must 
all  be  considered  in  choosing  articles  for  food.  And  it  may 
be  said,  in  general,  that  an  intelligent  understanding  of 
phyuological  principles  will  guide  to  the  selection  of  the 
most  suitable  nonrishment  for  the  ever  varying  natur^ 
wants.  All  alcoholic  etimnlants  are  unnecessary  and  pw 
nidons.  This  remark  applies  to  persons  in  healtli  and  not 
to  those  temporarily  ill,  or  to  those  of  dilapidated  physical 
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powers,  of  whicli  the  heat  and  the  moat  must  be  made  by 
any  means,  however  desperate. 

Sufficient  Bleep  niust  he  obtained  or  the  whole  body  suf- 
fers and  the  mental  faculties  soon  fail.  It  is  not  surprising 
that  this  provision  of  the  vital  economy  should  be  abi]8ed,as 
it  can  be  postponed,  taken  at  irregular  intervals,  and  re- 
dnced  to  a  miuimum,  as  to  time,  at  will;  but  it  can  not  be 
interfered  with,  habitually,  without  danger  to  the  brain. 
All  persons  do  not  require  the  same  amount  of  sleep.  There 
are  some  remarkable  instances  on  record  of  indifiduals  who 
seemed  to  need  but  a  very  short  time  for  r^st;  but  as  a  rule, 
the  men  distinguished  for  mental  power  and  their  efibrts 
have  been  good  sleepers.  Daniel  "Webster,  who  for  his  abil- 
ity and  acquirments  received  the  title  of  "God-like;"  and 
of  whom  through  a  long  life,  so  much  was  expected  and  re- 
quired, said,  "he  had  a  greai  capacity  for  sleep."  The 
same  fact  is  true  of  others  conspicuous  in  history.  But  sleep 
will  not  always  come  at  will.  This  is  especially  the  case 
aft«r  prolonged  and  close  mental  application  up  to  the  time 
for  retiring ;  and  there  should  be  an  interval  of  rest,  to  al- 
low the  congested  vessels  of  the  brain  to  assume  their  natu- 
ral condition,  before  the  usual  hour  for  repose.  It  is  agreat 
delusion  that  light  sappers,  or  empty  stomaclis  are  con- 
ducive to  sleep.  The  drowsy  god  is*never  caught  by  starva- 
tion. All  healthy  animals  fill  their  stomachs  and  then  go 
quietJy  to  sound  and  natural  sleep.  The  opposite  course, 
after  the  period  of  childhood,  with  human  beings,  has  filled 
the  world  with  restless  dreamers  and  miserable  dyspeptics. 
"Spare  the  eveninf  meal 
And  sweet  shall  ba  thy  sleep," 
sounds  well  as  poetry ;  but  as  a  maxim  of  truth  it  is  not 
worthy  the  acute  reasoning  of  the  philosophic  author. 

In  regard  to  the  strength  and  healthy  action  of  the  mind 
much  depends  on  the  mode  of  education,  and  there  is  noth- 
ing in  the  whole  training  of  the  individual  that  requires 
more  discrimination  and  judgment  than  the  habits  of  study. 
Unfortunately  for  young  persons  there  is  a  feeling  of  pride 
often,  and  generally  a  passive  acquiescence  in  the  demands 
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of  the  age,  that  overrules  all  eonsideratioos  for  tbe  laws  of 
physiology  and  the  lessons  of  experience.  Pare:it3  and 
teachers  love  to  see  their  children  and  pupils  excel,  and  the 
amount  of  daily  study  expected  of  many  youthful  hraina  ex- 
ceeds that  which  should  be  required  of  mature  adults  in  pos- 
sesstoa  of  vigorous  health.  In  this  manner  hrilliant  intellee-' 
taal  feats  are  sometimes  accomplished  as  a  poor  reward  for 
BQ  impaired  nervous  system,  if  not  complete  insanity,  soon- 
et  or  later  in  life.  Ordinary  prudence  would  suggest  the 
time  of  study  for  immature  minds  should  not  equal  that  self 
imposed  by  literary  adults  stimulated  by  pecuniary  necessity 
or  the  love  of  fame;  but  we  find  in  our  schools  the  regular 
daily  tasks  often  require  a  continued  application  of  six  hours 
iQ8chool,andseveral  more  outside  for  many  ofslower  faculties, 
to  maintain  honorable  position  with  fellow  students.  While 
some  of  the  best  scholars  of  any  age  have,  perhaps,  prolonged 
their  mental  efforts  to  more  than  six  hours,  a  majority,  prob- 
ably, of  equal  culture  and  success,  have  not  exceeded  four 
hours  daily.  Habit  may  in  some  instances  seem  to  over- 
come all  laws  and  obstacles ;  and  although  Dr.  Emmons, 
the  eminent  theologian,  could  go  from  his  bed  to  his  study 
and  remiun  there,  except  for  meals,  from  year  to  year,  until 
bis  chair  legs  wore  holes  through  the  floor,  without  appar* 
ent  damage  to  hie  physical  or  mental  health,  his  example,  in 
this  particular,  is  imworthy  of  imitation  by  those  who  have 
any  regard  for  their  comfort  or  usefulness. 


Mr.  William  UcFadden  continues  in  charge  ot  the  farm, 
and  the  steward's  report  of  the  stock  and  products  shows  a 
favorable  increase  over  any  previous  year.  All  the  crops  were 
good  for  the  season.  The  potato  bugs  nppeared  for  a  few 
weeks,  intent  on  their  mission  of  dcstniction,  but  careful  at- 
tention and  paria  green  saved  the  crop. 

Many  of  the  male  patients  have  assisted  in  the   labors   of 
the  farm  to  the  mutual  benefit  of  themselves  and  the  institu- 
tion.   The  female  patients  have  also  assi8t«d  materially  in 
tbe  household  dutjes.

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Thia,  ot  course,  does  not  represent  by  any  meaofl  tihe 
amount  of  needle  vork  done  by  employees  and  patients,  as 
mncli  the  largest  portion  of  the  labor  ia  required  in  repair- 
4nff  and  not  in  marvufacturing. 


The  library  has  been  increased  by  purchase  and  donations 
and  now  numbers  tvo  hundred  and  fifty  volumes.  Some 
pictures  have  also  been  added  by  friends  to  our,  previously, 
rather  limited  supply.  A  pair  of  magic  lanterns  with  over 
one  hundred  photographs  and  colored  slides  have  lately  been 
purchased  of  Jamea  W.  Queen  &  Co.,  of  Philadelphia,  at  a 
cost  of  three  hundred  dollars,  the  funds  for  which  were  fur- 
nished by  frienda,  the  labor  of  patients  on  the  county  road 
and  the  premiums  received  from  the  Nicollet  county  agri- 
cultural society  for  stock  and  vegetables  exhibited  at  the 
late  fair.  Huch  pleasure  and  profitable  entertainment  is  an- 
tidpated  from  this  source  during  some  of  the  long  winter 
•veninga.  A  new  organ  has  been  purchased  for  chapel  ser- 
vice and  this  is  also  partly  the  gift  of  friends. 

Chapel  services  have  been  continued  as  usual,  the  exercises 
being  conducted  by  the  difierent  clergymen  of  St  Peter  and 
their  choirs.  The  attendance  on  these  services  has  been 
largo,  in  proportion  to  our  numbers,  and  orderly.  Read- 
ings on  week-day  evenings  have  been  given,  occasional  con- 
certs by  the  comet  band  of  8t  Peter,  and  one  entertainment 
by  Mr.  Aaa  Hutchinson  and  family.

To  St«  Excellency,  Horace  AttatiTi,    Governor  of  the  State 

o^  Minnesota  : 

Sib  : — In  compliance  with  the  reqnirements  of  law,  the 
Board  of  Inspectors  of  tlie  State  Prison  would  respectfully 
submit  their  annnal  report  of  the  affairs  and  condition  of 
this  institution  for  the  fiscal  year,  ending  the  SOth  day  of 
Novemher,  1871. 

The  number  of  convicts  in  this  prison  on  the  SOth  day  o* 
November,  1870,  was  seventy-one  (71),  and  during  the  year 
forty-four  (44)  convicts  have  been  sent  here  upon  convic- 
tion for  offeuces  committed  against  this  State  and  sixteen 
(16)  for  offences  committed  against  the  United  States,  mak- 
ing sixty  (60)  in  all  received  this  year,  the  whole  namber 
confined  being  one  hundred  and  thirty-one  (131). 

There  have  been  discharged  upon  expiration  oi  term,  less 
time  allowed  by  law  for  good  behavior,  twenty-one  (21). 
Upon  expiration  of  sentence  without  any  deduction  eight  (8) ; 
by  Governor's  pardon  eight  (8) ;  by  command  of  General 
Hancock  three  (3) ;  by  order  of  the  President  of  the  United 
States  one  (1)  -,  by  death  two  (2) ;  end  by  order  of  the  court 
for  new  trial  one  (1) ;  leaving  in  confinement  on  the  SOth 
day  of  November,  1871,  eighty-seven  (87). 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  dnring  the  year  has  been 
quite  satisfactory ;  a  few  infringements  of  the  prison  rules 
only  having  occurred' 
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The  health  of  the  convicts  has  generally  been  good,  bat 
few  cases  of  severe  sickness  occurring,  and  the  diseases  in 
most  cases  yielding  to  medical  treatment.  For  further  par- 
ticulars we  would  refer  to  the  prison  physician's  report 
hereto  annexed. 

The  Legislature  last  winter  appropriated  for  cell-building 
and  cells,  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  and  for  buildings,  con- 
taining kitchen,  chapel,  guardrooms,  &c,  thirty  thousand 
dollars.  The  Board  of  Inspectors  after  having  advertised 
for  bids  therefor,  awarded  the  contract  to  Messrs.  Seymour, 
Sahin  &  Co.,  for  the  sum  of  fifty-three  thousoud  nine  hund- 
red and  sixty  dollars  ($53,960.00),  that  sum  being  the  lowest 
bid.  After  having  torn  down  the  old  buildings,  the  In- 
spectors found  it  necessary  to  pile  the  foundation,  which 
made  an  extra  expense  of  eight  hundred  and  forty-four  and 
twenty-six  one  hundredths  dollars,  and  snbseqnently  deemed 
it  for  the  best  interest  of  the  State  to  raise  the  new  cell  part 
of  building  to  the  same  height  as  the  main  building,  thna 
making  two  additional  tiers  of  cells,  for  which  an  extra  ex- 
pense has  been  incurred  in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  one 
hundred  and  cifi^ty  dollars. 

The  progreaa  of  the  work  considering  its  magnitude  has 
been  all  that  could  have  been  expected  nnder  the  circmn- 
stances,  and  we  reasonably  hope  and  expect  the  contracts 
will  be  completed  to  our  aatisfkc  Hon  by  the  first  of 
January,  18T2.  There  will  be  a  deficiency  in  the  new  build- 
ings of  nineteen  thousand  nine  hundred  and  eighty-eight  and 
twenty-six  one  hundredths  dollars  to  be  provided  for.  For 
the  enlargement  of  the  yard  the  Board  of  Inepectora  deemed 
it  necessary  to  purchase  ot  Wni.  Turiah  land  for  which  they 
agreed  to  pay  twenty-one  hundred  and  forty-five  dollars,  and 
of  James  Mackey  for  which  they  agreed  to  pay  thirteen 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  making  for  land  purchased  thirty- 
four  hundred  aud  ninety-five  dollars  also  to  be  provided  for. 
Thus  making  the  whole  sum  deficient  twenty-three  thousand 
four  hundred  and  eighty-four  and  twenty-six  one  hundredtlis 
dollars. 

The  appropriation  of.twcnty-five  hundred  dollars  for  yard 
improvements  has  been  expended  to  our  satisfaction. 
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We  would  again  urge  the  necesaity  of  enclosing  the  prison 
yard  with  a  substantial  etoue  wall  and  re-building  the 
Warden's  office,  for  which  purpose  thirty  thousand  dollars 
will  be  required. 

it  is  very  important  for  the  health  of  the  convicts  and 
those  employed  in  and  about  the  yard  that  proper  drunage 
should  be  had.  For  this  purpose  five  thousand  dollara  will 
be  required. 

Two  thousand  dollars  is  needed  to  repair  the  Warden's 
house  and  make  it  tenentable. 

Two  thousand  dollars  will  be  needed  to  move  and  enlarge 
the  Deputy  Warden's  house.  It  is  estimated  that  an  appro- 
priation of  thirty-seven  thousand  dollars  will  bo  needed  to 
meet  the  expenses  for  the  coming  year  as  follows :  Twenty- 
five  thousand  dollars  for  current  expenses,  and  twelve 
thousand  dollars  foa  salai-ies  ol  officers.  The  income  of  the 
prison  from  all  sources  for  the  next  year  is  estimated  at 
about  fourteen  thousand  two  hundred  dollars. 

It  is  considered  that  the  work  shops  are  too  small  for  the 
comfort  and  employment  of  the  men;  ten  thonsaud  dollars 
will  be  needed  for  the  erection  of  a  suitable  work  shop. 

The  Warden's  report  hereto  annexed  gives  in  detail  the 
business  transaction  for  the  year  to  which  with  the  reports 
of  the  chaplain  and  physician  we  ask  attention. 

We  take  this  occasion  to  express  our  high  appreciation  of 
the  very  efficient  and  faitful  manner  in  which  the  warden 
and  deputy  warden  have  performed  tlio  duties  of  their  offices, 
and  take  pleasure  in  stating  that  it  is  owing  to  their  constant 
watchfulness  and  attention  to  the  interest  of  this  institution 
we  are  indebted  for  the  admirable  discipline,  good  order,  and 
liarmonions  working  of  all  departments  under  their  charge ; 
while  the  sabordinnte  officers  by  their  zeal  and  fidelity  in 
the  discharge  of  their  duties  leave  nothing  further  to  be  de- 
aired  in  that  regard.

OaikiU,  Tnapectora  ofStaie  Prtton,  StiUioater,  Minn, 

GmTLEMEs: — In  accordance  with  the    requirements  of 

law,  I  have  the  honor  to  sabmit  the  following  report  of  the 

affairs  of  tbia  institution  for  the  fiscal  year,   ending  Nov. 

30th,  isn. 

The  year  which  has  jnat  closed  has  been  a  marked  era  in 
the  history  of  the  Minnesota  State  Prison.  The  appropria- 
tion of  1871  for  prison  improvements  was  the  first  of  any 
considerable  importance  which  this  institution  has  ever  re- 
ceived, and  by  it  the  old  dilapidated  and  tottering  Terri- 
tonU  buildings  have  been  removed  and  new,  convenient  and 
Bobstantia]  ones  erected  in  their  stead,  which  are  nearly 
ready  for  occupancy,  and  when  completed  will  be  an  honor 
to  the  State,  a  credit  to  the  builders,  and  a  blessing  to  tfao 
inmates. 

Four  times  the  amount  of  business  has  been  transacted  in 
the  yard  this  year  than  in  any  previous  year ;  five  times  thq 
namber  of  citizens  have  been  employed  to  carry  on  the  work ; 
the  convicts  have  largely  increased ;  temporary  buildings 
for  the  use  of  guards,  cooks,  and  storerooms  have  been 
erected  while  the  old  buildings  were  being  removed  and  the 
new  completed.  All  this  has  been  accomplished  with 
nothing  but  a  plank  fence  enclosing  the  yard,  and  while  the 
yard  was  being  enlarged,  we  were  sometimes— ^at  some 
points — without  any  fence ;  this  necessitated  an  additional 
force  of  guards,  which  altogether  has  increased  the  expenses 
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of  this  over  any  previous  year ;  and  in  this  conncctioti  allow 
me  to  say,  I  trnst  you  will  urge  upon  the  Legislature  the 
great  necessity  of  an  appropriation  at  an  early  day  for  en- 
closing the  prison  yard  with  a  substantial  and  safe  stone 
wall,  hoth  as  a  matter  of  safety  and  economy. 

An  appropriation  will  also  be  needed  for  additional  shop 
room.  If  the  increase  of  convicts  for  the  year  to  come  shonld 
be  as  large  as  in  the  year  past  closed,  it  will  he  found  im- 
possible to  work  them  to  any  advantage  in  the  present 
shops. 

An  appropriation  for  an  office  is  also  much  needed,  the 
guard's  sitting  room  is  now  used  for  that  purpose,  which  ia 
very  inconvenient.  Appropriations  are  also  needed  for  wash- 
room, bath-room,  wood-house,  water-works — hose  to  be 
Qsed  in  case  of  fire — aa  a3h  vault,  and  for  repairs  of  warden's 
and  deputy  warden's  houses,  all  of  which  claim  and  will 
doubtless  receive  your  attention. 

I  would  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  in  my  jodg- 
meat  the  salaries  paid  to  guards  at  this  prison  are  too  low 
to  insure  success  at  all  times  in  securing  competent  and 
trustworthy  men.  When  it  is  considered,  that  under  our 
present  contract,  guards  are  on  duty  one-half  the  year  from 
six  o'clock  in  the  morning  until  six  in  the  evening,  and  the 
other  lialf  of  the  year  from  1  o'clock  in  the  morning  until 
five  o'clock  in  the  evening,  I  think  you  will  agree  with  me 
that  $400.00  per  annum  is  inadequate  to  the  services  per- 
formed. I  therefore  recommend  that  the  salaries  of  all 
goards — gate  keeper  included — ^be  raised  to  $500  per  annum. 

During  the  past  summer  our  Sabbath  services  have  been 
held  in  the  mill.  I  need  not  speak  of  the  inconvenience  and 
unfitness  of  the  place.  I  rejoice  that  the  chapel  in  our  new 
building  is  now  about  ready  for  use,  and  in  order  to  render 
the  services  there  as  interesting  and  attractive  as  possible, 
would  si^gestthat  an  organ  of  good  tone  be  placed  there, 
to  be  paid  for  from  cun-ent  expense  fund  of  1S71,  of  which 
there  is  a  surplus  in  State  Treasury. 

The  conduct  of  prisoners  during  the  year  haa  been  gen- 
erally good. 
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Among  BO  many  difiereut  temperamentB-and  dispositions, 
whether  inside  or  ont  of  priBon  walls,  we  always  expect  to 
find  some  who  are  not  what  thej  should  be,  or  as  we  could 
wish  them,  consequently  we  have  had  some  infractions  of 
prison  rules  and  some  pnnishments,  but  I  think  few  com- 
pared with  the  number  of  convicts  and  the  drcumstances. 

There  has  been  one  escape,  but  we  re-captured  the  fellow 
after  two  weeks'  absence. 

About  mid-summer  a  conspiracy  was  entered  into  by  about 
twenty  of  the  boys  to  take  french  leave  of  tJie  institution, 
bat  the  whole  thing  was  discorered  in  time  to  prevent  any 
harm;  since  which  time  all  has  moved  on  in  peace  and 
qnietness.

TliD  health  of  tlio  inmates  has  been  generally  good. 
Through  the  blessings  of  a  kind  providence  n<»  contagious 
diseases  have  been  suffered  to  visit  us. 

Many  of  the  inmates  cuter  the  prison  with  diseases,  cod- 
tractedoutsidc,aomoarecurable,othcr8  chronicand  inem-able. 
Two  deaths  have  occurred  during  the  year. 

Oar  prison  physician,Dr.  J.  K.  Reiner,  hasbccTi  assiduous 
in  his  attentions  to  the  wants  of  the  sick,  and  in  my  judg- 
ment lias  faithfully  discharged  the  duties  oi  his  office ;  and 
for  a  more  detailed  account  of  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
institution  I  refer  you  to  his  report  hereto  annexed, 

Kcligious  services  have  been  held  every  sabbath  morning 
at  nine  o'clock,  as  also  on  thanksgiving  day,  and  at  tlic 
funerals  of  convicts,  and  I  doubt  whetlier  any  clergyman  in 
the  city,  has  a  more  eager  or  attentive  audience  than  doe» 
our  worthy  chaplain,  to  whose  report  hereto  appended  I  re- 
fer jou  for  a  more  definite  idea  of  the  moral  condition  of 
the  institute. 

Something  more  than  the  usual  complimentary  mention  is 
required  in  relation  to  the  officers. 

The  ordinary  routine  of  prison  life,  was  much  interrupted 
while  the  work  of  building  was  progressing,  and  much  ad- 
ditional care  and  labor  was   thrown   upon  my   subordinate 
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officers.  They  entered  lieartily  into  the  work,  and  by  tlieir 
own  efficiency,  and  their  success  in  interesting  the  men,  did 
much  to  expedite  the  work. 

And  by  tlieir  vigilance  the  usual  degree  of  discipline  has 
been  maintained,  under  circumstances  very  unfavorable. 
To  their  prompt,  cheerful  co-operation,  and  the  faithful  dis- 
charge of  their  duties  I  owo  much. 

The  depnty  warden,  Mr,  Horace  Loomia,  has  proved  an 
efficient  officer,  and  has  by  his  mechanical  skill,  and  his 
readiness  to  do  work  that  did  not  ligitimatcly  come  within 
his  sphere,  saved  the  State  no  small  sum,  that  woidd  otber- 
wtso  have  been  expended  for  labor  from  outside, 

Alfred  Iloyt,  a  convict  liere,  sentenced  for  life  for  murder 
in  first  degree,  is  insane,  and  in  my  opinion  was  insane  when 
he  committed  the  crime  for  which  he  is  sentenced. 

Iloyt  is  a  great  worker,  indeed  he  seems  to  love  work, 
and  many  times  does  much  more  than  he  ought,  but  occa- 
eionallj  becomes  boisterous,  and  wo  are  compelled  to  con- 
fine liim  for  a  few  days,  when  he  becomes  calm  and  resumes 
his  work  quietly,  it  may  be  for  months.  lie  has  never  of- 
fered violence  to  any  one,  though  he  sometimes  threatens, 
and  may  yet  do  harm.  I  think  yon  will  agree  with  me,  that 
a  prison  life  is  unsuited  to  a  lunatic,  both  as  regards  his 
own  benefit,  and  the  safety  of  others. 

Minnesota  statistics  contain  no  law  authorizing  the  trans- 
fer of  insane  persons  from  State  Prison  to  the  Insane  Asy- 
Inm.  I  suggest  that  yon  urge  the  necessity  of  the  passage 
of  such  a  law  at  an  early  day,  whereby  insane  convicts,  af- 
ter being  examined  by  proper  authorities,  may  be  sent  to- 
the  insane  asylum,  in  like  manner  as  insano  persons  arc  sent 
from  counties. 

In  speaking  of  the  various  needed  appropriations,  in  the 
early  part  ol  tliis  report,  I  omitted  to  mention  an  a2>propri- 
ation  for  an  addition  to  prison  library ;  I  think  four  or  five 
hundred  dollars  could  be  profitably  used  for  that  purpose. 

And  now,  gentlemen,  in  closing,  allow  mo  to  extend  my 
heartfelt  obligations  to  you  for  the  uniform  kindness  and  as- 
sistancc  I  have  received  at  your  hands,  and  for  the  patienco 
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yon  have  exercised  tovarda  me  at  all  times.  Donbtleso, 
many  mistakes  on  my  part  bavc  been  made.  The  duties  of 
the  office  I  have  discliarged  to  tbe  best  of  my  ability  ;  aod 
in  all  honesty  can  say,  that  my  constant  endeavor  has  been 
to  so  administer  the  affairs  of  the  prison,  that  the  ends  of  jna- 
tice  should  be  sccared,  and  the  interests  of  the  State  held  in- 
violate.

By  reference  to  the  abstract  of  cases  Iiereto  annexed,  it 
will  be  seen  that  there  lias  been  a  large  increase  over  other 
years  in  the  number  of  cases  treated,  which  is  properly  to 
be  attributed  to  the  want  of  facilities  in  the  care  and  treat- 
ment of  the  sick. 

The  building  operations  of  the  past  season  made  it  neces- 
sary in  the  absence  of  a  hospital,  to  treat  the  great  majority 
oi  cases  in  tlie  cells,  which  are  alike  tinsnited  to  protracted 
coniincmcnt  and  proper  treatment,  as  the  patient  is  deprived 
of  pure  air  and  exercise,  as  well  as  efficient  and  careful 
nursing.  Yet  notwithstanding  all  this,  it  will  no  doubt  bo 
gratifying  to  you,  as  it  most  certainly  is  to  myself,  to  know 
that  there  has  been  bat  two  deaths  during  the  year. 

Edward  Steel  died  on  the  6th  day  of  February,  of  Trau- 
matic Tetanus — aged  23  years ;  and  Horatio  Kohinson  died 
November  30th,  of  Phthisis — aged  80  years.

To  the  Inspectors  and  Warden  of  the  State  Prison: 

Gentlkmek:  In  making  a  report  as  Chaplain  of  the  State 
Prison,  I  am  happy  to  state,  notwithstanding  my  recent 
appointment  to  tnis  position,  that  labor  bestowed  thna  far 
has  been  highly  appreciated  by  the  convicts,  and  I  am 
encouraged  to  go  forward  in  sowing  the  seed  of  the  kingdom. 
BeligioQs  services  are  held  every  Sabbath  at  nine  o'clock, 
and  a  very  marked  degree  of  interest  is  exhibited  by  nearly 
all  the  prisoners,  and  all  are  supplied  with  a  good  Bible.  It 
gives  mepleaaure  to  be  uble  to  say  to  yon  Honorable  Inspec- 
tors and  Warden,  that  you  are  all  God-learing  and  exemplary 
meo,  and  are  held  in  very  high  estimation  by  all  the  unfor- 
tunate ones  under  your  charge.  I  learn  from  them  how 
much  they  appreciate  your  labors  of  love,  and  acts  of  kind- 
ness; and  from  many  of  the  cells  of  the  poor  convicts  goes 
np  a  prayer  to  God  for  hia  blessing  to  rest  upon  the  kind 
officers  of  this  benevolent  institution.  We  take  this  occasion 
to  express  our  high  appreciation  of  the  improvements  made 
dnring  the  year  in  the  erection  of  a  larger  and  more  commo- 
dious Doilding,  together,  with  a  good  chapel  when  completed. 
It  will  greatly  aid  us  in  our  moral  efforts.  The  better  the 
conveniences  the  more  effectual  the  work ;  and  in  order  to 
make  our  devotional  exercises  and  religious  worship  pleasant, 
we  need  a  good  church  organ,  which  necessity  I  hope  and 
tmst  you  will  take  into  consideration.

These  bonds  were  purchased  by  the  Permanent  School  Fund, 
and  are  held  by  it  at  the  present  time. 

The  Constitution  requires  that  all  bonds  issued  by  the  State 
shall  be  redeemed  within  ten  years  from  the  date  thereof,  there- 
fore the  War  Loan  bonds  must  be  redeemed  on  or  before  the 
first  of  November,  1872.  The  Sinldng  Fund  for  their  redemption 
at  the  commencement  of  the  year,  amounted  to  $64,496.86, 
makhig  the  debt  virtually  about  $285,S03.14  at  that  time.

The  school  lands  of  the  State  consist  of  two  sections  (16  and 
36)  in  each  Congressional  township.  The  public  surveys  have 
already  set  apart  about  two  million  acres.  A  third  of  this  amount 
has  been  examined,  preparatory  to  being  brought  into  market, 
and,  as  shown  by  the  table.  383,618.30  acres  have  been  sold. 
Wth  proper  management  the  fund  will  ultimately  amount  to  fif- 
teen million  dollars.  Its  present  rank  is  the  fifth  in  the  United 
States,  and  is  the  largest  fund  ever  created  out  of  the  original 
grants  of  lands  by  Congress,  for  the  support  of  schools.  The 
larger  funds  of  other  States  have  been  made  so  from  other  grants 
and  from  receipts  of  surplus  rcTenne  distrlbnted  to  them  by  the 
General  Government,  several  years  ago. 
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In  the  conrenion  of  these  lands  into  intereat  bearing  funds,  a 
portion  of  tlie  purchase  money  remains  due  from  the  purchaser, 
secured  by  all  the  property  purchased  and  the  inipFovements 
thereon.

I  renew  the  recommendation  of  last  year,  to  convert  the  five- 
twenty  U.  S,  Qonds,  and  the  money  to  be  received  from  the  Sink- 
ing Fund  through  the  redemption  of  the  war  loan  bonds  of  1862, 
into  Missouri  State  Bonds.

The  estimates  for  the  Interest  and  Sinking  Funds  are  made  on 
the  supposition  that  the  balance  now  in  the  Sinking  Fund  will  be 
invested  in  bonds,  and  the  bonds,  with  those  already  held,  will  be 
trusferred  to  the  Permanent  School  Fund  in  time  to  cancel  at 
leut  f90,000  of  the  war  bonds  held  by  the  School  Fund  on  the  first 
of  May,  when  the  next  interest  is  due.  If  this  is  not  done  these 
balances  will  be  materially  decreased.

AMEXDSIK.Vrs  TO  nEVENl'E  L.1WS. 

If  the  official  hond  of  a  town  assessor  be  not  executed  within 
reasonable  time  after  the  election,  or  if  he  neglects  or  refuses  to 
serve,  the  ofGcc  should  be  declared  racant,  and  the  chairman  of 
town  supervisors  be  required  to  fill  the  racanej  by  appointmeDt, 
and  in  case  the  racancy  b  not  filled  in  timo  to  make  the  asscM- 
ment,  the  County  Auditor  should  bo  required  to  levy  the  proper 
taxes  on  the  valuation  of  the  last  assessment  returned  to  his  office 
after  adding  twenty-five  per  cent  to  such  valuation. 

The  assessor  should  be  required  to  add  up  the  columns  of  hit 
tax  rolls,  and  in  his  return  make  affidavit  that  ho  has  valued  all 
property  at  its  true  and  full  value  in  money,  and  his  compensation 
should  depend  entirely  upon  a  strict  and  faithful  compliance  with 
all  the  requirements  of  the  law. 

The  law  provides  that  the  assessor  shall  give   bond  for  the 

faithful  and   impartial   performance  of  his  duties;  in  the  sum  of 

five  hundred  dollars,  with  at  least  one  good  "freehold  surety." 

*  The   question  bus  been  raised  whether  a  person  living  on  land 

claimed  under  the  homestead  law  b  a  freeholder  under  tbb  act. 

In  a  large  number  of  townships,  all  citizens  residing  therein  live 
upon  homestead  lands,  and  it  would  probably  be  well  to  define 
the  amount  or  value  of  improvements  or  personal  property  a  per- 
son must  have  before  he  can  become  surety  for  an  assessor. 

The  chairman  of  town  supervisors,  the  town  clerk  and  assessor, 
should  constitute  a  town  board  of  equalization.  Upon  the  com- 
pletion of  the  tax  list  by  the  assessor  he  should  give  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  the  meeting  of  the  board  so  as  to  afford  an 
opportunity  for  all  persons  feeling  themselves  aggrieved  at  the 
valuation  placed  upon  their  property  by  the  assessor,  to  attend 
and  testify  as  to  the  value  thereof.  The  board  should  have  power 
to  administer  oaths,  should  bo  required  to  review  the  assessment 
rolls,  and  to  increase  or  decrease  the  valuation  of  the  real  or  per- 
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■OD&l  property  of  anj  person  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  equal 
tantioti  of  all  property  io  the  township  at  its  full  and  true  value 
in  money. 

The  law  proridea  that  the  auditor  shall  compile  from  the  hooka 
in  his  Q£5ce  an  assessment  roll  containing  a  description  of  each 
tract  and  town  lot  of  real  property  in  each  township  in  his, 
county,  with  the  name  of  the  owner  thereof,  if  known,  and  the 
niunher  of  acres  or  quantity  of  land  contained  therein.  In  this 
cue  a  quarter  section  or  whole  section  would  be  placed  opposite 
the  name  of  the  owner  in  one  pertinent  description,  but  it  often 
happens  that  the  name  of  the  owner  cannot  be  ascertained.  The 
law  in  that  case  should  provide  that  such  lands  must  be  assessed 
in  forty  acre  tracts  or  the  smallest  legal  sub-division,  as  divided 
by  the  government  surveys,  and  marked  "unknown." 

It  was  the  theory  of  the  revenue  laws  when  first  enacted  to 
elect  county  auditors  and  treasurers  in  alternate  years  go  that  both 
offices  should  not  have  new  and  inexperienced  incumbents  in  them 
st  the  same  time.  The  lav  provided  that  the  auditor  should  bo 
elected  biennially  ou  and  after  the  general  election  in  1860,  and 
the  treasurer  biennially  on  and  after  the  geuerat  election  in  1861. 
Ail  the  counties  organized  at  that  time  elected  their  officers  in 
tiut  way,  and  still  continue  to  do  so.  In  the  revision  of  the  laws 
in  IS66  the  provision  for  such  elections,  in  alteruats  years,  was 
left  out,  and  the  counties  organized  since  that  revision,  are,  some 
of  them,  electing  both  officers  the  same  year,  and  some  are  elect- 
iif  a  treasurer  when  all  the  older  counties  arc  electing  auditors. 
There  should  be  uniformity  in  thb  matter  throughout  the  state, 
and  both  officers  should  not  be  changed  at  the  same  time. 

The  law  should  prescribe  a  particular  form  of  tax  receipts  to 
beosedby  treasurers.  They  shjuld  he  numbered  and  contain  the 
naioe  of  the  owner,  tract  of  land,  valuation,  and  the  number  of 
mills  levied,  and  the  amount  of  taxes  received,  with  a  duplicate  or 
"rtuh,"  showing  the  number,  name,  date  and  amount  of  each 
receipt.  They  should  he  bound  in  hook  form,  and  when  the 
receipts  of  the  book  have  all  been  used  the  bound  "stubs"  should 
be  carefully  preserved  for  future  reference. 

The  amendment  hy  the  last  legislature  making  county  treas- 
nren  personally  responsible  for  taxes  on  personal  property  tn 
eases  where  they  do  not  fully  execute  the  law  for  their  collection, 
works  well.    Such  taxes  have  been  more  closely  collected  than 
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«Ter  before,  notwithitaiidii^  the  law  wai  pasKd  too  late  to  be* 
ocane  familiar  to  the  officers  in  time  to  make  it  tboronghly  efficteat 
last  year.  With  some  additional  provisioni  it  can'be  made  a  val- 
uable addition  to  the  law. 

The  county  treasurer  is  now  required  to  post  notices  and  viat 
the  leTeral  towns  in  hb  county  for  the  collection  of  taxes  during 
the  month  of  January.  ■  While  there  is  no  penalty  on  real  estate 
taxes,  which  form  the  greater  portion  of  the  assessment,  until  tibe 
month  of  June  following,  the  result  is,  the  collections  in  many 
cases  hardly  exceed  the  traveling  expenses  of  the  treasnrer,  and 
in  no  case  is  the  majority  of  the  taxescoUected.  After  this  trouble 
and  expense,  and  theitrouble  and  expense  of  adTertising  the  pra^ 
erty  for  sale  is  incurred,  then  the  tax  payers  flock  to  the  treaa- 
urer's  office  in  such  numbers  as  to  require  additional  clerical  force, 
and  so  much  baste  in  the  transaction  of  the  buuness  is  necessary  to 
get  through  before  sac  niid  forfeiture,  that  perfect  accuracy  is 
almost  impossible. 

.  The  law  also  provides  that  county  commissioners  shall,  at  their 
September  session,  review  the  personal  property  tax  list  and 
strike  therefrom  such  taxes  as  may  in  their  Opinion  be  uncollect' 
able,  and  direct  the  treasurer  to  collect  in  the  manner  prescribed 
by  law,  any  delinquent  taxes  remaining  on  said  list.  This  is  ofaao- 
lete,  inasmuch  as  a  judgment  has  already  been  entered  in  the 
district  court  against  such  delinquency,  or  no  property  has  bees 
found  to  distr,aiD.  I  would  reverse  these  rules  somewhat  and 
provide  that  the  county  treasurer  should  remain  in  his  office 
during  the  months  of  January  and  February ;  that  all  persons 
paying  the  full  amount  of  their  taxes,  both  personal  and  real, 
during  that  time,  should  be  allowed  nu  abatement  of  ten  per  cent, 
thereon ;  that  on  the  first  of  March  the  treasurer  should  give 
notice  to  the  delinquent  tax -payers  of  each  town,  that  their  taxes 
have  been  marked  delinquent,  stating  the  day  that  ho  or  his  depn^ 
will  attend  at  the  usual  place  of  holding  elections,  or  at  some  other 
convenient  place,  to  receive  such  taxes;  that  in  case  they  arc  not 
paid  to  him  at  that  time,  the  real  property,  or  so  much  thereof 
as  may  be  necessary,  will  be  sold  on  the  first  Monday  of  June  next 
thereafter,  to  pay  such  taxes,  and  that  he  will  at  once  procceii  to 
distrain  sufficient  goods  and  chattels  belonging  to  the  persrais 
charged  with  such  taxes,  to  pay  the  same  and  the  costs  that  may 
accrue,  and  in  case  sufficient  goods  and  chattels  cannot  be  found 
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tOMtiify  tha  nme.  that  he  will  file  his  affidavit  showing  his  ioa- 
Ulify  to  collect  the  lame,  with  the  clerk  of  the  diitriot  canrt. 
iritere  judgment  will  be  demanded,  unless  sufficient  reason  is  shown 
lo  sud  coort  why  mch  taxes  should  not  be  paid.  When  this  ii 
accwiplished,  the  county  commissioners  should  meet  to  review 
tbe  delinquent  list  of  personal  property,  and  strike  therefrom  such 
taxes  as  in  their  opinion  are  uncollectable  by  reason  of  a  falsv 
stssmcnt,  or  the  remoTal  of  the  person  assessed  out  of  the  State, 
<tt  for  other  sufficient  reason,  and  direct  the  county  attorney  to 
aiMt  the  treasurer  in  procuring  judgments  from  the  court  against 
tke  penona  remainii^  on  said  list. 

It  frequently  happens  that  real  estate  taxes  aie  paid  and  are 
Bot  m  marked  on  the  duplicate,  but  are  returned  delinquent  and 
BM  sold  at  tax  sale  or  forfeited  to  the  State,  making  trouble  and 
additional  expense  to  all  parties  concerned.  The  dnplicata  re- 
ceipt referred  to  in  another  place  will  tend  to  prevent  this,  bat 
if  the  delinquent  taxes  could  be  carried  forward  on  to  each  ano- 
eeedii^  duplicate,  and  the  current  taxes  could  not  bo  received 
antit  the  delinquent  taxes  hod  been  paid,  which  is  the  case  now 
after  the  duplicate  is  returned  by  the  treasurer  to  the  auditor  in 
Jfloe,  Bach  cases  could  not  be  frequent,  for  the  demand  of  the 
toeosurer  for  the  delinquent  tax  would  be  notice  to  the  tax-payer, 
aad  the  matter  would  be  made  right  at  once.  An  additional 
leason  why  the  delinquent  taxes  should  be  extended  on  each  suc- 
ceeding duplicate,  is  that  without  it  the  delinquent  tax-payer  may 
be  ever  so  willing  to  make  payment  when  -the  treasurer  is  about 
tke  county  to  collect  the  current  taxes,  but  cannot,  for  the  treas- 
Brer  has  no  account  of  such  taxes  with  him,  and  is  therefore  un> 
able  to  receipt  for  tbem.  For  these  and  other  reasons  not  neces- 
sary to  mention  here,  I  recommend  the  amendment  of  the  law  bo 
as  to  require  each  duplicate  to  show  the  total  taxes  and  costs  due 
00  each  tract  of  land  on  the  lirst  oif  January  of  each  year,  tbe 
time  the  treasurer  commences  his  collection  on  tbe  current 
diqilicate. 

Whore  county  bouudaries  are  changed  or  new  counties  created 
out  of  oiA  ones,  the  law  for  making  the  change  should  also  provide 
lor  tbe  transfer  and  settlement  of  the  delinquent  taxes  due  upott 
the  lands  changed  or  set  off,  and  for  a  transcript  of  title,  so  they 
may  bo  properly  entered  on  the  records  of  tbe  new  county. 

Itis  asotorious.fact  that  while  the  law  requires  all  taxabll» 
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property  to  be  rained  at  its  true  and  Aill  Talue  in  mosey,  it  it 
returned  at  not  over  one-half  of  it*  value  In  most  casei,  and  in 
•oine  cases  at  a  thiid,  or  even  a  lower  valnation  still.  This 
•should  not  be  allowed,  and  a  thorough  reformation  is  much  nead- 
<ed.  The  most  lenient  tax  law  to  the  taxpayer,  is  the  one  reqnir- 
•ii^  itrict  compliance  with  its  provisions,  by  its  ofBcers,  and  forc- 
iag  the  prompt  payment  of  all  taxes.  Heretofore  a  lai^e  portion 
of  the  tj^xea  leried  on  personal  property  were  not  collected  at  all, 
through  fear  of  causing  offense,  and  the  large  amount  of  delia- 
quent  taxes  due  from  real  estate  is  sufficient  proof  that  the 
present  tax  law  is  deficient  in  its  terms,  or  it  is  not  properly 
executed.  If  the  latter,  proper  amendments  can  be  made  to 
cover  the  defects ;  if  the  former  b  the  true  reason  of  the  difficulty, 
^en  a  commission  should  be  appointed  to  draft  a  proper  law,  and 
report  it  to  the  next  legislature  for  adoption.  There  is  not 
sufficient  time  in  a  session  of  sixty  days  to  prepare  and  enact  a 
law  that  would  be  much  superior  to  the  present  one. 

The  amendments  recommended  will  go  far  to  perfect  the 
present  law.  I  would  recommend  a  change  in  the  manner  of 
disposing  of  delinquent  lands,  and  lands  forfeited  to  the  State,  so 
as  to  sell  them  by  an  order  from  court,  were  it  not  for  the 
expense  attending  such  proceedings  and  tbp  fact  that  the  present 
delinquent  list  is  so  large  that  it  would  almost  require  a  special 
court  in  each  county,  to  transact  the  business.  Additional  pro- 
tection should  be  afforded  to  purchasers  of  lands  at  tax  sales,  by 
providing  that  no  suit  should  be  commenced  to  test  the  validi^ 
■«(  title  without  the  person  claiming  adversely  first  depositing 
-with  the  county  treasurer  the  amount  of  taxes,  iDterest  and  coati, 
-that  would  hare  been  due,  had  the  land  remained  delinquent  or 
forfeited  to  the  State,  for  the  use  of  the  claimant,  in  case  the 
4itle  is  dcfectivp. 

TOWXSmi'  OllGANIZATiON. 

The  total  number  of  organized  townships  in  the  State  at  the 
close  of  last  year  (excluding  cities,  boroughs,  and  villages,)  as 
reported  to  this  office,  was  650,  an  alphabetical  list  of  which  was 
given  in  my  last  annual  report.  There  have  been  organized  since 
that  time  fifty-fire  townships,  and  one  has  been  abolished,  all  of 
which,  with  other  alterations,  will  bo  found  in  the  appcoiUx. 
The  present  number  of  organized  towns  therefore  is  704. 
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By  taking  the  list  in  lut  year's  report  in  connection  with  thii 
one,  county  commisaionera  and  others  interested  can  readily 
ascertain  what  names  to  avoid,  and  thus  often  save  delay,  arUng 
from  a  hap-haiard  selection  of  names,  inTolving  the  chances  of 
duplication,  and  consequent  rejection. 

It  would  be  advisable  to  prohibit  the  adoption  by  townshipa  of 
names  already  used  by  incorporated  cities,  boroughs,  or  villages, 
OQtside  of  the  counties  where  such  names  already  exist. 


SWAMP  LANDS. 

Of  the  selections  of  swamp  lands  reported  last  year,  only  the 
following  have  since  been  approved  to  the  State,  viz :  In  the 
Taylors  Falls  land  district  40,126  acres  by  patent,  dated  May  13, 
1871,  and  in  the  St.  Cloud  land  district,  148,801  acres,  by  cerU- 
fied  lists  approved  April  27th,  and  June  14,  1871.  No  deeds  for 
laads  of  this  class  have  been  issued  during  the  year,  and  in  all 
essentia]  particulars  the  lands  granted  remain  the  same  as  men- 
tioned in  my  last  report. 


The  transfer  of  knds  held  in  trust  for  the  construction  of 
railroads  has  been  limited  to  one  deed  for  the  Stillwater  &  St. 
Paul  Railroad  Company  for  C3,853^*g*(  acres,  one  to  the  St.  Paul 
U  Pacific  Railroad  Company  (Watab  branch)  for  100,695^  acres, 
one  to  the  Southern  Minnesota  Railroad  Company  for  15,390j\^ 
acres,  and  one  to  the  Sioux  City  and  St.  Paul  Railroad  Company 
for  189,459^1^0'  ^(^''es,  amounting  in  all  to  369,397.70  acres  trans- 
ferred during  the  year. 

The  following  statement  will  show  the  total  number  of  acres 
transferred  to  each  company,  the  number  of  acres  mid  and  subject 
to  taxation  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  and  what  percentage  of 
the  whole  amount  received  by  each  company  had  been  sold  at 
that  date.

tiALT  SPRING  IJAKDS. 

Certified  lista  liavc  bcea  received  for  26,435  acres  of  lands  per- 
taioing  to  seven  of  the  salt  springs  granted  to  the  State  onder  tbo 
organic  act  of  1858.  Tbe  whole  number  of  springs  allowed  to 
be  selected  was  twelve,  and  the  total  amoont  of  lands  pertainiiig 
thereto,  40,080  acres,  which  were  to  be  selected  within  two  jcaxs 
after  the  meeting  of  the  fint  legislature  of  the  State.  The  selec- 
tions were  attempted  in  1858,  but  a  number  of  the  q}rit^  were 
found  outside  of  the  surveys  and  jet  remain  so.  In  the  dc- 
'  structlon  of  the  U.  S.  land  office  at  Otter  Tail,  in  1862,  the 
records  were  destroyed,  and  when  subsetiucntly  duplicated  the 
salt  spring  entries  were  omitted  for  a  number  of  ycaia,  and  in  tlio 
mean  time  some  of  the  lands  were  settled  upon.  Of  the  lands 
which  have  been  certified  to.  the  State  3843  acres  have  been 
setcctcd  by  the  Belle  Plaine  Salt  Company,  nnder  the  act  of  Feb- 
ruary 28,  1870,  and  set  apart  for  its  use.  The  description  of  the 
lands  so  set  apart  and  those  remaining  to  the  State,  will  be  found 
in  the  appendix.  Of  the  balance  of  the  grant  within  the  surveyed 
limits  of  the  State,  6753  acres  are  occupied  by  settlers  and  about 
1600  acres  are  found  to  come  within  the  terms  of  the  act  grantii^ 
swamp  lands.  A  memorial  should  be  presented  to  Congien 
showing  the  condition  of  the  grant  and  asking  the  privilege  of 
relinquishing  the  lands  settled  upon  and  covered  by  other  grants, 
and  of  selecting  other  lands  in  place  thereof. 

INTERNAL   IMPliOVEMEST  L.iN'DS. 

Some  of  these  lands  ought  to  be  brought  into  market,  and  as 
public  sentiment  has  not  cooccntrated  on  any  one  object  to  which 
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ths  proceed!  thail  bs  directed,  I  would  recommend  tbat  »ll  tbe 
prorUoBs  of  lev  gOTeming  the  sales  of  School,  AgricnUnrel  Col- 
1^,  end  Unitersty  Lands,  be  extended  to  IbihU  of  this  oIbm  and 
that  thej  be  disposed  of  in  that  way  as  fitit  as  they  may  be  wanted 
for  aetnal  caltiTation ;  that  the  proceeds  arising  from  such  talei 
be  set  apart  as  an  Internal  ImproTement  Fund,  not  to  be  disbursed 
nntil  the  law  for  that  purpose  is  assented  to  by  a  majority  of  the 
rotes  polled  at  a  general  election ;  that  the  constitution  be  amended  . 
■o  as  to  carry  thu  law  fbtly  into  elfect ;  that  the  bonds  pnrchaaed 
with  the  proceeds  of  the  lands,  be  endorsed  "Internal  ImproTC- 
ntent  Bonds,"  not  traosferahle  except  upon  the  order  of  the  legis- 
latare.  The  cash  proceeds  from  sales  would  not  amount  to  any 
coosideiable  Bum  in  a  number  df  years,  and  by  tbat  time  the  peo- 
ple of  tbe  State  will  bare  made  up  their  minds  to  what  purpose 
they  will  devote  the  fund,  and  in  the  mean  time  the  fund  can  be 
accumulating  and  the  lands  can  be  settled  up  and  pnrchaaed,  to 
the  adTanoemoot  of  the  general  interest  of  the  State,  and  to  the 
grtat  relief  of  the  ftontier  counties  where  the  lands  are   located. 

SETTLEUEMT  CPOX  STATE  LAI^S. 

The  Ihll  season  has  been  found  tbe  best  time  to  sell  State  taada 
fitted  for  agriciUtore,  but  during  tbe  spring  and  summer  months 
^)pIications  to  settle  upon  them  are  frequently  received  from 
persons  wanting  them  for  immediate  occupation.  Under  tbe 
present  law  these  applications  are  reftised  and  the  applicants 
required  to  wait  for  the  fall  sales ;  this  they  cannot  do  without 
losing  the  whole  season  tor  making  improrements,  and  therefore 
other  lands  are  taken,  and-thus  the  State  oftentimes  loses  a  good 
purchaser  for  her  lands,  when  they  arc  brought  into  market.  I 
therefore  suggest  the  propriety  of  allowing  settlement  upon  lands 
that  have  been  appraised  by  depositing  with  the  treasurer  of  the 
county  wherein  the  land  sought  for  lies,  the  amount  of  the  first 
payment  required  down ;  then,  when  the  land  is  offered  at  public 
sale,  if  the  occupant  is  tbe  purchaser  ho  will  receive  the  foil 
benefit  of  his  deposit  on  the  first  payment,  and  will  only  hare  to 
pay  the  balance  and  the  interest  in  advance  to  the  first  of  June, 
thereafter  on  the  deferred  payments  to  complete  his  purchase. 
Id  case  other  parties  bid  higher  and  obtain  the  land,  tbe  deposit 
may  then  be  withdrawn,  but  tho  occupant  shall  bo  allowed  tbe 
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T&lne  of  hii  improvementi  as  determined  by  three  disinterested 
persons, — in  case  the  parties  interested  cannot  agree  as  to  their 
value — one  to  be  selected  each  bj  the  occupant  and  the  purchaser, 
and  those  two  to  select  a  third.  I  do  not  urge  this,  for  the  State 
has  been  more  fortunate  in  the  disposition  of  her  lands  so  far,  than 
any  other  State  in  the  Union,  and  it  may  be  best  to  "let  weU 
enough  alone ; "  but  if  the  lands  can  be  appraised  high  enough, 
the  State  will  suffer  nothing  in  the  transaction,  and  to  this  end  1 
would  recommend  that  the  appraisers  be  appointed  from  counties 
not  contiguous  to  the  one  in  which  the  lands  are  located,  so  as  to 
overcome  as  far  as  possible  the  local  pressure  for  low  appraisals. 

If  settlement  is  allowed  upon  the  lands  of  the  State  previous 
to  their  being  sold,  it  must  be  done  under  a  well  defined  law, 
otherwise  they  will  be  promiscuously  settled  upon  and  large  ira- 
provements  made  to  prevent  competition,  and  the  interests  of  the 
State  thwarted  in  many  ways. 

The  small  payment  iaya — the  low  rate  of  interest  on  the  bal- 
ance, and  the  long  time  to  pay  it  in — are  the  great  inducements 
to  purchase  State  lands  oveF  railroad  or  private  lands,  and  these 
inducements  should  not  be  trammeled  with  additional  and  larger 
payments  to  occupants  for  improvements  before  a  purchaser  can 
obtain  title  from  the  State.

The  above  amoont,  together  with  the  collections  for  tlw 

next  year,  and  the  amount  to  be  realized  from  the  Bile  of 
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the  twenty-five  thousand  currency  bonds,  ought  to  bo  suffi- 
cient to  cancel  the  Minnesota  war  loan  mataring  in  1S72, 
iimounting  to  one  hundred  thousand  dollars.  The  bonds  of 
Ibis  loan  are  now  held  by  the  Permanent  School  Fnnd,  and 
I  would  respectfully  suggest  that  the  School  Fund  eommis- 
sioners  be  authorized,  whenever  the  state  of  the  treasury 
will  permit,  from  time  to  time,  to  transfer  the  accumulations 
of  the  Sinking  Fund  to  the  Permanent  School  Fund,  as  iar 
as  may  bo  necessary,  and  to  cancel  therefor  an  equal  amount 
of  the  Minnesota  war  loan  bonds  until  all  are  canceled.

It  will  be  observed  by  comparing  the  above  with  my  last 
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year's  report,  that  tlio  apportionment  this  year  was 
(163,655.35  against  (176,806.85  apportioned  last  year,  an 
apparent  falling  off  this  year  of  (13,251.50  from  the  amoont 
apportioned  last  year,  when  in  fact  there  is  and  should  be 
an  increase.  It  should  be  remembered  in  making  this  com- 
parison, that  previous  to  last  year,  the  time  fixed  by  law  for 
making  the  two  annual  school  apportionments  was  on  the 
first  Monday  of  February  and  Augustj  while  during  the  ses- 
sion of  1870  it  was  changed  to  the  first  Monday  of  March 
and  October.  In  that  way  the  heavy  returns  from  counties 
in  August  and  September  were  added  to  the  apportionment 
of  last  year,  or  in  other  words,  that  year  counted  from 
August,  1869,  to  October,  1870,  while  the  returas  for  this 
year  included  only  the  returns  from  October,  1S70,  to  Oc- 
tober, 1S71.  The  amount  received  during  these  two  months 
In  1870,  was  ^23,286.15,  over  ten  thonsand  dollars  more 
than  the  above  difference.

any  of  the  State  bonds  then  authorized  by  law,  the  School 
Fund  Commissioners,  in  their  last  annual  report,  asked  for 
aathority  to  invest  the  accumulations  find  the  proceeds  to 
arise  from  the  proposed  sale  of  the  U.  S.  5-20  bonds  held  by 
the  School  Fund,  in  Missouri  State  bonds.   A  Inll  to  that  efibct 
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wu  prepared  and  passed  the  House  of  JKepreseatatdves,  bnt 
filled  to  become  a  law,  not  having  reached  the  Senate  in 
time.  The  commiBsioners  then  deemed  best  to  await  the 
result  of  the  election  in  regard  to  the  adoption  of  the  con- 
stitutional amendment  anthorizing  an  additional  issue  of 
Minnesota  State  bonda,  such  investment  being  considered 
the  safest  and  most  profitable  for  the  Fund.  That  amend- 
ment failing  to  meet  popular  support,  tlie  commissioners 
then  decided,  notwithstanding  no  full  aothoritj  was  g^ven 
to  that  effect  by  law,  to  invest  at  least  a  portion  of  the  fund 
in  Missouri  State  bonds,  and  to  awut  the  action  of  the  leg- 
islature in  regard  to  future  investment,  and  the  salo  of  tlio 
$77,800  U.  S.  5-21)  bonds.  The  above  $50,000  was  then 
invested. 

A  largo  amount  in  preininma  could  have  been  saved  to 
the  fund,  had  that  authority  been  giveu  at  tlie  last  session, 
and  I  woald  therefore  again  recommend  that  a  resolution  be 
promptly  passed,  anthorizing  such  sale  and  investment,  and 
sanctioning  the  above  action  of  the  commissioners. 

The  $100,000  Minnesota  war  loan  bonds  held  by  the  School 
Fond  will  mature  in  1S7S,  and  the  necessary  steps  should  be 
taken  for  their  transfer  and  cancellation.

I  deem  it  my  da^  to  call  the  attention  of  the  legislature 
to  the  loose  and  somewhat  defective  manner  in  which  the 
accounts  with  the  Railroad  Companies  are  kept  Under  the 
present  laws  the  companies  report  once  a  year  to  the  State 
T^eagorer  the  amount  of  their  gross  earnings,  upon  which

report  tlie  amount  of  tax  is  based.    The  Treasurer  has  no 
attthdritf  to  examine  into  the  correctness  of  such  reporta. 
I  wonld  therefore  again  repeat  my  recommendation  of  Is4t 
aod  preriouB  years  to  this  effect,  viz :  That  means  be  devised 
by  which  this  larf^e  and  steadily  gromng  eoiirce  of  revenue 
be  better  guarded  and  controlled,  and  a  more  eatisEactorT 
system  of  accounts  with  the  various  Itailroad  Companies  be 
aecared.     The  statements  required  to  be  mode  of  their  gross 
earnings  should  be  monthly  or  quarterly,  and  made  to  tbe 
State  Auditor,  on  Trhose  drafts  the  tax  should  be  collected. 
The  State  Auditor,  as  the  accounting  officer  of  the  State, 
should  have  the  power  to  examine  the  corectness  of  such 
statements  rendered,  leaving  to  the  Treasurer  the  collectiou 
and  safe  custody  of  the  funds.     It  is  easy  to  estimate,  that, 
when  our  projected  railroad  system  is  once  completed,   and 
the  companies  required  to  pay  the  full  rate  of  taxation,  three 
per  cent,  on  their  gross  earnings,  this  item  of  revenue  will 
neiu-ty  suffice  for  all  current  expenses  of  the  Stat«  govern- 
ment. 

A  similar  system  of  accounts  sliould  be  reqnired  from 
telegraph  and  express  companies.

For  the  ;ear  1872  the  tax  is  estimated  at  {425,000,  baaed 
on  a  tax  duplicate  of  $90,000,000.  The  amonnt  of  the  Ux 
duplicate,  if  full  money  values  were  taken  as  a  basis  in  the 
assessment,  would  be  nearer  $300,000,000.  In  this  con- 
nection I  would  suggest  the  propriety  of  requiring  assessors 
and  county  Hud  state  boards  of  equalization  to  conform  to  a 
stricter  compliance  with  the  law  in  r^;ard  to  returning  the 
assessment  of  all  taxable  property,  at  tlie  fall  value  in  mon- 
ey. The  result  would  certainly  be  beneficial  to  tho  State. 
It  is  an  acknowledged  fact  that,  under  the  present  mode  of 
assessment,  no  property  is  intended  to  bo  rated  at  more 
than  half  its  real  value,  in  many  cases  even  far  below  that 
rate.  Thd  effect  of  this  low  valuation  is  that  taxes  in  many 
eounties  are  carried  to  the  seemingly  enormous  rato  of  four 
or  five  per  cent.,  which,  however,  is  merely  fictitious,  and 
with  a  proper  assessment  would  not  be  over  perhaps  one 
per  cent  Under  the  present  mode,  the  common  wealth  is 
shown  a  great  deal  lower,  and  the  taxes  a  great  deal  higher, 
than  the  facts  warrant 
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the  State  are  in  a  healthy  condition,  which  should  not  be 
endangered  bj  allowing  appropriations  to  go  beyond  the 
^mita  indicated  in  ihe  above  estimstes.     It  shonld  be  re- 
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membered  that  from  tlie  close  of  the  fiscal  jear  aatil  aboat 
the  middle  of  March  hardly  any  collections  can  be  expected ; 
the  balance  left  over  should  therefore  be  suflSdent  to  meet  the 
necessary  expenditures  daring  that  period. 

The  proposed  amendment  to  the  eonstitation  authorizing 
an  additional  loan  of  the  State  for  the  purpose  of  providing 
the  necessary  funds  for  the  completion  of  the  boildings  for 
our  State  institntioDS  failing  to  meet  the  required  popular 
support,  nothing  can  probably  be  expended  for  such  build- 
ings until  the  state  of  the  general  revenue  shall  warrant 
such  expenditure. 

THE  INBUBAKCK  DEPARTUENT. 

Under  the  law  regulating  foreign  and  domestic  insurance 
companies,  eighty-six  companies  rendered  their  statements, 
a  schedule  of  which  is  hereto  annexed.  Since  the  great  Chi- 
cago disaster,  many  fire  insurance  companies  have  become 
insolvent  and  a  general  feeling  of  insecurity  in  regard  to  in- 
surance matters  prevails  in  consequence  thereof.  It  will 
therefore  be  necessary  to  insist  on  a  strict  compliance  with 
the  law  and  to  refuse  admittance  into  the  State  to  doubtful 
companies.  If  any  change  in  the  insurance  law  is  attempted 
at  all,  it  should  be  to  make  itb  provisions  more  stringent, 
[uformation  in  regard  to  the  reinsurance  fund  of  each  com- 
pany should  be  required  in  addition  to  the  statements  ren- 
dered, to  enable  the  public  to  judge  of  the  financial  sound- 
ness of  the  Bomc. 

The  amount  of  tax  received  from  insurance  companies, 
being  two  per  cent  of  their  gross  receipts  in  Minnesota  du- 
ring the  preceding  year,  was  $17,112.14-.

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ANNUAL   REPORT. 


GOVEHNOB : 

In  submitting  to  you,  aud  through  you  to  the  Ilonorable 
Legislature  of  the  State  of  MiuneBota,  the  annual  report  of 
the  department  under  my  charge  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
November  30th,  1871,  I  shall  endeavor  to  bo  as  brief  and 
comprehensive  as  possible,  embracing  only  such  subjects 
and  recommendations  as  seem  to  demand  mention. 

To  assert  that  the  labors  of  the  office  have  increased, 
rather  than  diminished  during  the  past  twelve  months,  is 
certainly  speaking  within  the  bounds  of  truth,  as  I  trust  I 
shall  clearly  demonstrate  in  the  course  of  this  report. 

The  general  character  of  the  business  transacted  has  been 
similar  to  that  of  other  years  since  the  close  of  the  late  var, 
and  consists  largely  in  correspondence  with  officers  and 
soldiers  formerly  bclon^ng  to  Minnesota  organizations,  who 
require  abstracts  of  tlieir  military  histories,  and  certificates 
ol  service  for  various  reasons.  Also  an  extensive  cortcB- 
pondcnce  with  tlie  various  Departments  of  the  General 
Government,  which  make  frequent  demands  upon  this  office 
for  information  essential  in  the  final  settlement  of  accounts 
and  the  adjustment  ot  claims  for  pensions,  bounties,  arrears 
of  pay,  commutation  of  clothing,  rations,  transportation, 
&C.,  &c. 

Being  well  assured  in  all  cases  of  this  character,  that  an 
equitable  settlement  of  these  claims  dependeil  largely  upon  a 
dear  statement  from  me,  embracing  all  the  details  of  their 
military  histories,  I  have  ever  endeavored  to  so  tarnish  it, 
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promptly  and  truthfully.  And  it  is  a  source  of  no  little 
pride  and  gratification  to  me,  that  thus  far,  without  a  single 
exeoptimi,  I  have  been  able  to  comply  with  these  requests, 
although  oftentimes  reqsiring  much  time,  and  tedious 
research,  the  natural  result  of  imperfections  in  the  records, 
which  1  trust  will  be  greatly  improved,  if  not  perfected, 
during  the  coming  year; 

EULDIEnS  UOMti;&T£AD3. 

Congress  at  its  last  session  enacted  a  law  granting  to 
honorably  discharged  officers  and  soldiers,  who  had  served 
sixty  days  in  the  Army  or  Navy,  a  homestead  of  one 
hundred  and  sixty  acres  of  land,  subject  to  the  conditions 
of  the  homestead  law. 

Notwithstanding  the  benefits  accniing  under  said  law  are 
meagre,  and  the  generally  expressed  opinion  among  soldiers 
that  Congress  had  ostentatiously  proclaimed  its  interest  in 
the  welfare  of  the  Nation's  defenders,  by  the  enactment  of 
a  law,  the  loud  sounding  title  ot  which  (Soldiers  Home- 
steads) would  seem  to  bestow  substantial  advantages,  which 
'  a  practicable  application  of  its  provisions  demonstrates  as 
illusioiiary  and  mythical  in  the  extreme,  and  so  far  as  ita 
general  adaptability  is  concerned,  is  quite  inoperative,  a 
limited  number  only,  and  not  the  most  needy  and  deserving 
class,  being  able  to  avail  themselves  of  the  proffered 
advantage. 

Contrast  this  policy  with  the  annual  custom  of  conferring 
upon  wealthy  corporations  millions  of  our  best  acres,  a 
portion  of  which  might  and  should  in  justice  be  given  to 
those  war  worn  veterans  whoso  empty  sleeves  and  wooden 
stumps,  proclaim  inlanguage  too  emphatic  to  be  mistaken, 
that  they  had  stood  between  the  Nation  and  ita  enemies. 

Have  they  no  "  vested  riffhts  ?"  Considerable  numbers, 
notwithstanding  the  limited  benefits  to  be  derived  from  the 
law,  liavo  been  furnished  with  certificates  of  service,  and 
have  accepted  the  terms  g/anfed. 

I  earnestly  hope  the  Legislatnre  will  memorialize  Congress 
for  the  passage  ef  a  Boldiers  homestead  law,  more  liberal 
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in  its  provisions,  that  shall  confer  advantages  more  imlvenal 
in  their  character,  that  every  wounded  soldier,  at  least,  may 
be  benefited  thereby. 

REVISION  OF  TlIK  BtCORDS. 

Upon  asspming  the  dnties  of  Adjatant  General,  I  at  once 
became  convinced  that  the  records  of  the  office  were  quite 
imperfect,  and  that  the  printed  final  history  of  our  officers 
and  soldiers,  issued  soon  after  the  war,  when  the  office  was 
overwhelmed  witli  business,  was  particularly  erroneous, — a 
natural  and  certain  sequence  of  the  conditions  and  circuin- 
Btauces  nnder  which  it  was  compiled ;  at  that  time,  the  data 
and  facts  essential  for  the  compilation  of  a  truthful  history 
of  that  character,  were  not  accessible,  and  a  prudent  exer- 
cise of  economy  would  have  postponed  tlie  work  for  at  least 
two  years,  when  tlie  report  of  tlie  Quartermaster  General, 
embracing  the  names  ot  those  who  had  lost  their  lives  in 
prison  pens,  and  other  neccBsary  information  of  a  kindred 
character,  would  have  been  available. 

I  am  profoundly  scuBible  of  the  jealous  interest  with 
whicli  every  honorable  soldier  regards  a  truthful  and  impar- 
tial record  of  his  service,  and  fully  realize  the  obligation 
devolved  upon  the  State  in  this  particular,  not  only  to  the 
soldier  who  fought  our  battles,  and  wreathed  onr  escutcheon 
with  garlands  of  tjlory,  that  shall  bo  as  enduring  as  the 
Nation's  life,  but  to  his  relatives,  his  jiosteritj",  and  to  gene- 
rations yet  nnbom,  whoso  gratitude  will  live  green  in  the 
memory  of  the  distant  future. 

Realizing  the  importance  of  at  once  taking  steps  to  cor- 
rect these  records,  wliile  the  events  of  the  war  were  yet 
fresh,  and  before  tlicy  became,  traditi^inal,  I  requested  an 
appropria^on  from  the  last  Legislature  of  S1,00(',  to  com- 
mence this  work,  having  previously  estimated  the  entire 
cost  at  $2,500,  (without  reprinting)  which  appropriation  waa 
promptly  made.  "With  the  valuiblo  assistance  of  Captain 
J.  C.  Shaw,  the  work  has  been  fully  inaugurated,  and  satis- 
factory progress  made.  I  consider  an  additional  appropria- 
tioD  of  $1,200  enfficient  to  complet^i^  the  important  work, 
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and  earnestly  recoinmesd  an  appropriation  of  that  amonDt, 
(which  is  $300  less  thaa  the  original  CBtimate)  and  trust  tlie 
Le^slatnre  will  realize  the  importance  of  the  object  to  be 
attained,  and  the  necessity  for  conclading  tlio  labors  began. 

I  BUS&AD  OF  CLAmS. 

l&y  a  wise  niid  judicious  act  of  the  Lcgistaturo  of  1865,  a 
Borean  of  Claims  was  established  as  an  adjunct  of  the 
Adjutant  General's  OflSce,  and  that  oflScer  made  ete^^ieio 
State  Claim  Agent,  since  which  time  it  has  been  in  ane- 
cessfnl  and  active  operation.  By  the  terms  of  said  law,  the 
Adjutant  General  is  required  to  prosecute  free  all  claims 
against  the  General  Government  arising  out  of  the  late  war. 
It  may  not  be  inappropriate  to  say  in  this  connection,  that 
A  liberal  policy  has  been  pursued,  and  all  claims  of  citizena 
ol  Minnesota,  whether  arising  out  of  the  lato  war  or  other 
wars,  have  boon  promptly  and  willingly  prosecuted,  without 
cost  to  claimants. 

In  order  to  fully  comprehend  the  beneficent  labor  already 
accomplished,  and  the  lai^  amount  of  business  annually 
done,  with  the  benefits  accruing  to  soldiers,  their  widows, 
orphans  and  heirs,  a  careful  examination  of  the  tables 
following  TiHll  be  necessary,  which  will  be  found  to  embrace 
a  detailed  statement  of  the  transactions  of  the  agency 
from  its  organization  to  tliis  date. 

Daring  the  five  years  of  its  existcnco  there  have  lieen  filed 
5,711  claims  of  all  classes,  and  collected  and  disbursed  in 
money  $436,803.41.  Estimating  the  cost  of  prosecuting  at 
twenty  per  cent,,  the  amount  usually  obtained  by  private 
claim  agents,  and  there  lias  been  saved  to  claimants,  in 
commissions,  the  amount  of  SS7,360.68. 

Under  the  IT,  g.  Supreme  Court  decision  of  March  14tli, 
1870,  a  large  number  of  claims  for  additional  bounty,  pre- 
viously debarred,  have  been  filed  with  the  Second  Auditor 
of  the  Treasury,  and  only  await  an  appropriation  of  money, 
to  insuro  adjustment.  It  is  hoped  and  expected  that  Con- 
gress, at  its  present  session,  will  make  full  provision  for 
their  settlement. 
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By  virtue  of  a  recent  congressional  act,  snrvivors  of  die 
war  of  1812,  by  reason  of  honorable  service,  are  made  pen- 
sioners. About  twenty  of  tlieso  old  veteran  residents  of 
Minnesota  bave  made  tbeir  applications,  and  will  doubtless 
soon  be  in  tbe  enjoyment  of  this  long  deferred,  but  just 
recognition  of  their  service. 

In  concluding  this  subject  it  appears  eminently  proper  to 
remark  that  the  Heads  of  the  varioiu  Departments  at  Wash, 
ington,  and  especially  tbe  Commissioner  of  Pensions  and 
Second  Auditor,  with  whom  much  business  has  been  trans- 
acted, have  ever  evinced  the  greatest  interest  and  prompt- 
ness in  facilitating  the  speedy  adjustment  of  claims  submit- 
ted through  tliis  agency.    ~

Conaideriog  the  fact  tliat  our  State  abaolntclj  does  nothiug 
by  way  Of  pecnniary  aid  to  foster  and  encourage  ft  healthful 
martial  spirit  among  oar  citizens,  it  ia  perhaps  a  little 
remarkable  that  I  am  able  to  report  a  very  efBcicnt,  well 
disciplined  militia  force  of  over  twenty-five  Companies; — 
twenty  of  which  have  boon  assigned  to  the  First  and  Second 
Kegiments  Minnesota  National  Guard — the  former  under 
the  command  of  Colonel  A.  P.  Connolly,  with  Headquarters 
at  St.  Paul,  and  the  latter  under  command  of  Lieut.  Colonel 
-  H.  G.  Ilicks,  with  Headquarters  at  Minneapolis. 

Both  ot  tbesc  gcntlcmcu  have  \\w\  large  military  experi- 
ence during  the  late  war,  and  are  eminently  qualified  for  the 
positions  to  which  they  have  been  assigned,  and  are  warmly 
devoted  to  the  best  interests  ot  the  entire  organization. 

It  is  strange  that  Nations  and  States,  like  individuals  will 
not  profit  by  experience,  but  such  seems  really  to  bo  the 
case,  so  far  as  a  proper  recognition  on  the  part  of  tlio  Stale,* 
of  the  wants  of  our  militia  are  concerned. 

Tho  various  companies  are  not  only  required  to  bear  the 
burthens  of  voluntary  service,  but  to  purchase  their  own 
uniforms,  pay  tlieir  own  armorer  and  armory  rent,  and  bear 
all  other  expenses  incidental  to  their  organizations,  for  tho 
expensive  luxury  of  being  n  State  soldier,  and  holding  them- 
Bcives  in  readiness  to  respond  to  a  proper  demand  to  suppress 
riots,  repel  invasions,  or  other  ser\ico  which  sudden  emer- 
gency may  require. 

In  the  present  depleted  condition  of  tho  Treasury,  when 
tho  various  State  institutions  arc  loud  in  their  demands  for 
funds  necessary  for  their  maintenance,  I  do  not  deem  it  pr&- 
per  to  ask  or  even  recommend  a  large  appropriation  for  the 
support  of  our  militia,  but  there  should  be  evinced  a  certain 
degree  of  interest  in  its  welfare,  and  while  fostering  tho  other 
interests  of  tho  State,  not  ignore,  totally,  this  one,  on  the 
theory  that  we  are  blessed  witli  peace,  lionce  it  is  aselesa  to 
enconrago  a  military  spirit  among  our  people.  This  was  tho 
prevailing  sentiment  of  the  whole  country  prior  to  tho  rebel-

lion,  and  when  the  dark  clouds  of  war  fiaally  enveloped  the 
Nation,  we  were  ignorant  of  the  most  commonplace  datiea 
of  the  soldier,  and  month  after  month  of  plodding  labor 
and  persistent  drill  hec&me  necessary  hefore  oar  armies 
were  considered  serviceable.  Had  not  the  same  condition  of 
affairs  existed  at  the  South,  notwithstanding  the  conceded 
Talor  of  our  troops,  fighting  for  the  blessings  of  libertj,  and 
the  perpetuity  of  our  institutions,  who  can  tell  what  the  re- 
wuU  miffht  have  been. 

Again,  had  the  Northern  States  been  able  to  respond  to 
the  demand  ot  the  Government  with  full  quotas  of  well 
drilled,  eflScient  troopa,  skilled  in  the  sdence  of  war,  ready ' 
to  meet  the  nndisciplined  moba  of  the  Sonth,  how  many 
millione  of  treasure,  and  thousancU  ofvahtable  livet  miff/it 
have  been  saved. 

It  may  bo  urged  that  we  are  not  a  warlike  people,  that . 
onr  avocations  are  those  of  peace,  that  the  mnintenance  of 
tnilitary  organizations  tenda  to  despotism,  and  sre  contrary 
lo  the  letter  and  Bpirit  of  our  free  institutions.  Tmc,  but 
while  other  nations  adhere  to  a  contrary  policy,  and  resort 
to  the  sword  rather  than  diplomacy,  to  settle  their  difficulties, 
it  is  the  part  of  wisdom  that  we  should  profit  by  their  ex- 
ample, and  be  ever  ready  to  repel  an  attack,  or  maintain 
our  dignity  and  honor  at  the  point  of  the  bayonet  Until 
ft  higher  dvilisation  shall  prevail  and  forever  banish  war 
from  the  nations  of  the  world,  a  sound  policy  would  seem 
to  dictate  the  encouragement  of  a  martial  epirit  among  onr 
people.  Tliis  interest  would  be  best  subserved  by  .the  estab- 
lishment of  a  national  system,  that  should  be  uniform  in  its 
character,  subject  to  the  immediate  control  of  the  several 
-States,  bat  under  the  general  direction  of  the  government 

Let  the  plan  of  organisation  be  bo  systematized  as  to  ad- 
mit of  sndden  expansion  into  regiments,  brigades,  and  divis- 
ions according  to  the  requirements  of  drcnmstances. 

The  following  sentences  Irom  the  last  animal  report  of  the 
Adjutant  General  of  Pennsylvania,  are  quite  apropos,  and 
ore  therefore  quoted. 

"Oar  military  laws  should  be  so  liberalized  and  modern- 
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ized  as  to  accommodate  the  orgaaizatioa  of  the  grand  mili- 
tary spirit  which  animates  our  people.  That  spirit  should 
not  be  suffered  to  become  extinguished  by  sordid  or  mista- 
ken notions  of  public  economy,  nor  should  the  State  author, 
ittes  ignore  the  patriotism  of  the  people,  seeking  legitimate 
means  of  preparation  to  defend  the  government  in  time  of 
peril.  Our  goremment  relies  for  its  perpetuity  on  the  con< 
sent  of  the  governed,  on  the  intelligence  and  active  ener- 
getic interest  which  the  masses  take  in  its  improvement  and 
integrity,  and  whilst  admitting  as  a  truiam  that  it  ia  sound 
policy  to  provide  for  the  education  of  the  children  of  the  State 
at  public  expense,  it  is  equally  wise  and  laudable  to  provide 
for  tho  oqnipment  and  discipline  of  all  liable  to  military 
service,  that  when  militaty  force  is  needed,  an  efficient  army 
can  he  summoned  in  a  day  from  the  fields  and  workshops 
of  the  State. 

"Much,  if  not  all  the  wonderful  success  gained  by  the 
Prussians  in  their  late  war  with  France,  is  directly  owing  to 
the  fact  that  the  first  lesson  of  the  German  eubject  is  the 
art  ofwar." 

The  official  enrollment  of  the  unorganized  militia  c^  the 
State  for  the  year  1870,  exhibits  the  number  of  persons  lia- 
ble to  military  duty  in  case  of  draft,  to  be  41,049. 

The  annual  retam  to  the  general  government,  of  the  oi^ian- 
ized  and  unorganized  militia,  farther  with  the  number, 
elass  and  condition  of  arms  and  equipments,  was  forwarded 
on  the  Ist  day  of  December,  in  conformity  with  law.

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Anns  and  accoutrements  to  the  valne  of  $3,000  have  been 
drawn  from  the  geoerat  government  dnring  the  past  jear, 
and  are  either  stored  in  the  State  Arsenal,  or  iu  the  posses- 
eion  of  military  companies,  who  have  filed  bonds  with  siiffident 
sureties  for  their  sate  keeping,  and  return,  when  called  for. 

In  conformity  with  a  United  States  law,  each  State  is  en- 
titled to  an  annual  qnota  of  arms,  in  proportion  to  its  popula- 
tion, which  can  only  be  drawn  in  kind.  The  money  value 
of  onr  annual  quota  is  a  fraction  over  $2,200.00  but  will 
exceed  $3,000.00  under  the  new  apportionment. 

The  arms  stored  at  Mankato  for  frontier  defence,  amount- 
ing to  five  hundred  stand,  together  witli  the  accoutrements, 
that  were  burned  dnring  the  spring  ot  1S70,  have  not,  as  yet 
been  re-issued  to  tlie  State,  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  who 
acknowledges  the  validity  and  equity  of  the  claim  for 
reimbursement,  but  states  his  inability  to  comply  with  the 
demand,  without  the  authority  of  specific  legislation  by  Con- 
gress. Accordingly  an  effort  will  be  made  in  that  direction 
during  the  winter,  and  no  doubt  ia  entertained  of  a  favora- 
ble result. 

Under  the  careful  supervision  of  CapL  A.  Eichardson, 
military  store  keeper,  the  military  property  of  the  State 
may  well  be  considered  safe,  and  as  well  protected  as  the 
present  accommodations  will  allow.  The  rapid  growth,  and 
unparalleled  development  of  the  State,  however,  will  at  no 
very  distant  day,  necessitate  tlie  erection  of  a  new  arsenal 
and  magazine. 

A  detailed  statement  of  the  number  of  arms  and  accou- 
trements, munitions  and  other  property,  on  hand,  received, 
issued,  and  expended,  during  the  fiscal  year,  ending  Nov- 
ember 20th,  1871,  will  be  found  in  tlio  appendix. 

Being  quite  unable  to  supply  a  large  demand  for  copies  of 
my  last  annual  report,  which  contained  a  portion  of  Minne- 
sota's Boll  of  Honor  I  republish  the  list,  with  sncli  modi- 
fications and  additions  as  I  have  been  able  to  make,  in  an 
appendix  to  this  report.

Bealizing  tlio  importance  of  making  sucli  provision  for 
the  maintenance  and  education  of  the  destitute  orphans  of 
soldierB  residing  within  the  State,  oa  should  eventually  ren- 
der them  honorable  and  productive  citizens,  besides  recog- 
nizing in  its  broadest  sense,  the  fact  that  in  no  other  man- 
ner can  the  State  so  effectually  discharge  the  great  obli> 
gation  devolved  upon  it  in  the  care  of  these  dependent  little 
ones,  whose  natural  guardians  gave  np  their  lives  in  the  Na- 
tional canse,  than  bestowing  upon  each  of  thetn  a  thorough 
education  and  moral  training,  the  Hoard,  after  various  ex-  ■ 
perimcnts,  decided  that  in  no  way  could  this  object  be  so 
iiilly  attained  as  in  the  estabhshment  of  an  Orphans'  Home, 
exclusively  for  soldiers'  children,  in  such  locality  as  would 
eecm  to  promise  the  best  educational  advantages. 

Jiccordingly  such  legislation  as  was  deemed  essential, 
vas  aakcd  for  and  promptly  granted  by  the  last  Legislature, 
and  after  carefully  considering  the  best  interests  to  be  sub- 
cerred  in  all  essential  points,  a  proposition  was  submitted 
to,  and  accepted  by  the  citizens  of  Winona,  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  Home  in  that  city,  on  conditions  that  speak 
well  for  the  patriotism,  public  spirit  and  liberality  of  its 
people,  who  have  ever  evinced  the  warmest  interest  in  its 
■nceesa,  and  in  the  welfare  and  comfort  of  these  wards  of 
the  State. 

The  Home  has  been  in  snccessful  operatiom  since  the 
80th  day  of  Harch,  1871,  and  every  advantage  of  education 
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and  family  disdpline  enjoyed  by  the  most  favored  claaB,  is 
here  bestowed. 

There  are,  at  present,  thirty-foor  orphans  residing  at  thia 
Home,  and  daily  receiving  the  glorious  advuitages  it  con- 
fers, at  an  expense  of  four  dollars  per  -  week  per  diild, 
which  includes  clothing,  board,  and  school  advantages. 
The  number  would  have  been  increased  to  seventy  five  ere 
this,  had  the  appropriation  not  proved  inadegnate  to  the 
support  of  an  increased  number  of  orphans. 

The  board  finding  themselves  unable  to  meet  the  draft 
that  will  be  made  upon  them  for  the  support  of  the  Home, 
for  the  month  of  December,  have  accepted  a  temporary  loan 
of  $400,  generously  tendered  by  the  following  resolution  of 
the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  of  St.  Paul :

vouchers  for  the  same  to  the  quartermaster  of  said  Post, 
and  that  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  forwarded  to  the  Sec- 
retory of  said  Board  of  Trustees.

It  is  a  little  humiliating,  and  not  in  strict  accord  with  the 
manifest  duty  of  the  State,  to  permit  a  condition  c^  affairs 
rendering  it  necessary  for  the  legally  constituted  guardians 
of  our  soldiers'  orphans  to  accept  a  loan  to  meet  the  expenses 
necessary  ior  their  support  and  education.  That  the  board 
may  in  future  do  its  entire  duty,  not  only  to  those  now  im- 
der  their  supervision,  but  to  those  who  have  as  yet  received 
no  Staie  aid,  but  need  its  fostering  care  and  protection, 
an  approprialion  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  is  asked,  and  it 
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u  oonBdently  expected  that  the  Legislature  will  not  further 
impede  the  good  wc^k  by  sordid  notions  of  public  ecoDomy, 
in  legislating  for  the  wants  and  aeiual  necettitiea  of  the 
children  of  our  fallen  soldiers. 

A  Master  Roll  will  be  found  in  the  appendix  cmbraang 
in  a  succinct  form,  the  names  and  histories  of  the  inmates 
oS  the  Ilome. 

For  more  detailed  information  in  reference  to  its  manage- 
ment, the  educational  advantages  conferred,  and  other  mat- 
ters of  interest,  I  beg  to  call  attention  to  the  accompanying 
reports  of  the  secretary  and  treasurer,  and  the  Principal  of 
the  First  State  Normal  School.

Gkktlkmkn — Tour  contract  with  the  Soldiers'  Orphans 
Home,  of  Minnesota,  for  the  support  and  education  of  such 
soldiers'  orphans  as  jou  should  place  in  that  institution, 
under  tHe  provision  of  the  act  relating  thereto,  approved 
March  4th,  1871,  requires  from  that  association  on  the  first 
days  of  April  and  October  of  each  year  a  report  of  the 
condition  of  the  Home,  the  amount  and  purpose  of  the 
expenditures,  the  individual  attendanco  and  progress  at 
school,  the  number  and  causes  of  deatlis,  and  other  matters 
of  icnpurtauco  connected  with  the  operations  of  said  Home 
during  the  six  months  preceding. 

In  compHanco  with  that  requirement,  I  have  the  honor  on . 
behalf  of  that  association  to  submit  the  folluwing  report  for 
the  six  months  ending  iieptember  30th,  1871. 

The  condition  of  the  Home  we  believe  to  be  quite  as  satis- 
&ctory  as  could  have  been  expected  from  our  limited  ad- 
vantages and  experience.  The  inmates  are  all  in  good 
health,  well  clad  and  as  contented  and  happy  as  any  child- 
ren so  far  as  appearances  indicate.     The  number  of  children 
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nnder  our  care  at  present  is  thirty-four,  one  having  recenUj 

been  discharged  for  gross  misbeharior.     I  submit  herewith 

,   the  names  of  these  children  and  also  the  names  and  regiment 

of  their  fathers  bo  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  ascertain  them. 

The  Home  was  opened  March  30th,  in  rooms  of  the  First 
State  Normal  School  building,  the  use  of  which  were  gener- 
oualj  granted  ua  until  we  could  procure  more  suitable 
accommodations.  May  1st  we  removed  to  our  present 
location.  We  occupy  a  large  dwelling  house  in  a  pleasant 
thongh  retired  part  of  the  city,  in  easy  distance,  of  the 
school  whore  the  children  attend.  Our  present  number  is 
the  maximum  which  our  accommodations  will  allow. 
Should  you  propose  increasing  the  number  we  will  be  nnder 
the  necessity  of  building,  which  we  would  choose  not  to  do 
except  the  increase  was  to  be  considerable.  We  have 
abundant  evidence  however  that  there  are  very  many  more 
children  of  this  class  in  the  State  that  require  yourmdaa 
much  as  those.  Frequent  applications  fur  the  admisNOn  of 
this  class  of  children  are  made  to  ua,  but  we  have  only  been 
able  to  refer  them  to  you  or  to  diaconrage  their  efforts  for 
the  present. 

Wo  aak  you,  gentlemen,  to  examine  th'e  condition  of  the 
Home  thorougly,  fully  confident  that  it  will  bear  the  closest 
scrutiny,  and  that  these  children  will  be  found  enjoying  as 
good  advantages  as  the  most  favored  in  the  State.  Your 
appreciation  of  our  efforts  would  be  increased  could  you  but 
observe  the  contrast  between  the  present  condition  ot  these 
children  and  the  condition  of  many  of  them  upon  their 
arrival.  All  this  has  required  much  care  and  labor  on  the 
part  of  the  managers  of  the  Home,  and  has  been  done  for 
no  other  reward  than  that  which  ia  afforded  by  a  conscions- 
neas  of  juat  endeavors  in  a  worthy  cause. 

Concerning  "  the  amount  and  pnrposo  of  expenditures**  I 
have  to  say  that  the  gross  amount  thus  far  paid  out  for  the 
Homo  has  been  three  thonsand  two  hundred  and  fifteen 
And  5-100  dollars,  for  tlie  following  purposes,  viz :

In  addition  to  this  there  aro  outstanding  claims  against 
us  amounting  in  tlio  aggregate  to  about  $300,  making  a 
total  amount  of  expenditures  a  little  over  $3,500, 

Of  the  "  individual  attendance  and  progress  at  school"  I 
beg  leave  to  refer  you  to  the  accompanying  report  of  Prof. 
W.  F.  Phelpa,  of  the  iBt  State  Normal  School  who  has  the 
cntiro  control  of  the  educational  department  of  the  Home. 
All  the  children  have  been  in  regular  attendance  at  school 
except  in  cases  of  illness.  It  is  not,  perhaps,  improper  for 
me  to  say  in  this  connection  that  the  task  assumed  by  the 
First  State  Normal  School,  of  gratuitously  educating  these 
children  is  one  of  no  little  magnitude.  Each  of  theso 
children  occupies  a  place  that  would  otherwise  ho  filled  by 
pupils  paying  tuition,  while  these  add  nothing  to  tlie  reve- 
nnes  of  the  school.  Their  number  is  now  so  great  as  to 
require  one  more  teacher  than  would  otherwise  be  needed, 
and  their  books,  stationery,  &c.,  aro  a  constant  tax  upon 
the  resources  of  the  institution.  One  tliousand  dollars  per 
annnm  I  am  convinced  wonld  not  be  an  over  estimate  of  tlie 
expense  incurred  by  this  school  in  behalf  of  the  inmates  of 
the  Home.  I  need  not  remind  you,  gentlemen,  that  such 
generosity  voluntarily  assumed  is  worthy  of  the  gratitude, 
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co-operation  and  reciprocal  liberalitj,  not  only  of  the  mem- 
bers  of  yonr  Board  but  of  all  others  intereited  in  the  welfare 
of  these  nufurtnnate  wards  of  the  State. 

"  The  nnmben  and  canse  ot  deaths"  I  am  happy  to  eay  re- 
qaires  no  report  at  this  time.  None  hare  thns  iu  died,  and 
although  several  are  of  feeble  constitution,  and  the  season 
'  has  not  been  healthy,  yet,  so  far,  these  children  have  been 
almost  wholly  exempt  from  serions  illness.  Begalar  habits, 
plain,  wbolesomc,  nutritions  diet,  frequent  bathing  and  ez- 
erciso  hare  thus  far  been  found  the  bestpromoters  of  health. 
The  few  cases  of  temporary  siclcness  which  have  occurred 
have  bren  treated  with  the  very  best  of  results  bp  Dr.  J.  B. 
McGaughey,  the  very  able  physician  of  the  Home.  The 
sanitary  condition  of  the  Homo  is  a  subject  of  great  import- 
ance and  has  hod  our  careful  consideration. 

*'  Other  matters  of  importance  connected  with  the  opera- 
tiona  of  said  Home  for  the  six  months  preceding"  this  re- 
port do  not  at  present  occur  to  me.  We  have  endeavored 
to  do  our  full  duty  toward  these  little  ones,  48  yon  exjiected 
of  oa,  and  we  ore  not  conscious  of  having  neglected  that 
duty,  though  often  perplexed  in  deciding  what  sfaonld  or 
should  not  be  done.  We  tave  had  the  sympathy  and  liberal 
support  of  the  good  people  of  this  city  and  are  also  indebted 
to  the  members  of  your  Board  for  many  expressions 
of  encouragement.  The  wholework  is  a  matter  of  import 
ance  far  beyond  the  scope  of  our  limited  comprehension. 
To  mould  the  characters  and  shape  the  destinies  of  so 
many  human  beings  is  an  undertaking  from  which  the  most 
gifted  might  well  shrink.  Who  shall  foretell  the  influence 
on  future  times  which  may  result,  for  good  or  evil,  froai 
what  we  are  doing  for  these  young  minds  and  liearts. 

It  shall  bo  the  future,  as  it  has  been  the  past,  endeavor  of 
this  association,  to  merit  your  confidence  and  the  gratitude 
of  those  committed  to  our  care.

To  the  Trmteea  of  the  Soldiers'  Orphans  Home,  of  the 
State  of  Minnesota : 

I  beg  leave  to  submit  to  you  the  subjoined  Btatement  of 
the  condition  and  progress  of  the  edacational  department  of 
the  institution,  confided  bj  the  State  to  jour  care  and  goard- 
iaasbip : 

The  first  iustallinent  of  children  from  the  Homo,  eight  in 
number,  Tras  received  in  tlie  model  school  on  the  30tb  daj 
of  March,  of  the  current  year.  Frequent  accessions  were 
made  until  the  number  was  fncreased  to  seventeen.  Owing 
to  the  prevalence  of  scarlet  fever  in  the  Orphan  Asylum,  at 
Sunt  Paul,  the  children  in  that  institution,  as  the  wards  of 
the  State,  were  not  sent  forward  until  the  9th  of  June,  and 
were  therefore,  less  than  three  weeks  ander  instroction  pre- 
vious to  the  dose  of  the  term  ending  on  the  28th  of  that 
month. 

As  fast  as  received,  these  children  were  examined  and 
sent  to  those  grades  of  the  model  school  for  which  their 
attainments  best  fitted  them. 

The  total  number  of  orphans  thus  attending  the  school 
daring  that  fragment  of  a  term  was  twenty-eight.  Although 
but  a  moderate  degree  of  success  was  to  be  expected  under 
these  unfavorable  circumstances,  yet,  daring  this  brief  term 
of  tnition  much  was  done  toward  accustoming  the  children 
to  the  thorough  system  of  instruction  and  discipline  which 
ia  now  exerting  its  wholesome  influence  upon  them. 

During  the  long  vacation  extending  through  the  months 
July  and  August,  it  wa^  deemed  best  by  the  executive  com- 
mittee and  by  the  undersigned,  to  make  a  special  arrange- 
ment for  the  inBtruction  of  such  of  the  children  as  reaiuned 
at  the  Home  at  this  time.  Accordingly,  the  services  of  a 
graduate  of  the  Normal  School,  Mies  Rosa  Lake,  were  se- 
cured, and  a  temporary  school,  composed  exclusively  of  ihe 
orphans,  was  opened  abont  the  middle  of  July,  and  contin- 
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ued  in  session  until  the  cloao  of  tho  summer  vacation.  As 
this  school  was  made  up  largely  of  those  who  entered  the 
Home  in  Juno,  it  afforded  a  good  opportunity  to  bring  that 
class  up  ID  their  studies  more  nearly  to  the  g»ade  of  those 
who  had  been  longer  under  instmction.  This  school  was  car- 
ried on  in  tho  building  of  the  First  ward  of  the  city  of  Wino- 
na, thosamehavingbcengonerously  tendered  for  the  purpose 
by  the  Board  of  Education.  The  books,  stationery,  etc.,  were 
supplied  from  the  library  of  tho  State  Normal  School.  The 
daily  sessions  extended  only  to  half  past  twelve  o'clock,  it 
being  deemed  advisable  not  to  tax  the  powers  of  the  child- 
ren severely  dming  the  usual  vacation  season.  The  school 
was  ably  conducted  and  its  influence  upon  the  children  was 
decidedly  beneficial. 

The  fall  term  of  the  Normal  School  was  opened  on  the 
4th  of  September  u!t,  and  all  the  inmates  of  tho  Home 
have  been  in  attendance  for  the  past  eight  weeks,  with  a 
regularity  interrupted  only  by  occasional  cases  of  sickness. 
The  following  are  the  statistics :

It  may  be  said  with  confidence,  that  as  a  class,  these  child- 
ren are  making  excellent  progress.  They  have  not,  it  is 
true,  been  long  enough  under  instruction  to  have  achieved 
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rery  marked  results.  Eut  tliis  ia  only  it  qttestion  of  time. 
Tliey  are  here,  side  by  side  with  tho  moat  favored  classes, 
receiviDg  the  best  educational  advantages  which  tlie  State 
affords,  being  nndur  tho  tuition  of  teachers  who  are  emi- 
nent in  their  profession,  and  who  are  devoted  to  their  noble 
work. 

Tlie  following  ia  an  abstract  of  the  studies  pursncd  by  the 
orphans  in  these  several  grades : 

Primary  department :  Eeading,  spelling,  numbers,  .writ- 
ing, drawing,  oral  instruction  in  the  elements  of  geography, 
with  general  lessons  on  form,  color,  objects,  etc.  Tho  in- 
struction in  this  department  is  chiefly  oral,  text  books  being 
used  only  in  reading.  Ko  lessons  are  reqaired  to  be  learned 
from  text  books,  lor  the  reason  that  the  pupils  here  are  yet 
too  young  to  be  able  to  make  a  righfuse  of  them.  The  im- 
provement wliich  the  children  in  this,  and,  indeed,  in  all  the 
departments  are  making,  especially  in  tvriting  and  reading, 
is  highly  gratifying,  and,  indeed,  in  many  respects  anrpris-  , 
ing.  It  speaks  volumes  in  favor  of  tho  admirable  system 
upon  which  these  subjects  are  taught.  In  the  second  grade 
the  classes  take  up  reading  in  second  and  third  readers, 
spelling,  both  oral  and  written,  arithmetic,  geography,  with 
use  of  maps  and  map  drawing,  penmanship  and  drawing. 
In  addition  to  these,  the  two  higher  classes,  known  as  A 
and  B,  receive  oral  lessons  in  language  and  the  elements  of 
English  Grammar. 

Four  of  the  orphans  are  in  class  A,  eight  in  class  B,  and 
five  in  class  0,  in  this  department.  In  the  words  of  the 
teacher  of  this  grade,  MissM.  F.  Hewitt,  "the  general  spirit 
among  these  children  ia  good.  For  the  most  part  they  are 
earnest  and  enthusiastic,  and  tlicir  progress  is  all  that  could 
be  expected." 

The  studies  of  the  third  grade  are  the  same  in  kind  as 
those  of  the  second,  but  of  a  more  advanced  chai-aeter. 
Grammar  and  Linear  Drawing  arc  here  added  to  the  other 
stndies  of  the  course.  In  the  fourth  grade.  Physiology, 
Algebra  and  History  are  superadded  to  the  more  advanced 
topics  in  Arithmetic  and  English  Grammar;  Geography 
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behtg  dropped  from  the  course.  The  particalsr  branchei 
hra^D  etmmemted  however,  give  but  a  faint  idea  of  the  kind 
apd  qnalitrof  training  which  these  children  are  receiving  or  of 
the  progreBS  they  have  made  and  are  maldng.  This  progress 
can  be  justly  measured  only  by  the  growth  and  development 
of  their  minds  and  the  formation  of  those  mental  and  moral 
habits  which  only  a  well  r^^ated  school  can  foster  and 
promote.  It  is  safe  to  affirm  that  the  training  which  these 
wards  of  the  State  are  here  receiving  is  beyond  all  price. 
They  are  acquiring  habits  and  forming  characters,  which  if 
these  benign  Lnfluences  are  sufficiently  extended,  will  make 
them  honorable,  high-minded,  nsefnl  dtizens,  and  not  only 
self-snettumng  bnt  productive  members  of  an  enlightened 
flociety. 

Here  they  are  learning  habits  of  self-restraint,  of  promp- 
titude, order,  obedience,  indostry  and  self-respect  Nor  are 
iheir  perscoial  characteristics-  overlooked.  They  are  organ- 
ized into  compuiies,  uid  mider  command  of  officers  selected 
from  their  own  nnmber,  they  march  to  and  tnm  the  Scho<d 
end  Home,  with  the  <vder  and  almost  the  predsion  ot 
veteran  troops.  In  all  their  movements  en  masse  the  same 
close  discipline  is  observed,  and  all  those  mde  and  violent 
{H-actices  which  ao  often  disgrace  die  conduct  of  children  in 
public  places,  are  persistently  discountenanced  as  unworthy 
the  character  of  a  soldier's  child. 

At  this  point  the  question  naturally  arises  as  to  the  time 
when  these  benign  influences  shall  cease  to  act  upon  these 
children  of  the  brave  defenders  of  the  old  flag.  The  State 
having  in  this  case  assumed  the  fancUons  of  the  natural 
protectors  and  guardians  of  the  soldiers'  orphans,  cannot  in 
honor  and  justice  stop  short  of  a  full  performance  of  the 
duties  thus  undertaken.  They  should  not  he  thrown  upon 
the  world  but  half  prepared  for  the  responsitdlities  of  citi- 
zeoBhip.  A  work  so  well  begun  should  be  carried  <m  to 
completion.  Every  one  of  these  children  should  be  eare- 
fiilly  nurtured,  protected  and  educated  until  qualified  to  act 
well  his  part  on  the  great  theatre  of  life. 

Here  in  this  InstitDtion  under  the  paternal  care  of  the 
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State  ^tlier  or  kotk  of  two  ooorses  is  open  to  them  in  which 
they  maj  be  fitted  for  practical  life  and  for  a  sphere  of 
emiaeot  tisefulnesa.  The  profeasioo  of  teacher  or  the  pro- 
fession of  the  aoconntant,  either  or  both  ma;  be  selected,  and 
in  both  may  these  children  be  perfected  as  far  as  a  school  is 
ablii  to  perfect  them  for  the  walks  of  practical  life. 

I  Boggest,  therefore,  that  special  providon  be  made  bj 
appropriate  legislation  for  the  maintenance  of  ^1  who  may 
seem  to  be  adapted  to  either  of  these  pursuits  nntil  they 
shall  graduate  and  be  prepared  to  enter  upon  the  duties  of 
an  honorable  and  useful  calling. 

By  this  meons  the  State  will  be  able  to  reap  a  rich  retain 
for  its  inrestojent  in  caring  for  these  children  through  their 
tender  years,  because  either  as  teachers  or  accountants  they 
will  be  adding  to  the  wealth  of  tlie  community  by  using 
their  talents  and  skill  in  the  domain  of  prodnctive  industry 
while  they  will,  at  the  same  time,  become  towers  of  strength 
as  law  abiding  and  honorable  citizens. 

It  may  not  be  improper  at  this  time  to  call  your  attention 
to  anotlier  fact  growing  out  of  the  relations  of  the  Orphans' 
Homo  to  the  State  Normal  School,  under  whose  fostering 
care  the  leducatiou  of  the  children  is  being  carried  forward. 
I  allude  to  the  expense  of  tlie  undertaking.  You  are  prob- 
ably not  unaware  that  this  Institution  is  now,  and  has  for 
several  years  past,  been  conducted  upon  appropriations  alto- 
gether inadequate  to  a  scliool  of  its  magnitude  and  import- 
tance.  No  Normal  School  of  its  grade  in  this  country  is 
carried  on  at  so  small  an  expenditure  of  the  means  of  the 
State. 

This  was  the  case  even  before  the  education  of  these  or- 
phans was  assumed.  The  addition  of  this  to  tlte  ordinary 
work  of  the  school  has  involved  an  increased  expenditnre 
of  about  $1,000  anntially,  thus  greatly  enhancing  the  finan- 
cial burdens  attending  the  administration  of  an  institution 
of  learning  of  prime  importance  to  the  welfare  aud  progress 
of  the  State.  This  condition  of  things  was,  of  course,  fore- 
seen, and  I  do  not  mention  the  fact  because  there  is  the 
slightest  disposition  to  shrink  from  the  task  which  has  here 
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been  undertaken.  It  is  referred  to  in  this  connection  in  or- 
der that  all  tho  facts  beai-ing  upon  the  enterprise  may  be  be- 
fore yon  and  the  representatives  of  the  people.  Such  Insti- 
tntions  as  these  lie  at  the  very  foundation  of  tho  public 
prosperity  and  happiness.  The  State  has  no  duties  par- 
amount  to  that  of  giving  to  such  enterprises  a  generous 
and  hearty  support,  and  I  desire  to  join  with  yon  in  urging 
this  patriotic  consideration  upon  the  attention  of  the  people's 
representatives  as  they  shall  assemble  to  make  laws  for  the 
public  weal, 

I  have  thus  enumerated  a  few  of  the  facts  indicative  ot 
the  condition  and  progress  of  the  deportment  of  instruction 
connected  with  ihe  beneficent  institution  confided  to  our  su- 
pervision. May  I  not  be  allowed  to  urge  that,  simply  to 
feed  and  clothe  these  little  ones,  without  providing  earehilly 
for  their  mental  and  moral  training,  is  to  cast  them  forth 
upon  the  world  totally  unfitted  to  meet  its  trials,  to  weather 
Its  storms,  or  to  conipeto  successfully  for  the  rewards  that 
await  intelligent  and  honest  industry  everywhere  in  this 
broad  land  which  their  fathers  offered  np  their  lives  to  save. 
Surely,  a  State  which  recoguizes  in  any  degree  its  obligation 
'  to  these  noble  men,  can  do  no  less  than  go  forward  with  this 
patriotic  duty,  until  every  cliild  of  every  soldier  who  periled 
all  and  gave  up  all  for  his  country,  shall  be  trained  and  edu- 
cated to  be  a  virtuous  and  useful  citizen,  an  honor  to  the 
commonwealth  and  a  blessing  to  mankind.
